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Centre parking 
under study 

The traffic that threatens to choke the business district 
of Newton Centre will finally be tackled by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The three Ward 6 aldermen have submitted a resolution 
requesting Mayor Theodore Mann to explore 11 steps they 
have proposed to alleviate the parking problems. 

One of the aldermen, Joan Saklad, feels that the sub¬ 
mission of a resolution will force the Planning Department, 
the Board of Aldermen and Newton Centre businessmen 
and residents to give the matter serious and productive 
thought. 

Incorporated in the resolution are several proposals 
concerning parking meters, sticker parking, and the 
creation of additional off-street parking by the use of more 
land and a possible upper-level on the triangle parking lot at 
Beacon Street, Centre Street, and Langley Road. 

The resolution also recommends that establishment of 
a Newton Centre Parking Committee be considered, to 
include representatives of the Newton Centre 
Businessmen's Association, Improvement Association and 
Neighborhood Association, and the city Planning Depart¬ 
ment and Ward 6 aldermen. 

The major change in the meter distribution would be 
the relocation of the 6 - 12 -hour meters away from the 
congested shopping areas onto side streets. The long-term 
meters would be eliminated completely from the triangle, 
the Cypress Street parking lot and the parking lots behind 
the stores on Centre Street, and a maximum of two hours' 
parking would be allowed there. 

'"he Businessmen's Association would be expected to 
gathei datat on employee parking, such as number of 
spaces needed, and could also investigate the possibility of 
leasing spaces from nearby churches and providing sticker 
parking in those areas. 

The resolution will be discussed at the meeting of the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee June 27. 

In another action to reduce the traffic congestion in the 
Centre, the Traffic Commission at its last meeting voted 
approval of making Union Street one way east (from 
Beacon Street toward Langley Road) on a 60-day trial basis 
beginning September 1.

78% of homes here 


could contain lead paint

Newton-Wellesley Hospital staff and 
RSVP volunteers have been methodically 
working since last September to screen young 
children in Newton for lead poisoning. 

The program has been responding to 
what has been primarily publicized as a big 
city problem in recent years. Young children 
who eat lead substances may eventually end 
up with permanent brain damage. 

According to Dr. John M. Cohen, chief of 
pediatrics at Newton-Welleseley Hospital, it 
has been estimated that 78 per cent of the 
houses in Newton have the potential of lead 
paint inside. 

Newton-Wellesley ran a screening 
program for high rsk children in Newton two 
years and found that almost 30 per cent of 
those tested had a high level of lead. 

Last spring and summer, the hospital met 
with all interested groups in Newton and 
Wellesley and evolved a plan for a more 
comprehensive screening program. 

The program applied for and received 
$2300 from the Newton-Wellesley Office for 
Children and $500 from the Perpetual 
Benevolence Foundation. This, however, does 
not cover all the costs of the program, and 
Cohen reports that is has been "costing the 
hospital a lot of money." 

Cohen noted that some communities, 
such as Boston and Waltham, have received 
federal funds for lead screening programs. 

Hospital teams and volunteers have been 
traveling throughout Newton to test children 
between the ages of one and six. This week, 
the program tested its 2000'th child at the 
Memorial School in Oak Hill. 

Cohen said that unofficial findings show 
that the program is “turning up a much lower 
percentage of children showing positive blood 


lead tests than we thought there would be." It 
had been anticipated that between three and 
five per cent would test positively. 

Cohen noted that the results thus far 
should not be a deterrent to parents having 
their children tested. A goal of the program is 
to make parents aware of the hazard of lead 
poisoning. 

Cohen said that is is expected that bet¬ 
ween 50 and 60 per cent of the young children 
in Newton will be reached by the screening. It 
had been hoped that 80 per cent would be 
reached. 

The program uses a city printout to 
contact families in a given area which have 
young children. The families are contacted by 
mail and phone so they may set up lead 
screening appointments. Information about 
screenings is also sent to PTA’s and schools. 

The program has reached nearly every 
geographic area of Newton. There have been 
requests from some areas for return visits. 

Cohen noted that when there has been 
good communication and information, there 
has been a good response. 

Areas built after 1959 are less likely to 
have lead paint, although outside paints have 
been lead until two years ago. The possibility 
of lead poisoning is particularly high in 
dilapidated housing. 

Cohen pointed out that lead poisoning 
may come from sources other than paint. He 
said that there may be a high level of lead in 
dirt in the ground, and some kids might get 
lead poisoning from their own backyards. 

Cohen called the lead poisoning hazard in 
Newton "an insidious kind of thing." He said 
that "the over kid is easy to pick up compared 
to a child who has been picking up a high 
blood level over a long period of time.” 

Cohen noted that lead screening is one

$150,000 voted 
for Beaconwood

Newton put its money where its mouth is 
Monday night when the Board of Aldermen 
voted to appropriate up to $150,000 as the 
city’s “share" in a state-funded low-income 
housing development. 

The total cost per unit of housing is ex¬ 
pected to exceed $115,000. 

The $150,000 was required by the state 
Dedpartment of Community Affairs, which 
will pay the total cost of land acquisition on 
Beaconwood Road, but balked at paying more 
than $45,000 construction cost per apartment. 

The low bids of $874,700 for the 20 apart¬ 
ments came to $51,652 per unit, and Newton 
w'as required to contribute money to bring the 
cost down to the DCA maximum. 

The cost of the entire project will be 
$1,033,034 for construction, site development, 
architects’ and engineers’ fees, and ad¬ 
ministrative and contingency costs, plus the 
cost of the land, currently estimated at 
something over $80,000. 

The Housing Authority has offered the 
owners of the land, Ciccone Realty Trust, 
$83,600 for the two parecels comprising the 
property, as a pro tanto payment. A court will 
decide the final amount to be paid, and the 
DCA has agreed to assume the cost. 

The $150,000 appropriation will clear the 
way for full approval by the DCA to go ahead 
with construction of the housing, the first 
family housing to be built in the city. 

One potential trouble spot remains-the 
extension of bids by the contractor for the 
project, P.J. Stella of Wakefield. Bids expired 
last month, but the Housing Authority ob¬ 
tained an extension once until June 1. 

At Monday night's meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, Housing Authority lawyer Peter 
Kilbom said the NHA had obtained another 
verbal extension until June 14, but the next 
day Stella, asked about the extension, replied, 
“Not really." 

Ciccone 

offering 

housing 

One of the owners of the Beaconwood Road 
land on which the Newton Housing Authority 
plans to build low-income family housing, 
Frank Ciccone, has offered the NHA two 
apartment houses in Nonantum for purchase. 

The two buildings contain a total of seven 
apartments and an office that could be con¬ 
verted to an apartment. 

Ciccone said he made the offer because, 
according to “statements made at that 
meeting (Finance Committee), the NHA is 
unable to obtain property suitable for housing 
for less than $40,000 per unit, or thereabouts." 

Ciccone is offering his two buildings for 
$ 168 , 000 , or $ 21,000 per unit. 

One building has been remodeled, and the 
other also meets all codes, Ciccone said. All 
apartments in the buildings are presently 
occupied and are covered by one-year leases, 
with rentals of $170-180 for two-bedroom units. 

The Housing Authority says housing can't 
be had. It can be had," Ciccone said this 
week. “There is a lot of housing available.” 

Frank Quinn, executive director of the 
Housing Authority, said earlier this week that 
the Housing Authority had not discussed the 
letter yet. 

In general, Quinn said, requirements of

Stella said further comment would have 
to come from the architect for the project, 
The Architects Collaborative of Cambridge, 
or from the Housing Authority. 

Richard Brimley of TAC, an architect 
association with the project, explained that 
all but two of the sub-bidders had extended 
their bids to the general contractor. It is not 
clear to anyone, he said, whether the con¬ 
tractor could go to the second high bidders in 
those instances or would have to obtain new 
bids from the trades represented. 

Jennifer Volkert of the Housing Authority 
said Tuesday that she considered Stella had 
given a verbal extension until June 14. 

The meeting at City Hall, held during 
recess of the Board, was not withot acrihony or 
the part of aldermen and Housing Authority 
members. 

Aid. Louis Egelson, whose proposal that 
the $150,000 be spent on acquisition of land on 
Stamford Street, Auburndale, was defeated at 
the last meeting of the Finance Committee 
asked NHA Chairman James Miller to 
“confirm or deny that the contractor's price 
includes all aspects of site development, 
including the city’s share."

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Family health hazards 
covered in Backman bill 


legislation filed by Sen. Jack 
H. Backman (D-Brookline), 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Social Welfare, 
establishing a statewide 
program of child health Is now 
before the Committee on Ways 
and Means. 

“In 1968," said Sen. 
Backman, "Congress gave 
recognition to the importance 
of early detection of child 
health problems when states 
receiging Medicaid funds were 
required to establish programs 
to find health defects in un¬ 
derprivileged children. 

“Despite this federal 
mandate, officials estimate 
that of 12 million children 
eligible nationally, only 10 per 
cent have actually enrolled. 

"To encourage the states to 


provide this type of outreach, 
the federal law stipulates that 
as of July, 1974, one per cent of 
a state’s Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children reim¬ 
bursement will be cut if the 
state does not provide child 
health screening services 
under Medicaid and inform 
welfare families of the 
availability of such services. 

"The purpose of my 
legislation is to build upon the 
existing child health screening, 
family planning and maternal 
health programs within the 
federal guidelines," said Sen. 
Backman. 

The Backman legislation 
would cover children, potential 
parents, as well as pregnant 
women. The bill would also 
increase public awareness of 
preventable health hazards for 


potential parents and children. 
Another aspect of the Backman 
bill would be the maximum 
utilization of information, 
screening, diagnosis and 
treatment services that are 
available. 

Implementation of the child 
health program would be 
placed, according to Sen. 
Backman, within the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, which 
currently administers many of 
the individual prevention 
programs such as the hazar¬ 
dous toy program, poison in¬ 
formation program and PKU 
program, as well as the lead- 
paint poison prevention 
program which came into 
being as the result of 
legislation filed by Sen. 
Backman.

At present, many food labels 
do not contain complete lists of 
ingredients; some products, 
such as mayonnaise and ice 
cream, which contain "stan¬ 
dard” ingredients, are not 
required to carry an itemized 
list of ingredients, even though 
"optional additives" may be 
contained. It is ironic, Pines 
said, that dog and cat food 
labels contain the most com¬ 
plete lists of ingredients and a 
breakdown of the nutritional 
value of the product. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration contends that it 
is not authorized to require full 
disclosure of ingredients. 
However, it does have the 
power to require that the 
following warning appear on 
all food products that are not 
now labeled with all the 
ingredients: “Warning. 

Unlabeled ingredients con¬ 
tained in this product." 


Pines, a longtime consumer 
advocate, said, "People have a 
right to know what they are 
eating. Many people who are 
allergic or require special diets 
encounter severe difficulty in 
determining what ingredients 
are contained in prepared 
foods. For people with severe 
allergies, the terms 
"flavorings, artificial coloring, 
and spices" are not specific 
enough. There has been at least 
one recorded death resulting 
from inadequate food 
labeling.” 

On the national level, 
legislation has been proposed 
which would require the listing 
of all ingredients contained in 
food products. 

Rep. Pines commented after 
signing the petition, "It is my 
contention that government on 
both the federal and state 
levels should take any and all 
appropriate steps to insure that 
the consumer knows what he is 
eating." 


Garden plots ready 


There will be garden plots 
available to Newton citizens, 
after all, though not in the 
number and location originally 
proposed by Aid. David 
Jackson in the City Planning 
Committee. 

Instead of 24 locations across 
the city, the "Garden City 
plots" will be located only at 
the Winchester Street site of 
the former city infirmary. 

There, a total of 175 plots, 
each 10 to 20 feet, will be 
available. Of these, 60 have 
already been staked out, and 10 
have already been assigned. 

Anyone of school age or 
older, who will agree to 
commit at least four hours per 
week to the garden, is eligible. 

Rules for the ue of the land 
include using only hand tools 
and natural light. 

The city will arrange fo the 
initial breaking of the sod but 
the clod-breaking and fine 
tilling of the earth will be the 
responsibility of the gardener. 

Water from a nearby 
hydrant will be available in 
case of prolonged drought, but 


otherwise water will have to be 
carried from the river or 
brought in by the gardener. 

Plots will be assigned at the 
Street Department in City Hall 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis. Additional rules and 
regulations will be given out 
when plots are assigned.

$50,000 sought for

Building Fund, explained, “The need for 
this addition has been brought about by 
our ever-expanding programs and ser¬ 
vices. The existing facilities are jammed 
beyond capacity day and night — all of 
which is evidence that what we are of¬ 
fering is vitally needed by our citizens. The 
needs jof thousands of Newton citizens are 
being met yearly.” 

Tne N.C.S.C. offers programs, ser¬ 
vices and activities for all age groups in 
the city. For children, there are care 
pervice programs; three camping 
programs; seven types of calsses; seven 
groups of dance classes; creative arts 
programs designed for different age 
levels, interests and needs; and a boys' 
club. 


Programs for youth include a Youth 
Center with assorted programs run by 
High school students, coffee houses, gym 
programs, etc. More than 1,500 young 
residents of Newton participated in these 
programs in 1973. 

For youth, there is also a Job Bank 
offering employment help for teen agers; 
teen classes in ballet, baton, golf, drama, 
crafts, physical fitness, etc. The N.C.S.C. 
also operates a Hot Line seven evenings a 
week for people in need. 

Activities for adults include a variety 
of classes ranging from drama, sewing, 
weaving, silkscreen to arts and humanities 
and even oven cake decoration. Sports and 
physical education groups and social clubs 
are also available for adult participation. 

For citizens over 60, there are a 
variety of social clubs that feature parties, 
card playing, movies, travel, sales, 
community activities, etc. There is also a 
Retired Senior Volunteer Program 
(RSVP), through which elderly citizens 
may teach or attend classes, perform 
volunteer work to help solve local 
probelms, take advantage of a legal in¬ 
formation service, and availa themselves 
of a number of other services. More than 
200 people have enrolled in these 
programs. 


Begun in 1907 as a nursery, the Newton 
Community Service Centers, Inc., has 
expanded and altered its services to the 
Newton community through the years as 
times and needs changed. The All-Newton 
Music School started at the Neighborhood 
House run by the Center in 1911. Some of 
the unusual activities provided among the 
broad range of programs (too numerous to 
mention in entirety) have included health 
and baby clinics, Americanization classes, 
a nutrition clinic, detached worker 
programs, the establishment of the 
Rebecca Pomroy House, and work with 
the city’s Commissions on Youth and 
Aging. 

Senator Edward Brooke, Rep. Robert 
Drinan, and Mayor Theodore Mann are 
serving as Honorary Charimen of the 
current fund-raising campaign. 

Attorney Oscar Wasserman is serving 
as chairman of the Building Committee. 
Also involved in a leadership role in the 
drive is Sister Margaret Gorman, 
chairman of the Psychology Department 
of Newton College and president of the 
Board of Directors of the Newton Com¬ 
munity Service Centers.

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McDonald's pulls out 

McDonald’s Restaurants has abandoned plans to open a 
160-seat establishment on Walnut Street in Newtonville, 
according to Robert Tennant, president of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce. 

Instead, Tennant said, Philip Bram, owner of the 
property, will shortly sign a lease with a "small super¬ 
market," with headquarters in Cambridge. 

The McDonald restaurant was given a common vic¬ 
tualler’s license by the Licensing Board over strong ob¬ 
jection from much of the neighborhood because of traffic 
problems it would generate. 

The Chamber of Commerce supported McDonald's. 

An ordinance introduced by Rep.Peter Harrington last 
year to require the provision of off-street parking in con¬ 
junction with a change of use in, or the remodeling of, a 
commercial building has been held in the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee for further revision by the Planning 
Department 

Many observers felt that the proposed ordinance 
resurfaced recently only as an attempt to thwart Mc¬ 
Donald’s. 

A compromise solution, in which parking will be 
required only if the projected use of the building is more 
intense than the existing use, is under study.

Zoning Board 
rules addition 
must come down

The Zoning Board of Appeals has ordered Joseph 
DeAngelis of 19-21 Moreland ave., to remove a newly built 
addition to his home which he constructed without the 
benefit of a building permit. 

Seeking to legalize the construction, DeAngelis had 
been warned by the building inspector that a permit was 
needed. 

A neighbor, Ezra Baker, testified before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals that a "good size dormer had been built 
causing a dramatic change at the top of the house... I am 
amazed that construction took place without the ob¬ 
servation of the building inspector for so long and then 
continued on a 7-day basis ignoring Newton's laws.” 

"He knew what the law was and had the effrontery to 
come before the board and say legalize what I’ve done," 
said Robert Corbett, member of the board. 

Casper Ferguson agreed and stated that “we should use 
the full extent of the powers of the board ... it would be 
terrible to let him get away with it.” 

Two other members of the board wanted to save a 
portion of the construction for DeAngelis; however, they 
were outvoted. They were Morris Reidy Jr. and Champe 
Fisher, chairman. Voting against DeAndelis’ petition were 
Casper Ferguson, Robert Corbett and William Ripley. 
DeAngelis does not intend to appeal, he said. 

In other action the board approved, with conditions 
Weston Realty's petition to build a tennis court on Bourne 
Street. The conditions were that there would be no lighting, 
the hours of play would be 8 to dusk; play would be 
restricted to tenants and their guests and a five foot chain 
link fence would be erected with four foot arbor vitae or 
hemlock hedges between the fence and the lot line. 

The board also granted, subject to the approval of the 
artchitects plan, permission to Sage’s market, Newton 
Centre, for an 1100 square foot addition to their building. 

Edwin Sage, chairman of the board, listed security as 
one reason for the addition. Sage pointed out that customers 
come and go through the rear of the store to the parking lot 
and presently there is no checkout counter at that part of 
the market He also pointed out that sanitary regulations 
have produced a need for a new meat cutting room designed 
to meet code requirements.

Eight Route 9 footbridge plans unveiled 


Eight plans for a footbridge across Route 
9 were presented to Newton Highlands-Upper 
Falls residents at a public hearing last week. 

The building of the bridge has been ap¬ 
proved by the state Department of Public 
Works in response to pleas from Mayor 
Theodore Mann and Rep. Lois Pines for a safe 
crossing of Route 9 to and from the Eliot 
MBTA station. 

Residents of the area have long com¬ 
plained about the danger from high-speed 


traffic on Route 9, and several pedestrian 
deaths have occurred on this stretch of road 
during the past few years. 

The majority (14 against 8) of the 
residents present at the hearing were in favor 
of the bridge, but Rev. Thomas Motherway, of 
1064 Boylston St. (Route 9) proposed that a 
new MBTA station be built instead. 

He felt that the bridge would unfavorably 
affect the houses on Boylston Street and 


suggested that another MBTA station behind 
the Trade Winds restaurant on city-owned 
land would be a better solution. 

Of the eight plans presented by David 
Tannozzini, Newton’s traffic and tran¬ 
sportation planner, all would involve land¬ 
taking in varying amounts, except Plan D-l, 
in which the footbridge and ramps would be 
entirely on MBTA land (see drawing). 

However, residents, by a show of hands, 
expressed a preference for Plan E-2, in which 


the southern access would be closer to stores. 

It was not certain that the residents who 
voted for plan E-2 realized that landtaking 
would be necessary. 

The bridge will cost about $170,000 and 
will be paid for by the state, which will then 
turn it over to the city for maintenance. 

The Street Traffic Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, which held the hearing, 
took no vote on the matter. 


Initial Underwood approval given by aldermen

Approval of $70,000 architects’ fees for 
the enlarging and renovating of the Under¬ 
wood School, tantamount to an irrevocable 
decision to complete the project, was greeted 
by smiles from the hardy group of Underwood 
parents and teachers who have attended City 
Hall meetings for the past year. 

The measure was passed 23-0 by the full 
Board Monday night. 

Also voted was a transfer of $130,000 from 
the unused bond account to pay for the con- 
vering of exposed asbestos in the new Newton 
North High School, as well as other corrective 
work in the school. 

Efforts to take action on an ordinance 
requiring provision of parking by owners of 
commercial buildings whose use is being 
changed were defeated after considerable 
debate on the proposed ordinance change. 

When an alderman pointed out out how 
long the item has been before the Board 
(since March, 1973) and how muchrevision it 
has undergone, Aid. Alan Bar kin said that 
only proves that "if you give a monkey a 
typewriter he'll eventually spell a word.” 

"The fact is that the Planning Director 
has not come up with an ordinance," he said. 

Aid. Robert Tennant, who is president of 
the chamber of commerce, also wanted to get 
the measure onto the floor for a vote. He 
mentioned a restaurant in West Newton 
square that is planning to renovate and does 
not know whether it will have to provide 
parking. 


Board President Eliot Cohen commented 
that he had been told of four instances in 
which businesses are afraid fo get a building 
permit for alterations because the status of 
the ordinance change is so unsettled. 

"We’re going to sit back and become a 
supereconomic body and decide what 
businesses can come in.” (if this is passed), 
Aid. Michael Antonellis said. "You can’t 
create the impossible; you can’t tear down 
houses." 

But land Use Committee Chairman 
Joseph McDonnell said, "We can't vote on 
this tonight. Not until May 13 did it engender 
considerable public notice and discussion. 
Until the ordinance is finalized, I wouldn't 
move it. 

McDonnell detailed the principal change 
under study as applying only to increase in 
intensity of use of a building. When use is 
increased, McDonnell said, the new plan 
would cahrge the owner only with the ad¬ 
ditional spaces needed, not require him to 
provide full parking. 

A vote to take the item from the Land Use 
Committee failed. 

Also voted down was a motion to "take 
from the table" the petition of Joseph 
McMullin, service station operator in Newton 
Highlands, for permissive use to conduct a 
truck-and-trailer rental business at his 
Sunoco station on Boylston Street. 

The item was "laid on the table” at the 
last meeting of the Board, when the im¬ 
position of restrictive conditions resulted in a 
deadlock among the aldermen. McMullin has 



been operating in violation of the zoning or¬ 
dinances for many years, and now seeks 
permission to continue his business. 

“Laying on the table" precludes any 
action being taken until two-thirds of the 
Board votes to take an item off the table. 

Four offers to purchase city-owned land 
were handled for the first time under a new 
ordinance giving the City Planning Com¬ 
mittee the responsibility for deciding whether 
the land should be sold. 

"* Under the new procedures the City 
Planning Committee decides whether the 
land shall be sold. If not, the recommendation 
to the full Board and to the mayor is not to 
sell. If the committee agrees to sell the land, 
then the Finance Committee takes over and 
holds a public hearing, solicits bids, and 
determines whether the land shall be sold and 
at what price, subject to Board and mayoral 
approval. 

The Board accepted the City Planning 
Committee report that a small parcel on 


Nonantum Place may be sold, a parcel on 
Winchester Street may be sold subject to 
restrictions that nothing may be built on the 
property, and a large lot on Waban Avenue 
shall not be sold, since it is part of an ex¬ 
tensive greenbelt. 

Several appointments by Mayor 
Theodore Mann were approved without 
debate. 

Russell Halloran was confirmed as the 
new recreation commissioner effective July 1 
at a salary of $18,500. Aid. Wendell Bauckman 
gave the only no vote. 

The appointment and salary of John 
Penney as assistant recreation commissioner 
were held until the next Board meeting. 

The reappointment of Otis Robinson to 
the Newton Development Authority for a five- 
year term was approved unanimously, as 
were the appointment of Alfred D. Smith to 
the Youth Commission and Alice E. Mullen to 
the Jackson Homestead board of trustees.

The public will be the ultimate winner 
if the Supreme Court of the United States 
wisely votes to overturn Florida’s highly 
controversial, outdated and unjustifiable 
"right to reply” law. 

The law requires that newspapers 
provide equal space and display for a 
person to answer editorial criticism. 

The decision will be of paramount 
interest to the Sunshine State, but its 
implications, threats to freedom of the 
press and effect on the media will be 
nationwide. 

The high court has under advisement 
the constitutionality of the 1913 Florida 
statute that was invoked in the fall of 1972 
by a dissident candidate for the state 
Legislature, Pat Tornillo, controversial 
leader of the Dade County (Miami) 
Teachers Federation. 

Tornillo and his attorneys demanded 
that the Miami Herald provide space for 
him to answer a stinging editorial indict¬ 
ment of Tornillo’s qualifications for a seat 
in the lower house at Tallahassee, 
Florida’s capital, the newspaper refused- 
we believe properly soon grounds the 
"right to reply” law was unconstitutional. 

If the court strikes down the law, it 
will be a decisive defense of the rights of 
free expression as guaranteed by the first 
amendment to the Constitution. At the 
same time, such action might give rise to a 
feeling among many Americans that the 
media have gained a free hand to distort or 
slant news to the detriment and defiance of 
the public interest. But if the court upholds 
the law, it will represent not only a stun¬ 
ning blow to press freedom as we know it in 
the United States today but a serious and 
dangerous hindrance to the practical 
operation of any newspaper. 

Imagine, for a moment, the potential 
unrealistic demands for space to reply 
should a newspaper choose to carry out one 
of its primary functions the candid expres¬ 
sion of its basic convictions. It could 
transform a newspaper from its role of an 
educational forum and molder of public 
opinion to a mere journal for the repetitive 
presentation of nonsensical arguments on 
subjects that it is doubtful any two in¬ 
telligent persons ever could agree anyway. 
Thus would arise a new threat to the 
function of the newspaper in American 
society. 

While the suit centers on replies to 
newspaper editorials and not on news 
stories, the challenge to the responsibility 
of reputable media is equal in both aspects. 

Responsible communicators guard un- 
stintingly a reputation for objectivity, 
honesty and decency in the presentation of 
news and opinions. They need no censors, 
no communications commissars who would 
spoon feed the public on news favorable to 
political regimes or governmental agen¬ 
cies. That’s totalitarianism. Or, in simple 
words, the death of freedom. 

The threat of Florida's "right to 
reply" law to a newspaper’s freedom of 
expression, insidious as it might appear 
through casual consideration, is as real and 
as terrifying as the more direct forms of 
censorship. 

The law should be repealed. The 
burden of integrity and fairness in the 
presentation of news and opinions must 
rest with the media, not with the judiciary 
or any other arm of government. 

It is the public, after all, through its 
indirect control of circulation and adver¬ 
tising, that holds the power of life and 
death over a newspaper. And thus it is the 
public that should be the judge of whether a 
newspaper is living up to its responsibility. 

The lesson for Massachusetts in the 
Florida case filed against the state's 
largest newspaper is that the Legislature 
should under no circumstances ever con¬ 
sider such a restrictive statute. It is for¬ 
tunate not to have one now.

Delay until next year 
seen on Nixon removal 

President Nixon's impeachment during the coming 
summer would be a setback for him, but probably nothing 
more than that. 

On the basis of all the information this writer was able 
to gather on a recent visit to Washington, Nixon will be 
impeached by the naUonal House in either late July or 
August. 

Mr. Nixon has been losing support aU over Capitol HU1 
in both the House and the Senate as a result of informatign 
contained in the transcripts he made public and his refusal 
to release additional tapes. 

(Nixon himself genuine'v believes he wiU not be im¬ 
peached.) 

But if Nixon is impeached, as seems almost certain to 
this observer, there appears to be no way his trial in the 
U.S. Senate can be completed before the end of this year. 

If Nixon is still on trial at the close of business on Dec. 
31, the impeachment process must be started all over again 
in 1975 because this Congress goes out of existence at the 
year's end. 

A trial to determine whether the President should be 
removed from office cannot be started by the 92nd Senate 
and be completed by the 93rd. 

As one Congressman put it to the writer, the name of 
the game is delay, and some of the House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee members appear to have made blunders which could 
result in more delays. 

For example, if and when President Nixon is im¬ 
peached, there could be a court suit on whether a Judiciary 
Committee member such as Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan of Newton should have been disqualified from 
voting because of his repeated statements, in advance of 
the presentation of any evidence to the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee, that President Nixon should be Impeached. 

When and if President Nixon is Impeached, his lawyers 
will be entitled to a reasonable amount of time to prepare 
for the trial in the Senate. You may be sure that Attorney 
James St. Clair and his associates will not be moderate in 
their demands for time to get ready. 

Between one thing and another it will be surprising if 
the ouster trial in the Senate starts much before next Oct 1. 

Members of the Senate who are standing for reelection 
will want time off logo home and campaign before election. 
A court suit could develop If Senators go off campaig n ing 
instead of remaining on Capitol Hill to listen to testimony on 
why Nixon should or should not be ousted. 

Senators up for reelection will insist on long weekends 
away from Washington. 

Majority Senate Leader Mike Mansfield estimates that 
the Senate trial will last at least five months. That would 
bring it to about next March 1. 

Of course, it cannot last that long because a new 
Congress will come into being early next January. But the 
trial could last much longer than five moaths if Nixon's 
lawyers desired to employ the technique of stall and delay. 

As matters stand, they will not have to do much, if any, 
stalling to prolong the Senate trial beyond the life of the 
present Senate. 


So, if you are bored with Watergate and all the related 
mum bo-jumbo, brace yourself to hear about it for at least 
another year. It just won't go away. 

Incidentally, one Congressman predicted privately that 
President Nixoo will cause another uproar by firing Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 

But there probably will be no Saturday Night Massacre 
this time, he added, since there is scant likelihood Attorney 
General Saxbe will resign in protest 

What Nixon should do, the Congressman maintained, is 
fire the foot-in-the-mouth Saxbe and make Jaworski At¬ 
torney General. 

And here is one for our lawyer friends to ponder. 

An outstanding legal expert in Washington informed us 
that President Nixon, in effect, is taking the Fifth Amend¬ 
ment in flatly refusing to provide evidence under his control 
by not releasing tapes which have been sought 

Nixon actually has not taken the Fifth Amendment If 
he should do so in a Supreme Court showdown, the court 
could not order him to release tapes which would in¬ 
criminate him, the experts insisted. 

President Nixon is unpredictable, but personally we do 
not believe he would take the Fifth Amendment. 

Harringtons support 
different candidates 

State Senate President Kevin B. Harrington of Salem 
will continue as head of the Senate for the next four years 
and seek the Governorship in 1978—if Governor Francis W. 
Sargent is reelected next November. 

Harrington probably will retire from olitics and accept 
appointment to a position in the field of education—if At¬ 
torney General Robert H. Quinn is elected the next 
Governor. 

He didn’t put it exactly that way, but those were the 
conclusions drawn by the writer from the answers made by 
the gentle-mannered giant, who presides over the Senate, to 
the questions directed at him during an interview. 

Senate President Kevin Harrington and his cousin, 
Congressman Michael J. Harrington of Beverly, are sup¬ 
porting different candidates for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor. 

Senate President Harrington is backing Attorney 
General Quinn. Congressman Harrington has endorsed 
former State Representative Michael Dukakis. 

Kevin Harrington said he feels closer to the political 
philosophy of Quinn than that of Dukakis. 

"In my judgement Mike Dukakis is a fine fellow,” 
Kevin Harrington declared. "But Bob Quinn is tried and 
tested. He has steered the way both as Speaker of the House 
of Representatives and as Attorney General. I think he has 
done a great job without many headlines." 

Kevin Harrington said that he doesn't always follow the 
judgement of his cousin Mike but that be did follow It In 1172 
and supported Senator Edmund Muskie of Maine for the 
Democratic nomination for President. 

The Senate sees no likelihood that his political am¬ 
bitions might collide with those of his cousin, Congressman 
Harrington, if he stands for the Governorship In 1978. 

"1 do not believe Mike has any plan for seeking election 
to any State Constitutional office,” he asserted. "He 
probably could have had the nomination for Attorney 


General this year if he wanted it I think he has made it 
clear he wants to be U.S. Senator."

Parking at North High 


Oppose development 


(Editor's note: This letter to 
the mayor responds to a 
memorandum from the 
Planning Department on 
parking at Newton North High 
School.) 

Dear Mayor Mann: 

Our first reaction is to the 
statement on page one under 
"I. BACKGROUND," which 
reads, "A citizen liaison 
committee was established, 
and a series of alternative 
parking plans evolved, were 
presented, and reviewed.” 

This statement certainly 
seems to suggest that an active 
citizen liaison committee has 
been involved in the review of a 
number of alternative plans 
and the development of Mr. 
Thomas’s preliminary 
recommendations. 

In fact, this is not so. Other 
than informal inquiries from 
individuals requesting in¬ 
formation at your office there 
has been no citizen par¬ 
ticipation in the development 
of this plan. 

If the reference is to the 
"Newton North Parking 
Subcommittee," $n offshoot 
from the Newton Traffic 
Commission, we would have to 
remind you that a meeting of 
this group has not been called 
since the fall of 1973, and that it 
has in no way served as such a 
liaison committee. 

The Newton North High 
Neighborhood Association has, 
in fact, studied a number of 
alternative plans and options 
' and has looked at the entire 
question from many per¬ 
spectives, but to date we have 
had no effective opportunity to 
participate in the development 
of a Newton North High School 
parking and traffic plan. We 
formed our organization for 
this very reason. We have 
attended many city meetings, 


and one of our most persistent 
themes has been the request 
for a legitimate involvement in 
the permanent development of 
facilities so close to our homes 
and so important to our 
families and in our lives. 

We are sure that you desire 
citizen involvement, and we 
know that nay scheme pushed 
through without the in¬ 
volvement of the residents 
affected will run into serious 
roadblocks. We therefore 
respectfully request that such 
participation be implemented 
now without further delay. 

In a study we prepared for 
the Newton Traffic Com¬ 
mission and presented to the 
Commission at a meeting in 
July, 1973, we proposed, "that 
a task force be immediately 
put to work on a study of the 
parking needs of the high 
school with full neighborhood 
participation and in¬ 
volvement.” 

Although some of the 
elements of this study are now 
dated, this important 
recommendation is still valid. 
The Traffic Commission 
assured us that this would be 
done. The School Committee 
has made the same assuran¬ 
ces. 

Indirectly, we have been led 
to believe that you also realized 
that such involvement would 
be essential. Now, however, it 
appears to us that an attempt is 
being made to push through a 
plan without our involvement. 

Our second reaction is to the 
content of the proposal itself. 

We have studied it carefully, 
and although there are words 
in the report alleging concern 
for the welfare of the 
residential area, we do not see 
such concern in the actual 
proposal. In fact, we see some 
serious shortcomings and 


problems in it. Very briefly 
they include the following 
points: 

1) The plan to locate a major 
segment of the parking area on 
Kimball Terrace still contains 
most of the problems which 
made the original Willoughby 
Marshall plan objectionable. 
They are: 

a) It pushes some of the 
parking and much of the traffic 
onto the residential 
neighborhood instead of onto a 
more neutra school-oriented 
area of the site. 

b) It locates this section of 
the parking far from a major 
“activity generator" of the 
school, namely the athletic 
facilities (track, football field, 
gym, swimming pool, etc.) 

2) Even if the Kimball 
Terrace parking lot would be 
acceptable, we have serious 
misgivings about the scheme to 
control access to the lot by 
making Kimball one-way south 
from Otis and one-way north 
from Elm Road. This needs far 
more thought and study before 
being implemented into any 
plan. 

3) Regarding the second 
phase of the plan, the B 
alternative, site expansion by 
the acquisition of up to four 
parcels on Elm Road, we have 
the following initial reaction: If 
the situation of some of 
members on Elm Road 
becomes impossible due to 
their very close proximity to 
the north entrance of the school 
and the many attendant 
problems, we might reluc¬ 
tantly change our original 
position of last summer against 
any further house taking and 
support the taking of these four 
parcels. However, if this would 
come about, we would insist 
that this property be very 
carefully designed with our full 
involvement and that such 
design include: a) an adequate

facet of preventive care. "If you being to 
educate people about one preventive area, 
they become more interested in others.” 

There are several follow-up procedures 
when a child is shown to have a high lead 
level. If the lead is at a certain level, the test 
is repeated every three months. If it is higher, 
more tests and x-rays are taken. 

Children with high lead levels are 
“deleaded.” This involves the injection of a 
chemical which causes lead to be excreted. 

Cohen said that this process is quite effective 
untill the lead has caused a child to be per¬ 
manently affected. 

Cohen said that he was not aware of 
anyone in Newton has been permanently 
affected. The child who showed the highest 
level two years ago, however, has moved i 
away from Newton. 

When a child shows a high lead level, his 
home is investigated for lead paint. Accor¬ 
ding to Paul Moan of the Newton Health 
Department, it is planned that inspectors will 
routinely check houses with children under 
six in the future for lead paint, and parents 
will be notified of potential danger. 

Newton-Wellesley’s comprehensive 
program will expire this year. Remaining 
screenings include one Friday at 
Meadowbrook Junior High School, where 
there is a nursery school, and screenings June 
11 at Sacred Heart School, Newton Centre, 
and at Bowen School and Mason-Rice School. 

Hie program will continue to test in the 
future in susceptible areas. Many screenings 
have been done individually at the hospital. 

(Cohen noted that there is a certain 
percentage of false positives in the testing, 
and testing is redone at the hospital.) 

The program is supervised by Cohen and 
pediatric practitioner Mrs. Irene Lamb. 
Cohen said that without the RSVP volunteers, 
the program could not run. 

People get notices about the results of the 
tests. 

Cohen said that the "whole affair has 
been a tremendously positive thing. We get a 
lot of feedback that people know about this. 

"It has raised the awareness about lead, 
and what to do about It, and what we're trying 
to do,” Cohen continued. "It's great because 
people say that the Health Department and 
Newton-Wellesley give a damn."

Miller replied, "I do not intend to reply to 
what I consider an inflammatory request,” 
but then proceeded with the answer—‘‘I 
believe it did." Miller referred to street- 
utility installation and connection; con¬ 
struction of road curbs and walks; clearing 
right of way; and installation of fire loop and 
water easement. 

Egelson asked whether the NHA had 
considered increasing the number of units to 
be built. The Ciccones had planned a 
development of 28 units on the same property. 

Miller replied that the savings would not 
be significant, since redesign and the 
escalation in construction costs would eat up 
any potential saving per unit. 

“If you instruct us to redesign, we will, 
but I don’t feel we can go back on our word to 
the neighborhood. We said we would build 
housing that would be comaptible with 
existing housing.” 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell objected to the 
architects per-unit fee, 17,600, calling it "out 
of sight,” since some of the units repeat 
within the 20-unit overall package. 

Buying and rehabilitating existing houses 
was considered unfeasible at this time, since 
the NHA would have to relocate present 
tenants, if any, and would run into 
management difficulties with housing 
scattered house by house across the city. 

Jackson noted that buying existing 
property does not add to the stock of housing 
in Newton. 

Egelson did not agree with the concept of 
20 units for low-income families only, and said 
there is "a stigma attached. Adults don't 
necessarily talk about ‘low-income,’ but 
children are cruel." 

His motion to send the appropriation 
request back to the Finance Committee 
failed. 

Other aldermen speaking on the matter 
included Michael Antonellis of Ward 5, who 
said, "I’d be insane not to vote for this, 
because something worse might come 
along," and Andrew Magni, who has been 
opposed to low-income housing on Victory 
Field, one of the sites tied in with Beaconwood 
Road. Magni said the Housing Authority had 
"turned a deaf ear" when offered an empty 
nine-family building on California Street. 

Hie Board vote was 21 in favor and 2 
opposed (Magni and Egelson). 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small was absent from the entire meeting.

The ad read: “If your name 
is Joe and you’re living in a 
field, call Freeport.” What 
Freeport is, hew it came about 
and why it places ads such as 
this one in high school 
newspapers are all explained 
in the forthcoming June issue 
of the "Newton-Wellesley 
Quarterly,” the community 
magazine published four times 
a year by Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. 

Freeport is an alternative 
home in Newton for 
adolescents 14 to 18 years old 
who have more than the usual 
share of internal and social 
troubles. The outgrowth of a 
Newton High School 
psychology class project, 
Freeport emphasizes family- 
style living and objective 
counseling by graduate 
students under the supervision 
of the Rev. Bill Deane, resident 
director. 

How young people come to 


live at Freeport, how it is 
financed, what the house rules 
are, and three representations 
of real situations are discussed 
in the article. 

Also in this month's issue of 
the Quarterly is a two-part 
series on the care of children's 
teeth. One section deals with 
teaching a child to care for his 
teeth, while the other part is 
devoted to treating the dental 
care problems of exceptional 
children. 

The article emphasizes that 
good oral hygiene habits should 
be established as early as 
possible in order to prevent 
dental problems later in life. 
The care of primary teeth is 
important, it says, because 
with proper care they can 
remain in a child's mouth until 
they fall out naturally, the last 
at nearly age 13 years. 
Primary teeth hold the space 
for permanent teeth and are 
also important, the Quarterly 


says, for chewing, proper 
development and appearance. 

Two of the special problems 
in caring for the teeth of ex¬ 
ceptional children as outlined 
by Dr. Mark M. Roseman, 
assistant professor of 
pedontics at Boston Univer¬ 
sity's School of Graduate 
Dentistry and director of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 


Pediatric Dental Service are: 
one, that many exceptional 
children react strongly when 
someone attempts to clean 

their teeth, and many parents 
give up trying. And two, that 
many of these children either 
cannot chew their food or are 
given more sweets than they 
should have.

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Historic district in Upper Falls 
tentatively selected by committee 
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Thursday. June 6. 1974

The effect on property values 
and real estate taxes may turn 
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out to be the principal concern 
of residents of Upper Falls, 
where the Newton Historic 
District Study Committee has 
proposed a historic district. 

The committee has ten¬ 
tatively selected an area 
consisting of the greater part of 
the village as a historic 
district. The boundaries 
roughly include both sides of 
Boylston Street from the river 
to Cragmore Road and High 
Street, most of the area bet¬ 
ween Boylston, Elliot, and 
High Streets and the river, with 
a strip extending down Elliot 
Street to Mechanic Street. 

Most of the 100 houses in the 
proposed historic district date 
from the first half of the 
eighteenth century. 

If approved, the Upper Falls 
historic district will be the first 
in the city. 

Sheldon Drucker, chairman 
of the Historic District Com¬ 
mittee, at a meeting with 
Upper Falls residents 
y Tuesday, explained to 
somewhat apprehensive 
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said, living in a historic district 
would mean that a homeowner 

• must apply for permission to 
alter the exterior of a house to 
| the Historic District Com- 

* mission appointed to oversee 
' the district. 

| Alteration of such features as 
t color, material, and texture of 
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the outside of a building, style 
of windows, doors, lights, and 
so on, would be subject to three 
categories of certification by 
the commission before a 
building permit could be issued 
by the city. 

The issuance of a certificate 
of appropriateness would mean 
the owner had selected ac¬ 
ceptable materials and style. A 
certificate of nonapplicability 
would indicate that the 
changes desired were not 
within control of the com¬ 
mission. A certificate of 
hardship could be given in 
cases of provable economic or 
structural hardship to the 
building. 

In no event would the interior 
of a building come under the 
provisions of the law, and the 
parts of a building that cannot 
be seen from a public way are 
also excluded. 

In answer to questions from 
the audience of about 50 people, 
Drucker said that real estate 
assessments cannot increase 
solely because a building is in a 
historic district, since 
valuation is based in part on 
the market value, which is 
unknown for houses that have 
not been sold recently. 

The resale value of a house 
would be increased, Drucker 
said, because many 
prospective homeowners are 
looking for houses in stable 
neighborhoods. 

But Joseph Cosgrove of the 
city’s Assessing Department, 
contacted Tuesday at City 
Hall, would not say that 
assessments would not in¬ 
crease as a result of the 
historic district. 

"If, because of the historic 
district, the area became 
fashionable to live in, or the 
houses were considered more 
desirable than they are now, 
then the market value of the 
house would increase and 
assessments would go up,” 
Cosgrove said. 

He added that any increase 
in market value related to the 
historic district would not be 
reflected for a few years, since 
the city's real estate current 
revaluation process will be 
completed by next summer. 

After that, Cosgrove said, the 
Assessing Department will 
maintain an ongoing process of 
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assessment, covering the 
whole city every three years. 

Business property would be 
unaffected except when 
alterations were planned on the 
structure, according to 
Drucker. The Historic District 
Commission would have 
nothing to say on the use of a 
piece of commercial property. 

The protective aspects of the 
law seemed to be of particular 
interest to the audience. 

One woman asked, “Does a 
historic district mean that the 
city can't put in low-income 
housing where we don’t want 
it?” 

Another asked, “What if you 
take care of your house? You 
can't do anything about the 
people across the street who 
don't.” 

Drucker's answers were, to 
the first question, that no 
structures may be demolished 
unless there is provable hard¬ 
ship or the structure is beyond 
repair, and to the second that 
existing zoning and health 
regulations are the only way to 
force maintenance of property. 

Another protection is the 
requirement that no additions 
to existing houses may be 
made without the 
neighborhood's being made 
aware of the plan and given the 
opportunity to speak on it at a 
public hearing. 

Residents were of two minds 
on the chance that Upper Falls 
might become something of a 
tourist attraction. One asked, 
“Will this bring a lot of out- 
siders in to stare at us?,” while 
another suggested that road 
signs be put up directing 
Bicentennial tourists to the 
community. 

Of the approximately 50 
people present at the meeting, 
about 20 were residents of the 
area proposed for the district. 
When a show of hands was 
asked for to indicate first 
impressions on the creation of 
the district, 15 of the 20 in¬ 
dicated approval. 

Before the Upper Falls 
Historic District can become 
reality there must be a formal 
public hearing, approval by the 
Board of Aldermen and the 
mayor. 

The residents and the 
committee may meet again 
informally before the full-scale 
public meeting. 

The committee meets 
regularly the first and third 
Tuesdays at City Hall.

It was usually a garden party that 
featured strawberries that were freshly 
picked and served in all sorts of delectlble 
ways. Today's hostess would be wise to revive 
this custom to the delight of her family and 
friends. 

Ibis all-American berry is hard to pass 
up when it is at its best quality, with a fresh, 
clean, glossy appearance. Strawberries 
should be a full solid red color with bright 
green caps attached. They should be free 
from moisture, dirt or decayed spots. It's 
important to make strawberries the last 
purchase so they will not be mashed In your 
shopping cart. Sort them before storing. 

Did you know that strawberries, like 
citrus fruit, are an excellent source of 
Vitamin C? One cup of fresh strawberries will 
give about the same amount of Vitamin C as a 
6-ounce glass of orange juice! Dieters can 
also enjoy this ruby berry, for one cup of fresh 
whole strawberries contains only 55 calories. 

HOW TO FREEZE STRAWBERRIES: 
Wash, cap and drain strawberries. Place 
drained berries in bowl and cover with 1 cup 
sugar for each cup of berries. Let stand until 
the sugar melts, stirring gently once or twice, 
being careful not to crush the fruit. When the 
sugar has melted, spoon the berries carefully 
into freezer containers. Do not pack down as 
this crushes the berries. The best containers 
are plain canning jars or any freezer carton. 
L*t berries thaw in the container in which 
they were frozen. 

Want to make it a memorable breakfast? 
Instead of cereal or eggs, serve a bowl of 
luscious fresh strawberries drenched in 
cream. One of the secrets of developing the 
deepest strawberry flavor is to let the berries, 


sliced and sprinkled with just a little sugar, 
stand at room temperature for awhile. 

Bound to melt every heart within eating 
distance, strawberries "take the cake” at this 
time of the year!

Measure 3 
cups of prepared berries into a large mixing 
bowl. Add sugar, mixing well, and let stand 
for 20 minutes, stirring occasionally. Dissolve 
pectin in water; bring to a boil and boil 1 
minute. Add pectin solution to berries and stir 
for 2 minutes. Pour into freezer containers or 
canning jars, leaving Mt-inch head space. 
Cover containers and let stand for 24 hours or 
until jam has set; then refrigerate or freeze. 
Makes 7 half-pint jars. Store jam in 
refrigerator up to 3 weeks or up to a year in a 
freezer. Do not store at room temperature. 


Once a container is opened, the Jam should be 
used within a few days.

Question: Do you have a simple recipe 
for Teriyaki — one that does not call for the 
most expensive cut of meat, please? — Mrs.

Answer: Marinate your slim strips of 
flank steak for 24 hours and then broil them to 
perfection. 

FLANK STEAK TERIYAKI 
lft pounds flank steak 
2 cubes beef bouillon 
1 cup hot water 

One-third cup finely chopped onion 
Vi teaspoon garlic powder 
1 teaspoon seasoned salt 


Vi cup soy sauce 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons honey 

Cut steak in 1-inch strips diagonally 
across grain of meat. In medium saucepan 
dissolve bouillon cubes in hot water; add 
onion, garlic powder, salt, soy sauce, lemon 
juice and honey. Pour over beef and marinate 
for 24 hours. Broil or grill over low coals 10 to 
15 minutes to desired degree of doneness. 
Serve with rice pilaf. Makes 4-5 servings.

Parents express enthusiasm for 
family-centered childbirth plan 
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Midway between Mother’s 
Day and Father’s Day, a 
person's thoughts are apt to 
turn to childbirth. 

For this reason the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital recently 
questioned various personnel 
and patients familiar with its 
obstetrical, nursery and labor 
and delivery room units to find 
out what is involved in 
becoming a parent. 

Respondents were en¬ 
thusiastic about the Hospital's 
family-centered childbirth 
plan, which allows a father-to- 
be to help his wife through the 
difficulties of labor and then 
witness the actual birth. 

"Something we had started, 
what seemed so long ago, out of 
our love for each other, we 
were uble to witness together 
with a lot of love in our hearts 
for each other and our new 
offspring” was the way one 
recent mother put it. 

"Right away we felt like a 
family," she continued. "We 
weren’t Just three people who 
would be sharing our lives 
together but rather a unit with 
a lot of love and sharing to be 
given by all. My husband felt 
more like 'we' had a baby and 
not just I." 

That's part of the experience 
that is commemorated twice a 


year, on Mother's Day, and 
again on Father’s Day. 

Mrs. Michael Weiseman of 
Dover, whose daughter Laura 
was born May 2, said that 
"although labor pain was 
brutal, I loved every minute." 
She also had high praise for the 
nurses on the Nursery Floor 
who "always come asking you 
if you need anything and 
always come smiling when you 
ring the buzzer." 

The new mothers in¬ 
terviewed at Newton-Wellesley 
also had kind words to say 
about the nurses in the labor 
room. As Mrs. Weiseman put 
it, "I felt they really cared and 
gave me lots of attention.” 

Not all birth experiences are 
necessarily that positive, some 
mothers concede. Mrs. Sean 
McGlame of Waban, who gave 
birth to a son at N-W-H April 
30, said “I'd definitely have 
more here." She has had 
disappointing experiences in 
the births of her two older 
children, 7-year-old Kristen 
and 8-year-old Jimmy, so this 
time the McGlames shopped 
around for a hospital "and all 
the mothers I spoke to raved 
about Newton-Wellesley," she 
said. 

"Now I see why," she en¬ 
thused. She said she was 
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heavily sedated and medicated 
for the births of her other two 
children, but when she was 
admitted to the labor room at 
Newton-Wellesley she told the 
nurses she “wanted to go 
natural." 

"The nurses gave my 
husband and me a crash course 
and my husband was there 
throughout the entire six hours. 
He was positively delighted 
with the whole thing. We could 
hardly believe it." 

For those fathers wishing to 
enjoy participating with their 
wives in childbirth, Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital recom¬ 
mends a preparatory course 
given by the Hospital. This 
includes a review of the 
anatomy and physiology of 
pregnancy, fetal development 
and birth, and infant care in 
the first year. The Hospital 
also provides facilities for 
Lamaze childbirth education 
courses and a Boston 
Association for Childbirth 
Education (BACE) course. 

The Hospital-sponsored 
course also reviews basic facts 
such as where to check in (at 
the Main Entrance between 7 
a.m. and 5 p.m., thereafter at 
the Emergency Entrance); 
special garb for the father 
(blue gown during labor, blue 
scrub suit plus cap, mask and 
shoe covers during birth); 
what to expect of fetal 
monitoring (belts will be 
placed around the mother's 
abdomen during labor to 
determine how the baby’s 
heart is reacting to labor 
contractions). 

Dr. Ronald E. Parker, 
associate of Dr. John Yeran- 
sian, chief of N-W-H’s 
Obstetrical Service, estimates 
that he and Dr. Yeransian 
together deliver a high per¬ 
centage of the newborns each 
year at Newton-Wellesley. 

"During my experience 


there has been no maternal 
complication that the Staff at . 
Newton-Wellesley cannot 
handle,” Parker said, "and in 
all the years I've practiced 
here we’ve had to refer only 
one patient, with a rare blood 
disorder, into a Boston hospital 
for special treatment con¬ 
nected with the infant in 
utero." 

The so-called neo-natal in¬ 
fant mortality rate at Newton- 
Wellesley is only 13 per 
thousand in comparison with a 
national rate of 19 per thousand 
births. This includes all neo¬ 
natal deaths after 20 weeks' 
pregnancy such as fetal deaths 
in utero and abnormal births. 

Parker said that although he 
used to deliver babies at a few 
hospitals, he has confined his 
practice now to Newton- 
Wellesley because "it supplies 
everything I need including an 
excellent staff and facilities.” 

He remains an enthusiast of 
natural childbirth which he 
says Newton-Wellesley was 
one of the first suburban 
hospitals to allow. "This was 
very revolutionary back when 
Newton-Wellesley first per¬ 
mitted it,” he remembers. 

Another plus for the 
suburban institution, ac¬ 
cording to Parker, is that every 
member of the staff is board- 
certified by the American 
Board of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology. 

But nurses, doctors, fetal 
monitoring, medical support 
staff, etc. are but the parts that 
go into creating that somewhat 
indescribable experience 
known as motherhood and 
fatherhood. 

As one father told a nurse on 
duty when his son was bom: 
"No drug could put you in the 
state of euphoria we ex¬ 
perienced." That's what was 
celebrated May 12 and will be 
observed again June 16.

Health group reports 
on job-related deaths 


The Public Health Service 
says that 100,000 workers die 
from on-the-job exposure. 
Each year. 

The deaths are caused from 
sexposure to poisonous 
chemicals, dusts, noise, heat, 
cold, radiation, and other 
conditions at work. In addition, 
the PHS estimates that 390,000 
more workers develop 
disabling occupational 
diseasees. And countless 
thousands succumb to still 
other job-related diseases that 
have not been specified by 
scientists yet. 

Among the known dangers, 
exposure to coal dust, asbestos, 
cotton fibers, as well as metals 
like beryllium and dusts like 
silica cause severe lung 
disease. And when workers in 
coal mines and asbestos in¬ 
stallation also smoke 
cigarettes, their rates of 
crippling lung disease 
skyrocket.

Although an occupational 
health law was passed in 1970, 
enforceable federal standards 
to protect workers exist for 
only 450 of the suspected 15,000 
substances which may injure a 
worker’s health. Each year 
industry introduces another 400 
new chemicals, nearly all of 
which are untested for possible 
long-term effects on workers 
who handle and inhale them. 
There is almost no testing at all 
of combinations of substances 
that may be harmless by 
themselves but become deadly 
when combined. 

In thousands of plants, 
workers do not even know what 
chemicals they work with; to 
protect trade secrets, com¬ 
panies keep records of the 
substances only by code 
numbers. And unless a federal 
safety standard exists for the 
chemical, the company is not 
required to monitor worker 
exposure to poisonous agents 
or to perform periodic medical 
examinations on those ex¬ 
posed.

Townhouses in 
Newton Corner

ought to be made to help youngsters in 
trouble. 

"There are a lot of youngsters In need of 
help. Most are innocent victims of fate, the 
dependent child, the handicapped child and 
the juvenile offender. We must give them the 
help they need and deserve." 

In that respect DeNucci has filed and 
urged passage of two proposals presently in 
the Legislative process. One bill would limit 
the number of children who may be detained 
by the Department of Youth Services in one 
detention home or facility. The second bill 
would create a second Youth Forestry Camp 
under the Department of Youth Services. The 
joint committee on Social Welfare 
unanimously voted in favor of the two bills. 

"These are the type of reforms I'm most 
interested in," DeNucci said. And I am not 
one to be in favor of reform just for the sake of 
reform. We must put our priorities in order 
for the sake of fiscal sanity." 

Later DeNucci pledged, "I will be a full¬ 
time state representative. I would make it my 
only job because in terms of both the amount 
of work which the Legislature is now han¬ 
dling, and in terms of the complexity of those 
issues, the demands are full time demands, 
and they don’t end when the session ends. 

“I'm willing to devote all of my efforts to 
the office of state representative. I will at all 
times be available to the people of my 
district, not only in regard to legislative 
issues, but also to help with any problems or 
concerns they may have entangled in the 
bureaucracy of state government." 

The son of Alexander and Katherine 
DeNucci, the candidate was bom August 30, 
1939, in Newton. Educated in the Newton 


public schools, and graduated from Newton 
High School in 1957, DeNucci also attended 
Boston University. 

He Is presently a member of the advisory 
board to the Newton Youth Commission, a 
member of the board of directors of the 
Newton Boys Club, and past president of the 
Young Americans Junior Olympic Club of 
Boston. 

DeNucci is a member of the Newton 
Democratic City Committee and was an 
elected delegate to the 1972 Democratic State 
Convention. 

He is married to the former Barbara Ann 
Cedrone of Newton, and is the father of four 
children, Deborah, 11, Diane, 10, Alexander, 
6, and Joseph, age 3.

the state Department of Community Affairs, 
the funding agency for low-income housing, 
are quite stringent as to the condition of 
housing bought by local housing authorities. 
There must be no large maintenance 
problems, for example, Quinn said. 

"It is not as simple as it would seem at the 
outset,” Quinn said, "to buy and rehabilitate 
existing housing.” 

The rule of thumb, Quinn said, is that 
acquisition of housing for rehabilitation ac¬ 
counts for one-third the total cost.

have been working In Webster 
Vale, which, along with ad¬ 
jacent conservation area, was 
purchased by the city In 1968 
and is protected by law to 
remain in its natural state. 

They have removed debris 
which was dumped when land 
on the Madoc Street side was 
Filled in for construction of a 
house on the edge of the Vale. 
Besides carting off metal drain 
pipes, buckets of concrete, 
barrels, barbecue pits and 
bottles, the students have also 
cleared trainls, They are 
constructing a map of the 
entire path system to be posted 
at the entrance to help visitors 
explore the woods and enjoy 
the tranquility of the area. 

Dolan's Pond, known as the 
“Swamp" to most Murray 
Road students, begins at the 
end of Cumberland Street In 
West Newton. 

Originally, water absorbed 
from adjacent land ran into the 
lowland pond from under the 
surface. Much of the 
surrounding land Is no longer 
porous, since the streets are 
paved and the main source of 
water for the pond consists of 
run-off from the streets. 


Oil and chlorides from salt 
which enter the pond through 
overflow drains create a 
certain pollution problem. The 
students, however, are less 
concerned with this than with 
other kinds of pollution. They 
have removed, with the help of 
the Public Works Department, 
the worst of the piles of 
dumped rubbish, boards and 
discarded machinery in order 
to restore as much as possible, 
the natural state of the area. 

There are plans to use the 
pond to study wetland fauna 
and flora. Some of the group's 
ideas for observing wildlife 
include building birdhouses 
and perhaps a blind for 
camouflaged bird-watching. 
Many varieties of birds have 
already been spotted in and 
around Dolan's Pond, among 
them mallards, catbirds, 
Baltimore orioles and rose- 
breasted grosbeaks. 

Students involved in the 
project have been assisted by 
neighbors, notably Ms. Linda 
Shapiro. They hope that the 
clean-up effort will enable 
people who live nearby to 
appreciate and enjoy Dolan's 
Pond in its natural setting.

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Is Darrel Johnson an unlucky manager?

Would you rather be lucky or good? 
Sports fans have been asking that 
question since the first horse race when 
the favorite stumbled leaving the 
starting gate. There is no doubt that 
luck plays an Important part In sports - 
not only in isolated events but througout 


the careers of some men. Some are 
lucky, others are Jinxed. 

Pete Reiser, for example, was an 
extraordinarily talented baseball 
player. He came to the major leagues 
with the same type of reputation 
carried by Mickey Mantle. Kids today 
won't believe that, but It's true. Pete 
Reiser could do anything on a baseball 
diamond. But everything he did was 
Jinxed. 

He broke bones running the bases. 
He broke bones crashing into outfield 
walls. He was beaned when batting, 
time after time. Finally he quit, his 
career ruined by his fate. He could have 
been one of the greatest ballplayers 
ever, every one said so - but he had no 
luck. No good luck that Is. What luck he 
did have was consistent even when he 
became a manager in the Dodger 
chain. 

In true Pete Reiser fashion, he then 
suffered a heart attack. He could have 
been a great star. Instead, he’s Just an 
unlucky and tired middle-aged man. 

Other men have good luck. Almost 
all great coaches and managers have 
had good luck. Some like Casey Stengel 
or Vince Lombardi have to live in ob¬ 
scurity working year afteryearuntil 
they're lucky enough to get one vital 
opportunity. Stengel is thought of as a 
great manager - which he was. But If he 
hadn't been lucky enough to become 
manager of the Yankees, he would have 
eneded up as Just another frequently 
fired leader, an answer to a Sports 
Trivia Quiz. 

Vince Lombardi, like Stengel, was 
a comparatively late success. He 
worked as an assistant coach for many 
years. Years of long hours and little 
money. But he was lucky enough to be 
chosen to coach a team that had Bart 


Starr, Paul Homing, Jerry Kramer and 
Max McGee. 

Art Rooney, owner of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers, is an interesting 
example of a basically lucky man, 
who was Jinxed in football. Rooney has 
won fortunes betting on horses and 
betting on the commodities market. A 
very religious man, whose brother was 
a priest in Boston for many years, 
Rooney was once lucky enough to hear 
of a message for assistance from a 
missionary in China. A wireless report 
from a priest told of a great flood which 
had ruined many of the Chinese far¬ 
mers' crops. 

Art Rooney is a very charitable 
man and presumably he answered the 
call for help, but First he used the in¬ 
formation and Invested heavily in the 
commodities market and made a 
killing. But as lucky as Rooney was In 
business, he was as unlucky in picking 
coaches for his football team. One 
coach, Jock Sutherland, couldn’t get 
along with Bullet Bill Dudley. So 
Dudley, who was such a great running 
back that he could have brought a 
championship to the Steelers, was 
traded. Soon after the trade, Jack 
Sutherland died of a brain tumor. 
Dudley went on to a great career with 
others. 

Another of Rooney’s coaches, Walt 
Kiesling fancied himself a great judge 
of young talent. He was so good in fact, 
he didn’t want to listen to the opinion of 
the players on the team, or the coaches, 
or the owner. He had his perogatives 
and cut his young quarterback Johnny 
Unitas. Poor Art Rooney. Lucky in love, 
lucky in business, but no Johnny Unitas 
and no champion. 0 : lips. 

Red Auerbach is probably the 
greatest coach in the history of sports. 


He is also very lucky. Unaccustomed to 
interrupting people when they are 
calling hima genius, he is the same man 
who passed up Bob Cousy the first time 
Cousy was available. It's also true, 
although few people remember it, that 
the team with the first crack at Bin 
Russell in the basketbaU draft was 
Rochester. ' But they had no 
money to pay him. That meant Auer¬ 
bach could make the trade with the St 
Louis Hawks for RusseU’s draft rights. 
Naturally, with Cousy and Russell, 
Auerbach became recognized as a 
great coach-which he was-and lucky- 
which he also was. 

Continuing on the local scene, Chuck 
Fairbanks of the Patriots, although not 
in Auerbach’s league, as a coach or 
general manager seems almost as 
lucky. Fairbanks jumped Into a nice fat 
Patriots contract right before the un¬ 
covering of a University of Oklahoma 
football recruiting scandal that might 
have cost him his Job in Boomer Sooner 
country. 

So it definitely pays to be lucky. 
Red Sox fans realize this, of course, and 
try to gauge the future success of the 
team by asking themselves. "Is Darrel 
Johnson lucky or unlucky?" Some 
answer that Johnson is unlucky 
because (1) some of his key ballplayers 
are injured, (2) the Red Sox have lost a 
lot of close ballgames and (3) he was 
mugged at the ballpark. 

On the other hand, I think Johnson 
is lucky because (1) none of the injuries 
to his key ballplayers are serious, (2) 
his losing streak came when most fans 
were concentrating on the Bruins and 
Celtics playoff games and (3; the 
mugger couldn't hit any better than the 
Sox.

ONIONS FOR HEALTH- 
Onion sets and onion plants are 
high priced this year. If you 
can’t get the sets or plants, 
start plants from seeds, which 
are available and which can 
produce edible plants by fall or 
late summer. As, you eat the 
young plants, you 
automatically thin them out so 
that the remaining ones can 
grow larger and produce bulbs. 
If you want green onions, make 
monthly sowings from spring 
until late summer. We like to 
leave some plants in the 
ground over the winter. These 
send up succulent leaves in 
early spring and are delicious, 
at a time when we're 
hankering for a touch of fresh 
vegetables. Most people don't 
know that onions are hardy and 
will live over winter. 

Onions have many relatives 
such as I^eeks, sturdy biennial 
with flat foliage. These come 
up year after year once you get 
them started. Chives are hardy 
perennials producing many 
upright, hollow stems about a 
foot tall. These can be grown in 
a pot next to your kitchen. 
Shallots are a mild flavorful 
member of the onion family. 

Everyone should grow 
Multiplier Onions (Allium cepa 
multiplicans) as they come up 
year after year. Don't forget 
garlic. Cloves can be divided 
arid planted. 

POTTED TOMATOES—If 
you grow or buy plants in peat 
pots, here's a hint for better 
growth. Peat pots, made from 
compressed peat, are popular 
for starting and growing 


plants, and the usual recom¬ 
mendation is to plant pot and 
all. However, when you buy the 
potted plants or grow them in 
peat, pressed paper, or manure 
pots, it's a good Idea to gently 
tear off the bottom of the pot 
and release the roots. 

Some growers take their 
thumb nails and break the side 
walls, so that the roots and soil 
are exposed. Why? Although 
the roots will penetrate 
through the peat or paper 
walls, they may not always do 
that. During a dry period the 
peat walls are hard and tough, 
keeping the roots potbound and 
hindering good development. 

We’ve seen some potted 
plants make little or no growth 
in dry seasons because the 
organic walls formed a barrier 
and kept soil moisture from 
reaching the roots. 

To ensure a healthy plant, 
gently remove the bottom or 
sides of the peat pot before 
planting. Immediately after 
transplanting, give the plants a 
thorough watering. If you use 
Jiffy pellets, take a sharp razor 
blade and slit the sides of the 
netting, before planting in the 
ground. 

GREEN THUMB CUNIC- 
A reader writes: "We hear that 
charcoal is good for house 
plants. Would it be safe to 
crush up some briquettes and 
use them in a potting mix¬ 
ture?” 

Ans—No. Charcoal 
briquettes are held together 
with coal tar derivatives, and 
these can be harmful to the 
plants. Use regualr charcoal. 


Good time now to 
plant fruit trees 


This is a good time to put in 
fruit trees, and with prices 
where they are there is special 
appeal to the idea of having 
fresh fruits for the family right 
in your own backyard. . . 
delicious foods you’ll never 
have to buy again. 

The American Assn, of 
Nurserymen, the national 
organization of authorities in 
such matters, has a few simple 
. instructions that can con¬ 
tribute to the success of your 
fruit tree addition. The two 
major factors to consider in 
planting your fruit trees, they 
say, are good drainage and 
plenty of sun. Pick a spot 
where water will not remain 
standing and where the tree is 
in sunlight as much as possible 
during the day. 

Select your own favorite fruit 
varieties suitable for this are 
from nursery-grown stock 
available from any reputable 
nursery garden center or 
mailorder house. Planting and 
care instructions will be 
readily available from the firm 


supplying the trees, but to give 
the new gardener an idea of the 
simplicity of the project he is 
undertaking the American 
Association of Nurserymen 
offers these brief hints. 

First, prepare a hole large 
enough so the bare roots of the 
fruit tree fit in their natural 
shape. If the tree roots are 
balled in burlap the hole should 
be about twice the size of the 
ball. The soil you put back in 
the hole should fit snugly 
around the roots to avoid air 
spaces. When planting is 
completed, the new tree should 
be at about the same depth as it 
was in the nursery. Finally, 
protect the young tree's trunk 
with a wrapping of burlap or 
cloth or tree paper for its first 
season or two. 

It sounds fairly simple the 
way the nursery people 
describe it, doesn't it? And it is. 
This is the right time to begin 
to enjoy nature’s gift of fresh 
foods you’ll never have to buy 
again. 


Nature's Ways

While there is no intent of 
having you tiptoe through the 
garden as though you were 
surrounded by panthers, the 
Arnold Arboretum has 
produced an authoritative 
booklet on common poisonous 
plants that anyone with small 
children should read. 

For instance, daffodils look 
good enough to eat. But any 
child who eats any part of a 
daffodil may become subject to 
"vomiting, diarrhea, trem¬ 
bling, convulsions," according 
to "Poisonous Plants” which 
the arboretum published in 
May. 

Unlike too many poisonous 
plant guides, the arboretum 
volume clings closely to 
common plants and thus has a 
value that exceeds the more 
exotic productions. In addition, 
it tr ies to give an evaluation of 
the degree of poisoning one is 
likely to suffer. Namely, 
whether it is serious enough to 
be possibly fatal, or just the 
producer of a violent ab¬ 
dominal upset. In addition, it 
lists the seven poison control 
centers in Massachusetts 
which are open 24 hours daily 
, and to which a poison victim 
might be rushed. Those who 
live in other states will find the 
volume just as valuable - if 
they will take the time to 
rummage through telephone 
books and write in the back of 
the book the address and 
telephone number of the 
pearest poison control center. 

’ Some poisonous plants are 
surprising. Unripe potatoes 
which have turned green, or 
the sprouts of potatoes, when 
eaten cause "headache, colic, 


vomiting, diarrhea; pupils of 
eyes may or may not be 
dilated; mental confusion, 
stupification, coma." 

Another edible plant with 
parts which are dangerous is 
rhubarb. The green expanded 
leaf of rhubarb contains 
calcium oxalate. The chemical 
can cause: "Stomach pain, 
vomiting, weakness, coma and 
death result from large 
amounts. Muscular weakness 
and twitching, slowed 
respiration, weak pulse, coma, 
and death occur from small 
amounts." 

Other plants which contain 
calcium oxalate and may 
cause death include: Jack-in- 
the-pulplt; caladium; dumb 
cane and philodendron, the last 
two being house plants. 
Fatalities involving calcium 
oxalate usually are from a 
swelling of tissues in the 
windpipe which causes suf¬ 
focation. 

The misnaming of plants is 
illustrated in comparing the 
effects of water hemlock and 
poison hemlock. Both are 
common weeds, rather than 
trees, and have flowers that 
look like Queen Anne's lace or 
elderberry. Poison hemlock 
causes "muscular weakness, 
dizziness, disordered vision, 
loss of muscular control." But, 
the safer-sounding water 
hemlock causes "excessive 
salivation, then tremors of the 
limbs and sudden and violent 
convulsions. Unconsciousness 
and death follow." 

The leaves or berries of 
English ivy when eaten cause 
"excitement,, labored 
breathing, diarrhea, anc 
coma." The leaves and berries 
of holly do almost as well but 
wind up in "stupor" rather

Gas conservation measures 
are still important 


By AUTOMATIVE 
INFORMATION COUNCIL 
The lifting of the recent oil 
embargo, more gasoline 
stations pumping fuel longer 
hours, Sunday gasoline sales 
and the disappearance of long 
gas lines have given many 
motorists the feeling that the 
gas shortage is behind us, and 
thi days of unlimited carefree 


driving are just around the 
corner. 

Unfortunately, such is not 
the case. 

Oil experts indicate that the 
U.S. still faces major long¬ 
term energy problems. Our 
country is still dependent on oil 
imports • both crude and 
refined - to meet our demands. 

The current situation 


regarding the availability of oil 
is unstable because the oil 
producing countries have lifted 
the embargo on what they call 
a trial or temporary basis, and 
a firm price structure for oil 
has not been formulated. 

While many motorists have 
faced hardships the past few 
months, excellent cooperation, 
generally, by motorists 


practicing fuel conserving 
measures helped prevent the 
fuel shortage from becoming 
critical nationwide. Car pools, 
gas-saving driving habits and 
regular maintenance to keep 
cars performing at peak ef¬ 
ficiency all helped to reduce 
the consumption of fuel by 
about 15 per cent from an¬ 
ticipated levels, according to 
industry sources. The fuel 
shortage, by the way, made 
many motorists realize how 
dependent they really are on 
the automobile for essential 
needs. 

Aa we approach the 
traditionally heavy driving 
season, the time of vaction 
trips, graduations, weddings, 


etc., plus other energy- 
consuming leisure time ac¬ 
tivities such as boating, fuel 
supplies are expected to be 
about the same as long sum¬ 
mer. But in the meantime we 
have added about four million 
cars on our nation's highways. 

Based on the best available 
facts, there are about 10,000 
more licensed drivers in the 
U.S. every day and about 8,000 
more cars in use per day, 
therefore, consumption 
requirements continue to in¬ 
crease. 

In order to have fuel for the 
things you want to do this 
summer, fuel conservation 
measures that you followed 
during the fuel crisis are still 
necessary.

Hollywood

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Dan 
Dailey, the old song and dance 
man of MGM’s back lot and 
current star of television’s 
"Faraday and Company," has 
simplified his life by ridding 
himself of most of his 
possessions. 

• Dailey once lived on a 20- 
acre spread in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley where he kept a 
stable full of horses and a flock 
of foxhounds. His home was a 
showcase of opulence. 

Today he Lives at Malibu 
which he Jokingly calls the skid 
row of the beach. 

The place is tiny and hangs 
out over the water on stilts. 
When the Pacific is stormy, 
ocean spray rattles the win¬ 
dows. In good weather one 
looks out those same windows 
as if through the wheel house of 
an ocean-going liner. 
Remembers the Past 
The long divorced, Dailey 
fends for himself, doing the 
cooking, housecleaning and 
other chores in the single 
bedroom house. 

Evidence of his past cling to 
the walls in the form of hunting 
horns, horse show trophies, old 
hunting prints and ribbons and 
the like. 

The actor is still fond of 
horses and fox hunting. But for 
the past five years he has 
traveled so much in road 
company productions there 
was no point in maintaining a 
ranch and large home. 

“When I was on the road I 
had to keep a lot of people in 
help," he says. "It finally 
dawned on me the help was 
enjoying the pool and the 
horses and I was doing all the 
work." 

He still owns 10 acres of the 
ranch, but rarely visits there. 
Special Pork Chops 
It takes Dan 40 minutes to 
drive to Universal Studios 
where his series is filmed, but 
the drive is well worth it. He 
commutes in a medium priced 

~ station wagon which he keeps 
to haul groceries and for skiing 
trips to the mountains in 
winter. 

Dailey is more ambitious in 
the kitchen than most single 
men who settle for steak and a 
salad. He fixes veal picata, 
linguini and other Italian 
specialties. 

He boasts that he is an in¬ 
ventive chef. Among his dinner 
guests the favorite is a horrible 
sounding concoction he calls 
Pork Chops Malibu. 

He takes pork chops, covers 
them with peanut butter and 
puts them in a cake pan on top 
of strips of bacon. He cooks 
them 20 minutes, pours off the 
fat, then cooks them another 20 
minutes with a canned cheese 
soup poured over the top. 

1 Believe it or not, his friends 
clamor for second helpings. 
Likes Girl Watching 
Dan’s stepdaughter, Donna, 
lives in a small garage apart¬ 
ment on the beach property 
and frequently acts as hostess 
for Dailey. His son, Dan III, is 
a student at the University of 
Southern California. 

Because the NBC series is 
made in 11 days per show, and 
only four were produced this 
season, Dailey has a great deal 
of time to himself. Most of it is 
spent reading and girl watch¬ 
ing. There is a pair of powerful 
binoculars for viewing the girls 
on the beach and, to a lesser 
textent, ships passing on the 
horizon.. 

Dan doesn't date much. He 
prefers to have a few couples in 
for dinner while he does the 
.cooking. Most of them are 
people he has known in and out 
of show business over the past 
30 years. 

At one time he owned 60 
foxhounds. Now he has no pets 
because he is never sure when 
he might be called out of town 
without warning to work in a 
stage production. 

Dan swims in the ocean 
almost every day when the sun 
is shining. He also surf fishes 
right in front—or underneath— 
his house, catching perch, 
calico bass and bonlta. Fish is 
a favorite entree in his house. 

In open shirt, denim and bare 
feet, Dan Dailey might be 
mistaken for a beachcomber 
by the unsuspecting. He 
wouldn't have it any other way.

A. Program Summary 

The proposed FY75 - FY80 Capital Improvement Program 
represents proposed expenditures totaling $16,189,000. Of this 
total, reimbursement of $4,186,500, or 26 percent from state and 
federal sources may be anticipated. Projects scheduled for the 
first program year, FY75 (July 1, 1974 to June 30, 1975), total 
$5,980,100, approximately 37 percent of the program total (ex¬ 
clusive of deferred projects). 

The FY75 - FY80 Capital Improvement Program represents a 
significant departure from previous Capital Improvement 
Programs in that it reflects the initiation by the City of a con¬ 
servation land acquisition program. This program, which reflects 
the recommendations of the Planning Department's 1969 
Recreation-Open Space Plan, will expand significantly the lands 
held in public ownership for conservation purposes. 

1. Schools 

Four projects are scheduled for FY75: additions to the Un¬ 
derwood Elementary School and to South High School 
(Automotive Center), completion of the North High School 
parking area, and athletic fields and renovation of the old F.A. 
Day Junior High School as a permanent headquarters for school 
administrative functions. With the exception of the F.A. Day 
renovation, it is anticipated that approximately 65 percent of the 
total cost of these projects, including principal and interest on 
funded debt, will be refunded to the City through the School 
Building Assistance Bureau (reimbursements are scheduled over 
the life of bond issues.) 

2. Library 

The construction of a new main library has been reflected in 
previous Capital Improvement Programs as a future project. 
Recent discussion of the project has raised question regarding the 
future direction of library facility development within the City. 
The current Capital Improvement Program contains a recom¬ 
mendation that this question be resolved with the benefit of a 
formal study of alternative library facility systems. 

3. Public Works 

_ Public Works projects represent a total expenditure of 
$8,934,000, approximately 55 percent of total expenditures 
programmed. Public Works projects continue to include requests 
for traffic signals, street betterments and reconstruction, and 
improvements to sewer and water service systems. Also included 
in the FY75 - FY80 Program are: improvements to the City's solid 
waste disposal system, improvements of Public Works main¬ 
tenance facilities, and new printing equipment for use by the 
Engineering Department. Substantial portions of these ex¬ 
penditures will be either self-financing (water improvements) or 
reimbursable to various extents (street betterments and 
reconstruction). 

4. Recreation 

Improvements to a wide range of recreation facilities, including 
parks, playgrounds, playfields and the Crystal Lake swimming 
area, are proposed. Included as a FY75 project is the acquisition 
of additional land at Allison Park, and programmed over the 
FY76 - FY80 period are major improvements to Crystal Lake, 
Cold Spring Park, the City Infirmary on Winchester Street, and 
Hunnewell Playground in Newton Comer. 

5. Conservation 

The Conservation Commission's Land Acquisition Program 
represents a substantial addition to the City's Capital Im¬ 
provement Program. Proposed is the acquisition of thirteen 
parcels, encompassing approximately 105 acres, at a total cost of 
$1,400,000. These acquisitions are programmed over a four-year 
period (through FY78) and substantial reimbursements from 
state and federal programs (50 to 75 percent of acquisition cost) is 
anticipated.

Registration under way for creative arts centers 


Registration is now under 
way for the 1974 summer 
Newton creative arts centers. 

Again there will be three 
centers in three school 
locations. Newton South High 
will house the secondary center 
(grades 7 -12) while Mason- 
Rice and Peirce Elementary 
Schools will each house an 
elementary center (grade 1 - 
6 ). 

The centers will run from 
July 1 through August 2 and 
will open daily at 9 a.m.; the 
elementary centers will close 
at noon, the secondary centers 
at 12:30 p.m. 

The Newt'll creative arts 
centers attempt to serve young 
people who have a strong in¬ 
terest in the arts. At each 
center a child may work at his 
own pace, with others on a 


group project or on his own 
program. Instructors are 
chosen for their rapport with 
young people as well as their 
skill as teachers and prac¬ 
titioners of the arts. 

A portion of the curriculum 
changes each year as the 
centers respond to shifting 
interests of children or as a 
teacher with something 
"special" to offer is 
discovered. This year will see 
new programs in photography 
and television. There will be a 
dance specialist at each center, 
and the class in film animation 
will work with Super-8 sound. 

The elementary centers will 
have two non-graded groups 
(first-second, and third-fourth) 
which will operate as an open 
classroom for all of the arts. 


The first and second grade 
group at Mason-Rice will be 
based upon a new related arts 
program developed by a 
committee of Newton arts 
teachers. Fifth and sixth 
graders in each center will 
chose from an array of arts 
specialists. 

Students will be accepted at 
the centers on a first come, 
first served basis. Tuition and 
fees for the total program is $60 
with an additional lab fee of $10 
for those students accepted in 
the film animation class. 

Senior high students may, if 
they wish, work for credit in 
photography, ceramics, 
general art studio, and film 
animation. 

There will be a total staff of 
25 teachers, assistants for the 


elementary teachers, as well 
as 14 student teachers and 
community volunteers. The 
faculty at each center is as 
follows:

More money sought for 
learning disability staff

Newton teachers filled the auditorium 
at Day Junior High School this week to 
show support for 48 learning disability 
teachers who are having a contract 
dispute with the School Committee. 

The contract was not a School Com¬ 
mittee agenda item at the open part of its 
Monday night meeting, but some 300 
teachers waited patiently to hear 
discussion of the issue during an audience 
participation period at the end of the 
meeting. - 

According to the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association, the learning 
disability teachers have been offered a 5.5 
per cent cost of living increase. 

David Geikie, president of Newton 
Teachers Association, told the School 
Committee that learning disability 
teachers are “grossly underpaid." He 
noted that their starting salary is $5.25 an 
hour and their final salary is $8.08 an hour.

Geikie claimed that the starting salary in 
Cambridge is $10 an hour. 

Geikie asked that learning disability 
teachers be given both a salary correction 
and a cost of living increase. He said that 
the Newton Teachers Association will not 
object if the learning disability teachers 
get more than a 5.5 per cent cost of living 
increase, which is what the rest of the staff 
is scheduled to receive next year. 

The Newton Teachers Association is 
bargaining for the learning disability 
teachers for the first time this year. 

Earlier in the meeting, School Com¬ 
mittee Chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum 
pointed out that the budget line item for 
learning disabilities has grown from 
$35,000 to $250,000 in the last four years. 

Dr. Joseph C. Clancy, a school 
psychologist, said that the proposed 
budget for learning disabilities next year 
is inadequate in view of Chapter 766. "It 
will not meet the need,” Clancy said.

The aldermanic Land Use Committee 
this week made its way through a schedule 
of 10 public hearings. 

Dominating the action were plans to 
rezone land in Ward 5, put a nursery school 
at 44 Davis Ave. in West Newton, and build 
10 townhouses on Florence Street in Ward 
7. 

Aldermen also heard, without op¬ 
position, about the planned move of the 
Multi-Service Center from Newtonville to 
866 Beacon St. in Newton Centre; and saw 
representatives of Freeport Inc. reappear 
for the yearly renewal of its permit. 

Meeting in committee after the 
hearings, Land Use members also voted 5- 
2 in favor of recommending a proposal for 
parking lot expansion made by Cramer 
Electronics. 

The 
subjects of the hearings were not 
discussed. 

Cramer, on Wells Avenue in Newton at 
128 Industrial Park, would like to use some 
of the “peripheral" floodplain and would 
take part of a knoll on its propert to expand 
parking. The firm has already gone to the 
Conservation Commission to talk over 
infringing on the floodplain. - 

Aid. Terry Morris and Susan Schur 
have asked that land on Sweet Street 
berezoned from its current manufacturing 
zoning to private residence zoning. 

"We have a unique opportunity to 
rectify inappropriate zoning,” Schur said. 
“More manufacturing would only add to 
the congestion and noise already suffered 
by residents." 

Morris quoted figures to support his 
claim that the city could generate more 
tax revenue by building homes on the land 
than it could by building businesses. 

He said he was addressing himself to 
the argument that is often made in support 
of manufacturing districts that businesses 
do produce more tax revenue. 

A spokesman for WHDH, the radio 
station that owns a piece of the land in 
question, rose to ask the committee to hold 


School Committee passed the learning 
disabilities budget as submitted by 
program co-ordinator Dr. Jesse Grimes.

Open space 
concern grows 


Newton residents and city officials are 
becoming more and more concerned about 
loss of open space and failure to acquire 
what is left 

Another expert opinion has been added 
to the growing body of thought that, in the 
long run, Prompt purchase of remaining 
open space by city is the wise course. 

Most recently, city acquisition of 
Newton’s four private golf courses has 
been recomminded to save both open 
space and money. 

Robert Brandwein, vice-president of 
Harbridge House, economic consultants, 
made the recommendation Tuesday night 
at a meeting of the Open Space Committee 
of the Newton Conservatiors, Inc., and 
followed up his report with distribution of a 
60 - page documentationof his conclusions. 

The four golf courses comprise 625 
acres, more than 5 per cent of Newton’s 
total area, and ar all presently zoned for 
single-family residence. 

In an effort to save open space, any 
communities have created zoning for 
planned unit development (PUD), and that 
is probably the way Newton’s large tracts 
of land would go, Brandwein said, but 
results have been generally un¬ 
satisfactory. 

Typically Bradwein said, 25 per cent of 
land given over to PUD is retained as open 
space, with most developments having 700 
to 1,000 dwelling units on a minimum of 100 
acres. 

Professional planners were most 
favorable toward PUD, followed by 
elected officials. According to Brandwein, 
"On paper, it sounds great; in practice, 
very few communities like it." 

The problem lies partly in the inex¬ 
perience of most public officials with the 


concept of PUD and the subsequent chance 
that experienced developers could take 
advantage of the community. The "ar¬ 
bitrary power" that local officials would 
have over the zoning and density bonuses 
inherent in PUD could hinder the PUD 
proposal, Brandwein said. 

An amendment to Newton zoning or¬ 
dinances to allow PUD has been before the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee ffor 
more than a year. 

Fewer schoolchildren, better site 
development, and a commitment from the 
builder, because the development usually 
requires several years, are among the 
advantages of PUD cited by Brandwein. 

If the golf course's 625 acres wer e all 
developed by PUD, Brandwein estimated, 
the result would be 1,474 new units oc¬ 
cupied by 4,717 residents. 

The revenue available to the city in real 
estate and automobile excise taxes has 
been calculated by Brandwein at $4.8 
million for such development. He based his 
figure on $24,000-27,000 cost for a two- 
bedroom garden apartment or townhouse 
up to $60,000 for a sigle-family detached 
house. 

But the total cost to the city for 
municipal and schoool services would be 
$4.4 million, Brandwein said, leaving 
$448,518 as an apparent surplus, or about 
$1.20 on the tax rate. 

The $448,518 does not, however, include 
what Brandwein called "environmental 
costs." These he outlined as the cost of 
pollution, the decrease in property values 
resulting from loss of* open space, the 
hidden costs of additional landfill 
requirement, water pollution, etc. 

No price tags were put on these en¬ 
vironmental costs. 


In the comparison of costs of acquisition 
versus development of the golf courses, no 
mention is made of the cost of maintaining 
625 acres of land. 

Having established that the cost to the 
city would just about offset the revenue 
gained by the city in allowing development 
of the golf courses, Brandwein went on the 
to cost of acquisition of the land. 

Using a per-acre value of $20,000, 
Brandwein says the total cost over a 20- 
year period, including interest and 50 per 
cent federal funding, would be $9.7 million. 

With an additional 25 per cent reim¬ 
bursement from the state funding 
programs apply only to land acquired for 
recreation purposes. If some of the land 
were devoted to low-income housing, an 
alternative mentiond but not advocated in

North High parking plan revised 


Since last Friday, when members of 
the Newton North High School 
Neighborhood Association were told that 
the location of the parking lot had been set, 
Planning Directoor Charles Thomas has 
come up with a slightly revised plan. 

The revised plan will be submitted to 
the School Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen for their approval, Thomas 
said, and will probably have a public 
hearing. 

The new plan provides the minimum 
300 spaces required by the School 
Department and the School Committee, 
but does not meet the objection of the 
neighborhood association as to access and 
egress. 

Basically the same plan was presented 
to the neighborhood association at the 
hastily called Friday meeting, but only 235 
parking spaces were provided. 

The neighborhood association coun¬ 
tered with its so-called Sahagian plan, 
which it first submitted to the Planning 
Department last December. 

The differences between the two plans 


are in the location of the parking. The city 
has located the parking directly behind the 
student mall, which is behind the northern 
end of the high school. Elm Road would 
end at Kimball Terrace, and the present 
temporary lot at Kimball Terrace and Elm 
Road woould be incorporated into the 
permanent lot. A new road would be put in 
from the northerly end of the parking lot to 
Walnut Street. 

The Sahagian plan calls for a parking 
area extending easterly from the student 
mall toward Walnut Street, with access 
and egress on Walnut Street. 

Harold Scheibert, president of the 
association, said Tuesday that even with 
the additional parking spaces, the plan 
does not meet the approval of the 
neighborhood association. 

Scheibert has felt, and still feels, that 
the city plan, which has the only access 
and egress on Elm Road, does not take the 
wishes of the immediate neighbors into 
account. 

Residents of Blithedale Road, Kimball 
Terrace, and Elm Road do not want the 


traffic generated by the school passing by 
their homes, and they have said that the 
Walnut Street access would be the 
"natural approach,” since Walnut Street 
is slated for widening at the point they 
suggest for the parking lot road. 

The plan for locating the parking 
immediately behind the student mall was 
called several times by Chief 
Administrative Officer James Salter a 
"policy decision", apparently meaning 
that the decision has been made 
irrevocably to proceed with that location. 

Thomas said the parking lot could be 
in use by next October. 

Superintendent of schools Aaron Fink 
at the Friday meeting reiterated the 
position of the school that a minimum of 
300 spaces is necessary, while the plan 
presented at tat meetng provided forr only 
235 spaces. 

Fink, confirmed by Richard Mechem, 
NNHS principal, said that if the 300 spaces 
were impossible to attain while taking 
PARKING-See Page 11 


'Father Charlie' cares

School guidance counselor, chairman 
of the Youth Commission, member of the 
mayor's committe on health, surrogate 
father to hundred of Newton kids, Roman 
Catholic priest — these are not necessarily 
different people.

Rev. Charles G. Coule, S.J., is all of 
these and more, but he is probably best 
known by the young people, many of whom 
call him "Father Charlie." 

Born in New Orleans, Father Coyle 
had a background of schooling and then 
teaching in the Deep South between en¬ 
tering the Society of Jesus in 1952 and 
being ordained a priest in 1965. Then while 
itudying for a doctorate in counseling 
osychology at Boston College in 1969, he 
first applied for a part-dime job at Newton 
South High School. 

"By that time I was 37 years old,” 
Father Coyle said, "and I was getting a 
little bored with college." 

Father Coyle’s long experience in 
teaching, and several intervening 
positions as therapist, had led him into 
guidance counseling, where he thought he 
could offer something extra to young 
people. 

He decided after his first semester at 
Boston College not to continue his work 
there and asked permission from the 
Jesuit Father Provincial in charge of this 
region to work full time in the schools. 

"The Jesuits have always been kind 
and understanding," Father Coyle said. 
"All they require is that I check in once a 
year on what I’m doing." 

Five years later, Father Coyle is still a 
guidance counselor, but some time ago 
began to feel that wasn’t enough. So he 
accepted the mayor's appointment as 
chairman of the Youth Commission, at a 
point at which the Youth Conunission was 


foundering in a sea of well-meaning but 
unproductive meetings. 

But politics is not a temptation. "I’m 
not interested, he said, because I'd rather 
be my own man, not responsible to 
anybody but God.” 

Involvement with kids on drugs at 
Newton South High School then drew him 
to the Advisory Committee on Health when 
the city and all its agencies were trying to 
cope with the drug problem. He still serves 
on that committee. 

His being a priest is the reason forr all 
his other work, but he still fulfills his 
priestly duties in many ways — being the 
nuns’ chaplain at Newton College, being on 
call for emergencies at Newton - Wellesley 
Hospital, by serving mass at his home for 
anybody that happens to be there. 

His participation in school, city and 
church has one goal, Father Coyle says — 
"to reflect God's presence in the world, to 
bring more truth, honesty, beauty into the 
world, to help in people's development of 
themselves." 

As a guidance counselor, he looks at 
himself as a reconciler of the discipline of 
education with the needs of the adolescent. 

As a substitute father whose house is 
always open to kids — troubled or just 
looking for some one to talk to - he is also 
the reconciler between youth and family. 

In both spheres he emphasizes the 
importance of values. "Kids learn values 
by imitation and identification. Some of 
my colleagues say I shouldn’t moralize 
when a kid asks me to help him, but I say,

Banking reform attained 
by Fishman legislation 


State Senator Irving 
Fishman's package of 1974 
banking reform legislation is 
advancing into law. Nine of his 
bills have already passed the 
Senate and House and been 
signed into law by the gover¬ 
nor. They provide for such 
reforms as mandatory notice 
of maturity for term deposit 
accounts, improved loan ap¬ 
praisal regulations, and annual 
publication of bank balance 
sheets. 

"Banking rito.m legislation 
must not be overlooked simply 
because it's complex," Sen. 
Fishman said, ^he industry 
needs consumoR watchdogs. 
Banking reforms should be 


high on the agenda of any 
broad-based consumer 
protection program." 

Other Fishman 1974 banking 
reform legislation advancing 
in the Senate and House relates 
to his activities as chairman of 
the Special Commission to 
Investigate the Failure of the 
Surety Bank and Trust Com¬ 
pany of Wakefield. After 
conducting a year-and-a-half of 
research and hearings into the 
issues of white-collar bank 
crimes and bank failures, 
Fishman proposed a series of 
substantive changes in the 
Commonwealth's banking 
policies. 

He is sponsoring bills to 
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regulate borrowing by officers, 
directors, trustees or majority 
shareholders of savings banks, 
cooperative banks, trust 
companies and credit unions. 

"The major problem 
discovered in the Surety 
failure, the Brighton Five Cent 
Savings Bank difficulty and 
other bank defalcations is 
fraud on the part of bank of¬ 
ficers, directors or trustees,” 
Fishman said. "The fraud 
usually involves collusion and 
results in loans to people 
connected to the bank in some 
capacity. These loans become 
uncollectable and the bank has 
either serious losses or 
collapses altogether." 

Fishman’s corrective 
legislation which passed the 
Senate and is now in third 
reading in the House requires a 
reporting system designed to 
have the Banking Com¬ 
missioner closely monitor all 
loans to bank officers or any 
business entity they own or 
control. 


Furthermore, the proposed 
law would prohibit the ex¬ 
tension of any preferential rate 
of interest or other preferential 
treatment to any such officer 
or director. It also would 
tighten current regulations by 
closing the loophole of loans to 
organizations controlled by 
bank officers and directors. 

"Institutions like banks are 
established to serve the needs 
of the public, not the other way 
around," Fishman explained. 
"It's the consumer who needs 
the protecting, not the banks." 

If Fishman's Surety package 
is adopted it will be easier to 
investigate bank loans to 
directors and other officers, 
and to appraise the value of the 
land they mortgage. It will also 
give the Commissioner of 
Banks the power to directly 
remove an officer, director or 
trustee of a banking institution, 
something which all federal 
agencies are empowered to do 
now.

Backman bill ups 
AFDC benefits 


The Massachusetts State 
Senate has given final approval 
to legislation filed by Sen. Jack 
H. Backman (D-Brookline), 
which will provide a yearly 
cost-of-living increase for 
recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, 
general relief, and veterans 
benefits. It now goes to the 
House of Representatives for 
action. 

The legislation utilizes the 
rise in the Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) for the previous 
year and provides a per¬ 
centage increase in benefits 
based on a percentage increase 
of the CPI. 

Backman noted that there 
have been only two cost-of- 
living increases for AFDC 
recipients since 1970, while the 
actual cost of living for that 
period has risen over 20 per 
cent. 

"I believe the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
has a moral commitment to 
provide our needy poor with an 


income commensurate with 
the skyrocketing cost of living. 
The framework of this 
legislation is such that it does 
not make the recipient rich, but 
allows them to live with a 
modicum of decency," said 
Sen. Backman. 

According to official figures, 
a family of four in 
Massachusetts who is eligible 
for AFDC benefits receives 
about 14,300 per year, On the 
other hand, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor, Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, has declared 
that a family of four requires a 
minimum of $8,100 per year. 

“It is my goal to create an 
environment in which every 
child can grow up and develop 
to his or her full potential in life 
regardless of physical, 
emotional or social disabilities. 
This bill is the first step In that 
direction. Next year I will 
endeavor to provide our 
children with more tangible 
benefits," concluded Sen. 
Backman.

Michael Kukakis will explain 
his position to the group on 
Wednesday, June 19, at 8 p.m.

Mr. Dukakis’ stand, which 
has been called a "return to 
separate but equal,” drew 
sharp criticism at the last 
meeting of the Coalition.

Peter Harrington, and Lois 
Pines. Candidates Joseph

City's 'dream book' up for hearing

The "Let’s Play Capital 
Impgovements’ game will start again on 
June 25 with a public hearing at City Hall. 

"Capital improvements" are 
generally considered a public facility or 
piece of equipment that has a long life and 
a cost of more than $10,000. 

Under the city charter, a five-year 
program of these items must be submitted 
at least 30 days before the final date for 
submission of the annual budget, but 
Newton has always had trouble meshing 
the capital improvement program (CIP) 
with the budget. 

This year was no different in that 
respect. The new CIP for 197&-80, dated 
March 1, was not actually received by the 
city until April 26, well after the approval 
of the 1974-75 budget. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
says, however, that many of the items in 
the ’75-’80 CIP have been incorporated into 
the 1974-75 budget. 


But when did the citizens get the op¬ 
portunity to give input? The budget for this 
year has laready been approved, and now 
a public hearing is being held on CIP 
items, some of whichhare already in the 
budget, some not. 

Again under the charter, the public 
hearing is required to be held not less than 
two weeks after the publication of the CIP. 

This year's hearing will be almost two 
months to the day after official 
publication. 

The intent of the Charter Commission, 
which set the CIP dates and also made the 
acceptance of the CIP by the Board of 
Aldermen mandatory, seems to have been 
to have the CIP drawn up, heard publicly, 
and adopted by the Board of Aldermen 
before the budget is approved by the Board 
and signed by the mayor, so that Newton 
citizens will be able to comment on items 
proposed for the next five years and on 
their priority. 

Last year, the CIP was submitted 


before the budget, but was referred to the 
City Planning Committee, where it 
languished for many months, undergoing 
some revisions now and then, until finally 
reaching the Board for approval early this 
year. 

Apparently a change in the charter, 
one of many contemplated, will be 
necessary to get the CIP back in gear with 
the budgetary process, since the new fiscal 
cycle of July-June has thrown it more out 
of whack. 

The CIP for 1975-80 calls for ex¬ 
penditures totaling over $16 million, of 
which the city expects state and federal 
reimbursement of over $4 million. 

The greatest amount ($8,9 million) 
will be spent on the Public Works 
Department, followed in decreasing order 
by schools, recreation, conservation, Fire 
Department and Police Department. 

Copies of the capital improvement 
program are available at the office of the 
City Clerk, City Hall. 


NCDF wants Hatch Act hearing waived

In an effort to speed up a proposed 
project to construct 50 apartments, the 
Newton Community Development 
Foundation (NCDF) appeared before the 
Conservation Commission June 5 to ask 
them to waive a Hatch Act hearing, stating 
they felt the legislation did not apply to 
them. Twenty of the apartments are to be 
utilized for low income housing. 

An aldermanic order requires NCDF to 
come before the Commission for the 
hearing. The Hatch Act, officially known 
as the Wetlands Protection Act, gives the 
commission authority to regulate the 
alteration of streams, ponds or other 
wetlands to prevent the danger of flooding 
or pollution. Violation of the Hatch Act 


carries criminal penalties, i.e., a fine of up 
to $100 or 6 months in prison or both. 

Marc Slotnick, who made the presen¬ 
tation on behalf of the NCDF, feared a 
hearing would delay the project until 
spring when construction costs might be 
considerably higher. Slotnick said that 
Howard Levine, City Solicitor, "shared the 
view that there is a question we come 
under the (Hatch Act) procedures." 
Levine denied he said this. 

Juris Alksnitis, senior planner for the 
planning department suggested to the 
commission that "since the need for 
housing is well established, the com¬ 
mission can exercise discretionary powers 
and achieve the methodology through 
other means than the Hatch Act." 

The commission was not inclined to 
waive the hearing, but agreed that 


members of NCDF could appear at the 
June 19 meeting for further discussion. 

Although the commissioners were united 
on the stand they should take on the NCDF 
proposal, they were somewhat divided on 
their position regarding Cramer Elec¬ 
tronics, Inc. Cramer wants to expand its 
building and parking facilities at the 
Newton-At-128 Industrial Park. 

The attorney, Anthony Medaglia, was 
seeking guidance from the commissioners 
on several proposed site plan revisions to 
determine which plan was the least ob¬ 
jectionable from the standpoint of 
regulation under the Wetlands Protection 
Act. 

The original WPA permit was issued in 
December, 1968, and expired May 2 again 
subjecting the area to the Hatch Act. 


NRA gets approval to modify footbridge access 


MDC Commissioner John W. 
Sears has notified the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority that 
plans have been approved to 
modify access to the footbridge 
in back of the Shipley Company 
loading dock Lower Falls. 

This means the authority can 
move ahead on the develop¬ 
ment on the south side of 
Washington Street. 

Shipley had proposed this 
modification so that the trucks 
coming and going from its 
plant could get in and out 
without blocking Washington 
Street traffic as is the present 
case. 

In a letter to the NRA, Sears 
stated that the current plans 
"do reflect a greater 


awareness of the value of the 
river bank location.” Shipley 
will fund the development of 
the plan. 

While Shipley's plan was 
approved, the NRA sent a 
preliminary plan submitted by 
Gregorian’s back to the 
drawing board. The plan was 
turned down by Halasz and 
Halasz, design consultants for 
the NRA. 

However, all is still not going 
smoothly in the NRA's efforts 
to move ahead. A tenant in the 
house in the middle of the 
commercial project has 
refused to move thus far and 
the project cannot procede 
without the demolition of her 
house. Members of the 


authority, notable Otis 
Robinson, have spent con¬ 
siderable time going over 
options with the tenant. 
However, the authority felt it 
has a responsibility to make 
the site available, thus they 
voted to serve a writ of sum¬ 
mary process, or eviction 
notice. And they plan to con¬ 
tinue to work with the tenant to 
find adequate housing. 

In addition to these 
problems, the NRA was 
presented with a letter by 
Morris Kobrick, stating that he 
w>U be unable to participate in 
votes dealing with developer, 
Spaulding and Slye. Kobrick 
explained that as a trustee of 
"certain unnamed trusts" 


since the 1950’s, he holds title to 
land in Lexington which is 
being rezoned for develop¬ 
ment. The development for the 
parcel will be Spaulding and 
Slye. Kobrick’s letter stated 
that neither he nor any 
member of his family had any 
financial interest in the land, 
that he did have a “respon¬ 
sibility to the beneficiary." 

Kobrick said he did not know 
how long he would have to 
abstain from voting and 
declined to comment on the 
question of whether he could 
serve the NRA effectively 
while not voting on matters 
pertaining to Spaulding and 
Slye. 


Arnold Kublin resigns 


Another department head in 
the city administration has 
resigned. 

Arnold Kublin, who has been 
director of personnel for the 
past six months, will be leaving 
the end of the month to take a 
position with a jewelry 
manufacturing company in 
Providence, R.I. 

Kublin said the new job offer 
came some time after he had 
assumed his duties in Newton. 
He had answered a "blind" ad, 
he said, before applying to 
Newton. The new job pays 
“considerably" more money, 
Kublin said. 

"I have not been dissatisfied 
in Newton,” Kublin said, 


despite the fact that his budget 
request for 1974-75 was cut. 

"But to accomplish what is 
asked in the ordinance setting 
up the Personnel Department 
can't be done with a staff of 
two," he added. 

Asked whether he thought he 
had made any inroads toward 
getting the department 
operating, Kublin pointed to 
the department's involvement 
in labor relations, labor 
negotiations, and safety 
practices. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
reactivated the search com¬ 
mittee to screen and interview 
applicants for the job of per¬ 
sonnel director.

Streetworkers might stay on all year 


There seems to be little doubt 
that Newton will soon have four 
streetworkers, year-round and 
full time, out working with 
Newton’s young people. 

Both the aldermanic Public 
Health & Public Safety 
Committee and the Finance 
Committee have approved the 
appropriation of $6,784 to fill 
out a total of $15,152 needed for 
the fiscal year 1974-75. 

Of the total amount, $13,152 
will pay for three full-time 
workers under the federal 
ACTION program. The federal 
government will then supply 
one VISTA worker at no cost to 
, the city. 

The full Board of Aldermen 
votes on the request for ap¬ 
propriation at its June 18 
meeting. 

If the Newton-Wellesley- 


Weston Multi-Service Center 
receives permissive use to 
move into a large house on 
Beacon Street near Centre 
Street, Newton Centre, two 
workers will use it as a base of 
operations. The two other 
workers will be attached to the 
Newton Community Service 
Centers in West Newton. 

According to Ms. Jane Pitt, 
director of the Department of 
Human Resources, the 
streetworkers will go to parks, 
school grounds, and other 
places where young people 
tend to congregate, contacting 
kids who do not use the 
traditional resources of the 
city. 

The needs are widespread, 
Ms. Pitt said, among the 14-18- 
year-olds. To this age group the 
streetworkers will offer short¬ 


term counseling and will be 
“sympathetic and supportive 
listeners." 

The full-time program is an 
outgrowth of last year's 
summer program that was 
considered highly successful, 
although only two workers 
were available. 

Michael Furstcnberg, who 
works for Multi-Service Center 
in Wellesley, said he is known 
as "something akin to a social 
worker." 

"At first kids wondered who 
and what I was,” Furstenberg 
said. Some thought he was 
some sort of undercover agent. 
But gradually the youngsters 
began to approach him in¬ 
directly, and eventually he was 
seeing about 20 kids a week, 
and conducting an informal 
therapy group. 

Furstenberg used the school 


as a base of operations during 
the school year. 

In Newton the Youth Com¬ 
mission (which will also make 
recommendations on the hiring 
of the streetworkers), the 
Department of Human 
Resources and representatives 
of the Multi-Service Center and 
the Community Centers will be 
responsible for overall 
monitoring of the program. 
Clinical backup will be 
provided by the Newton 
Guidance Clinic, the state 
Department of Mental Health, 
Freeport and other agencies as 
required. 

The program, if approved by 
the Board of Aldermen, should 
be in full operation by July 15. 

The ACTION grant is for one 
year, renewable by mutual 
consent, Ms. Pitt said.

The Newton Housing 
Authority has been unable to 
get bids extended on its 
Beaconwood Road 20-unit 
family housing development. 

The question now is whether 
the Housing Authority may go 
to the second lowest bidder or 
must go through the whole 
bidding process again.

Newton Highlands now asks the Board 
of Aldermen basically for the right to 
create an official representative body 
whose main function will be communica¬ 
tion to and from the people of Newton 
Highlands. 

Right now, the service area and coun¬ 
cil appear to be a good way for getting 
the people and their government back 
together again.

GOP Convention Vote 
Contradicts the Polls 

The political analysts are in a state of confusion as they 
try to size up next November's gubernatorial election. This 
is not an unusual condition for the political seers and 
soothsayers. But this time they have substantial reason for 
their uncertainties and misgivings. 

Hie polls show Governor Francis W. Sargent to be 
strong. However, developments at the unofficial 
Republican State Convention Indicate that Mr. Sargent 
could be in deep trouble in the November elecUon if his 
Democratic opponent is Attorney General Robert H. Quinn. 

Let's start with the concession that the delegates to the 
GOP conclave represented only the sentiment of the con¬ 
servative wing of their party. For example, Sarge got no 
delegate votes from such communities as West Roxbury 
and Dedham. He will carry both those sections over former 
State Commerce Commissioner Carroll Sheehan in the 
September Republican primary. 

However, the delegates to the Republican convention 
hurt Francis Sargent. There is no question about that, and 
in so doing they created political problems for other GOP 
candidates. It would have been much better for Governor 
Sargent and the Republican party if no unofficial con¬ 
vention had been held. 

Either Mr. Sargent himself or some of his political 
advisers made a strategic blunder when they declared prior 
to the convention that Sheehan would not get more than 20 
per cent of the delegate vote. The Impression was created in 
the public mind that If Sheehan got more than 20 per cent of

Justice?

Washington—The chances are better than even that 
President Nixon and his principal confederates will get off 
scot free. 

By an unprecedented defiance of the law subjecting the 
system of justice to an intolerable strain, the White House 
gang will go free in the courts and the President may 
escape the ultimate penalty of impeachment. 

What emerges looks very much like a mutual protec¬ 
tive society. The principals under indictment in the 
Ellsberg break-in are calling for White House tapes 
essential for their defense. The tapes are refused. Since the 
relevant evidence is not available, the charges against 


the vote, It would be a victory for him and a defeat for 
Sargent. 

One of the basic rules of politics is to over-estimate the 
strength of your opponent, not down-grade it, if you are 
certain of winning, as Governor Sargent was. Someone in 
the Sargent camp ignored that principle, and it was a costly 
mistake. 

If Sarge had sold the idea that Sheehan was a for¬ 
midable adversary and that it might be difficult to beat 
down his challenge and defeat him at the convention, the 
professionals and experts would not have believed him, but 
the people would have thought he won something. 

In all candor, this writer expected that Sargent would 
defeat Sheehan by a 4-1 margin. Prior to the convention, we 
chatted with a group of political pundits who set a 20 per 
cent delegate vote for Sheehan as the break-even point. 
They expressed the opinion that anything above 20 per cent 
would be a moral victory for Sheehan and anything below it 
would be a triumph for Sarge. 

But it now appears that Governor Sargent took too 
much for granted and that he did not expend as much effort 
to line up delegate votes as the experts thought he did. He 
evidently did not do nearly as much work as he did four 
years ago to obtain votes to make Donald Dwight the 
convention choice for Lieutenant Governor. 

Some persons close to Sarge voice the opinion that he 
may be over-confident about the November election. They 
express the hope that the convention actions will shake him 
up enough to start him working and cause him to stop 
taking his reelection for granted. 

Several of Sarge’s advisers believe be might have 
problems if Attorney General Quinn is his election op¬ 
ponent. They say that the anti-Sargent Republicans might 
vote for Quinn but that they probably would swing back 


them must be dismissed. Judge Gerhard Gesell put this in 
forthright language when he demanded to know whether 
the President was aware that he was aborting the case by 
refusing to hand over the evidence. The same thing will 
happen when the seven principals indicted on March 1 come 
to trial. The tapes will be witheld by the President The 
case will be dismissed and Mitchell, Ehrlichman, 
Halderman and Company will go free. 

They will have performed their part of the bargain by 
:oncealing what they know about the President's com¬ 
plicity in the Watergate and related scandals. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the damage this will do to 
ihe system of justice and law. However much the ob¬ 
fuscation about tapes, transcripts and the dates of con¬ 
versations, with the process interminably drawn out, the 
-esson will not be lost It will be written in ever-increasing 
-•ynicism and distrust of the system and contempt for the 
Vixon rhetoric of law and order. 

The little people, the marginal people, the Jeb 
Mag rude rs, the Dwight Chapins, the Egil Kroghs, go to jail. 
Ihe big fish swim out of the net through the holes their 
:lever lawyers find for their escape. 

This was the reaction of cynicism and disillusion when 
former Vice President Spiro Agnew was let off with a legal 
slap on the wrist with a memorandum before the court 
listing 38 crimes of bribery and corruption. 

Consider whether just this same outcome may result if 
and when the President stands on trial before the bar of the 
Senate. His enormously clever and resourceful lawyer 
James St Clair can argue that while a bill of impeachment 


behind Sarge rather than risk the election of the left-wing 
Michael Dukakis. 

As matters presently stand, Governor Sargent Is 
certain of renomination in the Republican primary but has 
some political fences to rebuild before the November 
election. 

Some political experts believe the convention delegates 
dealt a serious blow to Governor Sargent’s candidacy when 
they created the impression that the Republican party in 
Massachusetts is solidly behind President Nixon. 

This observer does not subscribe to that theory. Our 
judgment is that the Watergate scandal will not be a major 
issue in next November’s election—except with those 
people who feel that President Nixon has been persecuted 
and treated unfairly. 

The writer questioned a number of the delegates who 
were most vigorous in their support of a resolution backing 
Nixon and who forced a support-Nixon sign into the hands of 
the surprised Senator Edward Brooke. 

They were violent in their denunciation of the manner 
in which certain newspapers and national television net¬ 
works have treated President Nixon. They expressed the 
opinion that Nixon has been persecuted for doing things 
which every politician has done back through the sweep of 
the years. 

They assailed Governor Sargent and Senator Brooke 
for running away from Nixon in his time of trouble, pointed 
out that Sargent and Brooke didn't even support Nixon In 
1968, and described Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski's 
investigation as "ridiculous." 

The delegates we questioned stressed that they 
resented the manner in which Nixon has been treated. The 
most significant action at the convention was when the 
delegates hooted and voted down a watered-down resolution 
offered by Republican House Leader Francis Hatch in 
support of Nixon. 

Governor Sargent's hostility toward President Nixon 
was the reason some delegates gave for supporting Carroll 
Sheehan, and they said they will not vote for Sargent either 
in the September primary or the November election. It will 
be Impossible for Sarge to woo those Republicans back onto 
the party reservation. 

That so many dyed-in-the-wool Republicans reared up 
against a sitting Republican Governor at an unofficial 
Republican State Convention was incredible.

Long Prison Term For 
Magruder Seen Cruel 

Notes from the backs of envelopes! 

This onlooker was unable to see how the purposes of 
justice were served by sentencing former White House aide 
Jeb Stuart Magruder to prison for a period of 10 months to 
four years. It appeared to be another case of over-kill by a 
cruel and incompetent judge named Sirica. And to keep the 
Cubans—who were conned into participating in the 
Watergate break-in—in prison, is absurd. 

A criminal who broke into your borne would be likely to 
get a suspended sentence of three or four months If It was a 
first offence. These were among the unfair aspects to the 
Watergate mess cited by delegates to the unofficial 
Republican State Convention. 

Many Washington newsmen believe George McGovern 
is headed for defeat in his fight for reelection in South 
Dakota. "Most people in South Dakota didn’t realize how 
far he is to the left until he ran for President," one pundit 
reported. 

A vice squad raid on a house in Milwaukee found 18 
women and one man playing a form of rummy called 
"pitty-pat” at (5 a hand. Seventeen of the women were 
arrested and charged with gambling, which is illegal in 
Wisconsin, because they were receiving welfare assistance. 

“Had this been a situation involving working people 
using their own money, we wouldn’t have charged them,” 
declared Assistant District Attorney David A. Felger. 
“People who pay their own way should be able to enjoy 
social gambling in their own homes." 

That obvious discrimination against welfare recipients 
not only produced newspaper headlines but caused such a 
furore that Felger reversed himself, and the charges were 
dismissed. 

Officials in the Norfolk, Virginia, Health Department 
precipitated an uproar when they ruled that church potluck 
suppers were illegal unless the church kitchens were 
licensed as public food establishments. They said that food 
prepared at home and taken to the churches is more likely 
to become infected with dangerous bacteria than is 
restaurant-prepared food. 

That arroused a flood of protests. One clergyman 
grumbled that the health officials "might soon be telling us 
how to run a communion service." In the end the health 
authorities backed down as gracefully as possible and 
decided that potluck suppers would be legal if only church 
members and their families participated in them. 
Apparently it would be all right if they were poisoned as 
long as the general public was excluded. 


was voted by the House of Representatives it was not un¬ 
derwritten by the relevant evidence. As in the courts, the 
House Judiciary Committee will have been refused the 
tapes sought to establish guilt or innocence. 

Senators wanting to find a reason to vote for Nixon’s 
acquittal will be able to fasten on this legalism justifying 
confidentiality, executive privilege and the rest of the 
rigamarole of concealment Such a defense by a President 
defying every canon of the law will be even more a farce 
than, as Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski suggested, is the 
White House stonewalling in the courts. But it requires only 
34 plus one to acquit and, fantastic as it seems at this 
moment it may be the escape hatch. 

In all this is a terrible historic irony. It comes against 
the background of Secretary of State Henry Kissinger's 
success in bringing peace to the Middle East. 

The reward for President Nixon is a tour of Middle East 
capitals, meaning a television spectacular at the time when 
the test in the courts occurs. The distracting effect hardly 
needs to be underscored. 

It comes when the detente with the Soviet Union and the 
possibility of a further breakthrough in curbing the nuclear 
arms race is at a critical point. Except for die-hard cold 
war warriors and those with a political axe to grind, no one 
can want this to fail. These are some of the enormous 
credits of the Nixon-Kissinger foreign policy. But can they 
be built on a structure in such fearful disarray and disor¬ 
der? We shall know in the weeks ahead whether the foreign 
policy initiatives can have what will be in effect an in¬ 
dependent life of their own.

Gold Star mother writes 


(Editor's note: This letter 
was sent to John P. Swift, 
department adjutant of the 
American Legion from a Gold 
Star mother and a copy for¬ 
warded to The Graphic.) 

Dear John: 

It is hoped that you would 
print this article in your paper 
as a favor to myself and the 
hundreds in this state, who I 
am sure feel as Ido, about this 
outrageous situation. 

My son died in the military 
service of our nation as did 
hundreds of others. Time 
makes more mellow and 
reverent the memories of their 
childhood association with 
their parents, their relatives, 
friends, and associates. 

Out of gratitude and 
remembrance of their 
sacrifices, an auditorium was 
decided to be called the "War 
Memorial Auditorium" by 
competent persons who were 
charged with the responsibility 
of choosing an appropriate 
name for this edifice. 

The dedication ceremonies 
held on Feb. 21, 1965, lasted 


several hours, participated in 
by notable people in the 
military, business, 
educational, professional, life 
of this state and nation along 
with members of veteran 
organizations and the Gold 
Star mother's organization. 

We woke up one morning to 
find by notice in the 
newspapers and other means 
of communication, that this 
building dedicated to the 
memory of our veteran dead, 
was changed from its chosen 
name the "War Memorial 
Auditorium" to the “John B. 
Hynes Civic Suditorium." 

This "slap in the face” to all 
of us who know the sorrow of 
the loss of a loved one in the 
service of his country was a 
disgraceful gesture of 
arrogance and insult to the 
memories of those so 
significantly honored on that 
day, Feb. 21, 1965. 

After years of conferences, a 
compromise was reached 
whereby the name of this 
edifice was called the "John B. 


Hynes Veteran's Auditorium." 
Hardly ever in newspaper 
advertisements, radio or TV 
announcements, has the name 
subsequently agreed upon been 
correctly applied in referring 
to this building. 

You can readily visualize the 
constant torment caused to us 
and the number of times this 
building is mentioned, with no 
reference whatsoever to the 
word “veteran." 

Nowhere in this nation do we 
know of a similar instance 
where an edifice was named 
with such pomp and ceremony 
by so many outstanding 
citizens of the community life 
of this Nation memoralizing 
the debt of cratitude owed 
those whose memory was 
thereby to be perpetually 
enshrined, which edifice was at 
a later time, without 
notification to any of the 
parties interested, without 
notification to any of the 
military or veteran 
organizations concerned, 
changed in such a manner as to 
completely wipe out the 


meaningfulness of all such 
ceremonies. 

Representation to the 
members of the City Council 
that veteran organizations had 
been contacted and voiced no 
objection to such change is a 
proven fraud. 

At this time of the year 
during the month of May, the 
hurt of all these circumstances 
is felt more deeply than at any 
other time of the year when 
Memorial ceremonies are 
being held in the memory of 
those who gave their lives that 
this nation might live. 

I am sure I express the 
thoughts of all the families who 
suffered the heartache of 
tragic loss of a loved one and 
the dishonorable treatment 
given their memories by these 
acts of desecration. 

It goes without saying that 
your cooperation in the 
publication of this article will 
be deeply appreciated by all 
who know this common bond of 
grief and sorrow.

Thompsonville's war dead 


(Editor’s note: The following 
letter was sent to Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann with a 
petition.) 

Dear Mayor Mann: 

Thank you very much for 
your letter of May 6th on the 
subject of the Veterans’ Park 
at the comer of Langley Road 
and Boylston Street. However, 
in my opinion, it is in¬ 
conclusive, containing no 
assurance whatsoever that the 
memory of Thompsonville’s 
war dead or the wartime 
service of its sons and 
daughters will be respected by 
the preservation of our little 
memorial. 

This was somewhat disap¬ 
pointing to me, as I had high 
hopes after the conversation 
between us on Langley Road 
late in April that you would find 
it possible to take decisive 
action to prevent the 
obliteration of the park by an 
access road to the "Chestnut 
Hill Towers," so-called, on 
Goat Hill, from Route 9 
through the dog-leg and the 
park up the hill, as proposed by 


the attorney for the Towers 
developers, Mr. Richard 
Lovell, at the meeting before 
the Board of Aldermen on Jan, 
9. And at that time, as I told 
you, no disagreement, on the 
part of the aldermen, with this 
particular detail of the Towers' 
proposition was uttered or even 
intimated. The attitude of the 
aldermen was one of complete 
acceptance. 

In the discussion by the 
Towers’ attorney, illustrated 
by a map on which he pointed 
out the access road through the 
dog-leg :the little road that 
runs by the park between 
Langley Road and Route 9), in 
which he went into rather 
minute particulars about the 
emergency nature of the ac¬ 
cess way (MITS USE 
LIMITED TO FIRE, POLICE, 
AND OTHER MUNICIPAL 
VEHICLES, CONTROLLED 
BY A GATE AND LOCK WITH 
KEYS HELD ONLY BY AP¬ 
PROPRIATE CITY PER¬ 
SONNEL! , NOT A VOICE WAS 
RAISED BY THE ELECTED 
GUARDIANS OF OUR 
WELFARE. 


In compliance with your 
suggestion that I call Mr. 
Charles Thomas, planning 
director, at City Hail; because 
you insisted that you had no 
knowledge whatsoever of any 
such idea having been ad¬ 
vanced by anyone in con¬ 
nection with the Towers, and 
your flat statement that such a 
road could not be built without 
your approval, and that you 
saw, therefore, no threat to our 
little park, I did call Mr. 
Thomas for verification of the 
outline presented to the 
aldermen by the Towers’ 
lawyer on January 9th. 

It turned out, however, that 
Mr. Thomas had very good 
protection from the inquiries of 
citizens and I was unable to get 
beyond his secretary, who 
detoured me to Mr. John 
Simmons. 

Mr. Simmons was, It ap¬ 
peared, completely unaware of 
the discussion by Mr. Lovell 
before the aldermen, had never 
heard of the map on which the 
dog-leg and park were ex¬ 
punged by the access way, and 
had no knowledge of any plans 
for new roads to be opened up 
to the Towers. Apparently, the 
appointed officers of the city 


government do not take par¬ 
ticular notice of public 
meetings before the elected 
office holders. Consequently, I 
set out to inform the people of 
Newton Centre of the fact that 
the Memorial Park to their 
sons and daughters, originally 
given to the City of Newton for 
the benefit of its people by a 
citizen of Thompsonville, 
Florangelo Gasbarri, was 
threatened with destruction 
like the Thompsonville Brook 
and the Webster Vale, all 
destined to be sacrificed to 
"progress" in the form of 
urban dwellings for over a 
thousand families, high density 
(as they say) urban set¬ 
tlements, on the edge of a 
lovely rustic landscape. 

The people were eager to 
sign the petition against this 
new outrage on Newton Centre, 
and I am accompanying this 
letter with sheets containing 
the names of about two hun¬ 
dred men and women who 
implore you to tkae their side 
in preserving their community 
against destructive greed.

'This person warts to know my judgment, 
and that's what I give him." 

About schools, Father Coyle believes 
that often school systems are actually 
"antieducatlonal," meaning that tooo 
is put on education as a 
to wealth," instead of a tool by 
which to become a better person, a better 
mother, and so on. 

"I don’t feel I can change the world, 
but I can throw a pebble into the water to 
make some ripples," he said. 

Father Coyle's comfortable house in 
xiwer Falls, on the fringe of Waban, he 
describes as "an oasis for a kid who 
messes up school, job and everything." 

It is a large comfortable house with a 
huge yard, where Father Coyle Indulges 
his newfound passion for gardening. 

Inside the rooms are done in bright 
colors and comfortable things to spread 
out in. There are games and puzzles all 
over the place to play alone or with 
somebody, games to challenge the in¬ 


tellect or the quickness of the hand. 

Much of the work in fixing up the HJuse 
has been by Father Charlie’s kids, and 
much of the furniture and furnishings has 
been given to him. 

But he himself gets the house one big 
Chiistmas present every year. Last 
Christmas it was a gigantic and expensive 
air hockey table that takes up a third of the 
living room. 

A stereo is usually playing, and ther 
are usually kids around — some in the 
kitchen fixing a snack for hemselves or 
dinner for six. 

Boys, and some girls, go to "Father 
Charlie’s house for a variety of reasons. 
They began coming during the height of 
the drug crisis in the Newton schools, some 
for counseling by Father Coyle to help 
themselves stop using drugs, others 
because there they knew there would be no 
pressure from kids to use dope.

is no drugs. 

Sometimes during a crisis in a young 
son’s life, Father Coyle puts him up at 
the house, with the parents' permission, 
and then starts trying to find out what can 
be done. The parents come for talks, and 
eventually a reconciliation is effected. 

One boy lived at Father Coyle’s house 
for nine months. 

Since Jesuits take a vow of poverty, 
the house belongs to the society and if and 
when Father Coyle moves on, it will be for 
the Jesuits to decide its disposition. 

When that will be, Father Coyle 
doesn’t know. He has helped hundreds of 
kids so far, and has only scratched the 
surface. But he is a Jesuit and subject to 
recall at any time. 

Could he have done what he is doing 
without being a priest? 

Father Coyle thinks not: "I'd probably 
have been married and be going to the 
country club every afternoon to play tennis 
instead."

Brandwein's report, the cost of that land 
would not be reimbursed. 

Brandwein’s conclusions closely parallel 
those of Robert Lemire, chairman of the 
Lincoln Conservation Commission and an 
expert in the economics of land con¬ 
servation, who reported at last year’s 
Open Space Action Conference that an 
immediate program for land acquistion by 
the city is the economically practical step. 

An outcome of his recommendations 
has been two or three proposals, one of 
which is to add $1 to the tax rate for an 
indefinite perio for land acquisition. 
Another suggests the expenditure of 11 
million per year. 

The Newton Conservation Commission 
'has proposed in its four-year land 
acquistion program the acquistion of 105 
acres scaattered across the city, which it 
estimates to cost $1.4 million, at least 50 
per cent of which will be reimbursable. 

The Conservation Commission request 
is included in the new captal improvement 
program. 

The Conservation Commission has 
also recommended that the city set a 
' policy that if the Chestnut Hill golf course 
i is threatened with development the city 
acquire that land. 


The Newton Conservators also 
presented the results of the year-long work 
of its Open Space Committee to classify 
and set up priorities for land acquistion. 

Apoint rating was given each parcel of 
land evaluated. For example, Charles 
River frantage rates 10 points; geologic 
features,5; picnicking, 3; and 10 points 
each for iminence of change, being in an 
area with little open space, and meeting a 
unique need. 

Ranking of importance in the report 
was based on the total points for each piece 
of land. 

Four categories of land were 
described-city parks, conservation lands, 
farms and gardens, and neighborhood 
parks. 

City parks would be large tracts of 
land that could be of major use to the 
entire city. Norumbega on the north side 
and the Xaverian Brothers Novitiate land 
on the south side received the highest 
ratings and priorities for acquisition. A 
conservation restriction was recom¬ 
mended for the four golf courses. 

Under a conservation restriction, which 
may be written with various terms, no 
building or alteration of the natural 


propperties of the land is allowed by 
agreement between the city and the owner 
of the land. 

Ten city parks are recommended. 

For conservation, top priority has 
been given to the Staniford Street and 
Dolan Pond lands in Aubumdale, with 15 
other pieces of land listed ranging from 
one to 39 acres in size. 

"Farmlands should not be allowed to 
slip into development without notice, 
"Open Space Chairman Sharon Francis 
commented, so three of the four working 
farms in the city ar recommended for 
conservation restriction and the other for 
"public discussion." 

Ms. Francis would like to see a farm 
worked an studied as part of the school 
curriculum. 

Acquisioon, conservation restriction, 
or public discussion are proposed for 32 
parcels to be used as neighborhood pards. 
These range in size from a half-acre 
(Silver Lake) to 11 acres (Andover- 
Newton Theological School), and would be 
primarily for the use of people living 
within a short walking distance. 

The report will be submitted to the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee. 


Harrington will seek reelection 


Harrington’s major effort has been 
working for effective gun control 
legislation. He has gained statewide 
support for his proposals to license all 
handguns and to restrict ownership of 
handguns to pistol clubs, security per¬ 
sonnel and collectors. Concerning the 
defeat of the bills this year, Harrington 
said, "I believe a vast majority of 
Massachusetts citizens want strict han¬ 
dgun control, but the Nation Rifle 
Association and the firearms manufac¬ 
turers are spending, and will in the future, 
spend great sums of money to defeat this 
legislation with advertising and support 
for those opposed to these bills." 

Harrington has also drafted legislation 
which, for the first time, will allow 
disaster victims of middle income to ob¬ 
tain relief benefits in the form of clothing 
and furniture from the state. The need for 
this bill, co-filed with Senator Mario J. C. 
DiCarlo (D—Revere), came to light after 
hearings by the Urban Affairs Committee 
on the causes and effects of the Chelsea 13- 
block fire in 1973. 

House speaker Bartley has also ap¬ 
pointed Rep. Harrington to a special 
commission to study the law and 
for driving under the influence of 
With Harrington's participation, the 
ommission has recommended the 


enactment of a bill that would require 
those convicted of driving under the in¬ 
fluence to enter a driver retraining and 
alcohol recovery program. As an in¬ 
ducement to participate, the commission 
calls for an early return of driver’s license 
(3 months). The program will be funded by 
assessing each defendant convicted, the 
sum of $200 costs, originally proposed by 
Harrington. 

Within a month of his first day as state 
representative, he was called upon to 
contest Boston City Councilor Albert 
"Dapper" O'Neil and others on the 
question of amnesty. In spite of strong 
opposition, Harrington has also stood up to 
defend women’s rights, binding ar¬ 
bitration and fiscal autonomy. 

In an attempt to keep an original

campaign promise to "open the legislative 
process and power to the voting people of 
this district," Rep. Harrington has 
established a 24 hour Hot Line (969-2050) 
and held regular office hours at the 
Newton Comer library on Thursday 
evenings at 7:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. 

Concerning his first term, Rep. 
Harrington said, "I have thoroughly en¬ 
joyed serving in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, although there is great 
cynicism concerning government and the 
legislative process, I have been pleasantly 
surprised to find out that my one vote 
counts. For example, we created a new 
Black Senate seat, a new formula for 
county assessment (to Newton's benefit), 
and the state’s forst lung act for in¬ 
cinerator employees."

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash pepper 

'a teaspoon oregano 

44 teaspoon garlic salt 

dash of cinnamon 

1 large can Hunt's tomato sauce 

4< cup wine (or water) 

Saute onion in a small amount of oil until onion is 
"shiny". Add hamburg and fry until meat looses its red 
color; add salt, pepper, oregano, garlic salt, cinnamon and 
tomato sauce. Stir well. Add wine and allow to simmer for 
at least 1 hour. This is a basic sauce recipe.

1 egg 

1 can (10 oz.) pizza sauce

2 pounds lean ground beef 
Sliced mozzarella cheese

and ground beef; mix only until combined. Spread meat 
mixture evenly in ungreased 8x8x2-inch baking pan.

350 degrees, about 1 hour or ur^j^teSt 
begins to pull away from sides of pan. Rai^^flat loaf 
from oven; arrange cheese slices in singleflyer over top. 
Return to oven; continue baking 3 minutes longer or until 
cheese is slightly melted. Cut into sue servings; serve hot 
garnished with parsley if desired. Serves 6.

In a large saucepan cook sugar, syrup and water until 
the mixture reaches a hard ball stage when dropped in a 
cup of water. Add peanuts and cook until golden brown. Add 
butter and vanilla and stir until well mixed. Remove from 
heat. Add soda and stir well. Do not stir too long after ad¬ 
ding soda (the secret of success with this candy). Pour into 
large buttered pan. Makes 2 lbs.

to help the underprivileged 
children of Appalachia. Today 
it also operates programs on 
American Indian reservations, 
in the Inner Cities, among the 
Chieano and Southern Black 
populations, and in many 
countries overseas. Self-help 
has always been the keynote of 
SAVE programs. Perhaps the 
most significant aspect of Miss 
Scott's sponsorship of little 
Jeanne d'Arc Kairouz is that it 
has enabled her father to 
establish an apiary; the honey 
harvested last year from the 10 
beehives brought an added 
income of $480, a very sub¬ 
stantial sum to the family. 

Jeanne d'Arc has been 
progressing well in school. She 
passed her second grade 
examination with flying colors, 
and is now doing well in third 
grade. 

Now eight years old, Jeanne 
has been sponsored for three 
years. She is the oldest of four 
children born to needy 
Christian parents living in the 
underdeveloped village of 
Bechouat. Her living con¬ 
ditions are typical of a poor 
village child: she has a 
deficient diet, and medical 


care is not available in the 
village. 

Her father has had an 
elementary education and can 
read and write a little Arabic, 
but he is unskilled and owns no 
land. He works as a day 
laborer whenever he can find 
employment, but he earns only 
enough to provide mere sub¬ 
sistence for his family. The 
parents and four children live 
rent-free in a little two-room 
house owned by a maternal 
uncle. It has no kitchen and no 
sanitary facilities, and is very 
poorly furnished. 

At the same time that Miss 
Scott is helping Jeanne d’Arc 
and her family, she is also 
helping the entire village. 
Sponsorship funds, pooled with 
those of other sponsors for the 
area, have helped the com¬ 
munity construct a pipe water 
supply. The villagers volun¬ 


teered their labor for the much- 
needed project 

In addition to furnish 
urgently-needed material aid, 
the sponsorship is also a source 
of encouragement to the little 
girl and her family. It provides 
an incentive to know that they 
have a friend, even though far 
away and unseen, who is in¬ 
terested in their welfare.

Every day is 'Father's Day' 


Fathers can be present in the 
delivery room to share in the 
birth of their babies with their 
wives, and can also begin 
sharing immediately in all the 
usual fatherly duties 
associated with a baby's care. 

A relatively new procedure 
called “rooming-in" allows 
mothers the opportunity to love 
and care for their babies all the 
time in their rooms or as much 
of the time as they want. 
Fathers can be on hand any 
lime from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. to 
hold, and feed their babies and 
change their diapers. 

Immediately after delivery, 
fathers and mothers have a 
brief visiting period with their 
newborn child. They can each 
hold the baby, and mother can,

if she wishes, attempt a 
feeding. As soon as the baby’s 
temperature has stabilized, 
usually a four-to-12-hour period 
for the newborn to adjust to the 
outside world, and he or she 
has been examined by a 
pediatrician, the baby can 
begin sharing mother’s room. 

Rooming-in is entirely the 
choice of the parents. All the 
mother has to do is ask the 
nursery nurse to bring her 
baby to her, and she may 
choose to room-in one day and 
not the next, depending on how 
she feels. 

When the baby is rooming-in, 
the mother is responsible for 
his or her general care, such as 
changing diapers, feeding and 
bathing. 

Nursery nurses are available 
to answer questions and assist 
in the care of babies. Each 
rooming-in baby has his or her 
own bassinette containing 
necessary items for the child’s 
care. 

Fathers are encouraged to 
participate in the bath 
demonstrations given every 


few days. By the time baby 
goes home. Dad can already be 
an old-hand at sharing in his or 
her care. 

Rooming-in seems to be a 
particularly good idea for 
mothers who are breastfeeding 
their babies, Judy Morris, the 
nursery's head nurse, says, 
because it gives them a chance 
to work out a successful 
demand schedule. 

In addition, whether it’s a 
mother's first baby or not, 
rooming-in can be a valuable 
experience in letting her get 
acquainted with her newborn 
child. Some babies hardly fuss 
before feeding, while others 
actively remind their mothers 
that they need attention. Some 
babies stir around between 
feedings, and others sleep right 
through them. 

A new baby is an individual 
with his or her own reactions to 
things. Rooming-in gives a 
Mom and Dad a chance to get 
to know their baby and to share 
their family feelings from the 
very beginning of their new 
relationship.

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Major summer exhibition of Degas at Museum of Fine Arts 


Movie, "Night 
of the Squid" 


The major summer 
exhibition, Edgar Degas: The 
Reluctant Impressionist, opens 
June 21 at the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts and continues 
through September 1, Works in 
every medium explored by this 
19th century French master 
are assembled to provide a new 
look at his total artistic 
achievement. 

Usually considered an 
"Impressionist" yet often 
called the last of the Old 
Masters, Degas was unique in 
his ability to fuse these con¬ 
trasting stylistic tendencies. In 
an effort to look beyond the 
limits of labeling Degas' art, 
this comprehensive survey 
may provide insight into 
another facet of 
Impressionism. 

The exhibition focuses of 
Degas as an individualist 


whose long life (1834-1917) 
spanned one of the most tur¬ 
bulent periods in art history. 
He was exposed to numerous 
artistic movements in the 19 th 
century from Romanticism to 
Neo-Classicism, Realism, 
Impressionism, Symbolism 
and Cubism. It is obvious from 
the development of his style 
that Degas was affected by this 
whole range of traditional and 
contemporary influences. 

One hundred and forty 
works, drawn largely from the 
Museum's extensive collection, 
are combined with important 
loans from private and public 
collections to survey Degas' 
career and demonstrate 
relationships of technique. 
Paintings, prints and 

drawings, sculpture, pastels, 
monotypes and some 

photographs illustrate the 


versatility and scope of his 
artistic vision. 

Intimate scenes of bathers, 
ballet dancers in practice, 
portrait studies, theatre views 
and racetrack scenes are 
familiar subjects of Degas' art, 


well represented in the 
exhibition. 

Degas combined a modernist 
sensibility with a traditional 
training in creating a unique 
style of studied spontaneity. 
His extraordinary production 


of works, which developed over 
many years, reveals the im¬ 
portant pivotal role Degas 
played in the art of his century. 

An illustrated catalogue, 
written by Barbara S. Shapiro, 
Department of Prints and 


Drawings, will be published in 
conjunction with the exhibition 
and available at a nominal fee 
at the Museum Shop. 

A simultaneous exhibition, 
Contemporaries of Degas, 
which opened June 1 and 


continues through mid-August 
in the Print Galleries, includes 
the works of other artists 
working in Degas' time, 
Toulouse-I.autrec, Manet, 
Mary Cassatt and Tissot are 
among the artists represented. 


Work can be hazardous to health 


The Public Health Service 
says that 100,000 workers die 
from on-the-job exposure. 
Each year. 

The deaths are caused from 
exposure to poisonous 
chemicals, dusts, noise, heat, 
cold, radiation, and other 
conditions at work. In addition, 
the PHS estimates that 390,000 
more workers develop 
disabling occupational 
diseases that have not ever 


been specified by scientists 
yet. 

Among the known dangers, 
exposure to coal dust, asbestos, 
cotton fibers, as well as metals 
like beryllium and dusts like 
silica cause severe lung 
disease. And when workers in 
coal mines and asbestos in¬ 
stallation also smoke 
cigarettes, their rates of 
crippling lung disease 
skyrocket. 


Although an occupational 
health law was passed in 1970, 
enforceable federal standards 
to protect workers exist for 
only 450 of the suspected 15,000 
substances which may injure a 
worker's health. Each year 
industry introduces another 400 
new chemicals, nearly all of 
which are untested for possible 
long-term effects on workers 
who handle and inhale them. 
TTiere is almost no testing at all 


of combinations of substances 
that may be harmless by 
themselves but become deadly 
when combined. 

In thousands of plants, 
workers do not even know what 
chemicals they work with; to 
protect trade secrets, com¬ 
panies keep records of the 
substances only by code 
numbers. And unless a federal 
safety standard exists for the 
chemical, the 


required to monitor worker 
exposure to poisonous agents 
or to perform periodic medical 
examinations on those ex¬ 
posed.

South adds to Newton's 


’’collection of tennis titles

Newton South became Eastern Mass, boys’ 
tennis champion last week, but that should come as 
no surprise. 

Newton teams have won the EMass title five 
times in the eight years the tournament has had its 
present format. In that same period, they have also 
won five state tennis titles. 

Three men have coached Newton teams to 
these triumphs. Bob Franke was varsity coach at 
Newton South from 1960-62 and from 1965-73. In 
both 1967 and 1968, his teams won the EMass and 
state championships. In 1971, South was runner-up 
in the EMass tournament, but won the state title. 

Val Cyr became coach at Newton South this 
past year after serving three years as an assistant. 
His team finished first in the EMass tourney, and 
placed second in the state and New England. 

George Jessup has been varsity coach at 
Newton High I North) since 1963. In both 1972 and 
1973, Newton High won the EMass, state, and New 
England titles. In 1967, Jessup’s team finished 
second in both the EMass and state tournaments. 
In 1968, 1969, and 1971, Newton High lost in the 
EMass tourney to the eventual state champion. 

As anyone who has looked for a tennis court in 
Newton knows, tennis is an extremely popular 
sport here. When asked why there arc so many 
good tennis players in Newton, Jessup replied that 
"parents push a lot of kids into tennis as a 
recreational activity." Jessup had a record turnout 
of 65 kids for the Newton North team this year. 

Andy Cornblatt, a former South player and 
assistant coach this past season, said that tennis is 
"no longer a rich man’s game." He noted, 
however, that summer camps and indoor dubs do 
allow kids to develop skills, "so money is still a 
factor, although not as much of a factor as it once 
was." 

Cornblatt said that there is the "idea of a 
winning tradition at Newton South. We had good 


players, good teams, and we knew we were good; 
we enjoyed working together." 

A phenomenon at Newton South has been the 
large number of brothers who have played for 
South teams. Andy and Bruce Cornblatt played on 
the same varsity squad, and younger brother Jim 
played on South’s 1971 state champion team. 

Other brother combinations have included 
Alan and Jack Starr, Paul and David Cohen, Chip 
and Bucky Admas, Gary and Stan Mescon, and Bill 
and Tom Karol. 

Cornblatt said that the number of brothers who 
have played for Newton South is related to the idea 
of tradition. "When Bruce and I played, Jimmy 
would come and watch." 

Additional evidence of the comradery between 
South players is the fact that alumni come back to 
watch matches. 

Jessup and Franke have offered similar 
definitions of the role of tennis coach. Jessup 
described his job as "sifting the best players to 
where they belong." Franke said that "the job is 
getting a successful arrangement.” 

A varsity tennis line-up consists of three 
singles players and two doubles teams. A coach 
has some flexibility in deciding who should play in 
which position. 

Both schools use a challenge match system to 
help determine their line-ups. Players may 
challenge a higher ranked teammate in practice to 
attempt to improve their position on the team. 

Jessup said that he spends a lot of time 
working on strategy. He also works on the 
weaknesses which players have shown in previous 
matches. 

Franke said that is is rare that a sophomore 
comes in and starts off in number one singles. Two 
players who have done this are Bill Karol and 
David Cohen. Franke noted that doubles players 
may work up to singles over a period of time. 

Cyr said earlier this year that there might 
have been pressure on him as successor to the 
highly successful Franke "if I didn't have a full¬ 
returning team.” 


Cyr pointed out that Newton South has been 
"extremely lucky in the last three years in getting 
quality tennis players on sheer luck.” Both Weldon 
Rogers, in 1971, and Humberto Fagundes, last 
year, moved to Newton and became top players on 
South's varsity. 

Cyr called Newton, Weston and Lexington 
"power house tennis teams." He added that kids 
there have exposure to year-round tennis. 

"Players are quality players when they get 
here," 

Few Newton tennis players have been three- 
sport athletes. Jessup said that tennis may be 
thought of as a "minor sport." He noted that people 
may be unaware of the benefits of Jennis, one being 
that people can play it long afte’r they have left 
school. 

"Tennis requires as much skill as any other 
sport," Jessup said. 

Frank stated that a sports combination he has 
noticed in athletes is soccer and tennis. He 
reported that there is hardly ever a football-tennis 
combination. 

A three-sport tennis player at Newton High 
was Cal Moffie, who also played football and 
hockey. 

Jessup said that his 1972 and 1973 teams were 
especially strong because of their depth. "Two 
years ago it was the doubles which carried us; last 
year it was the singles." Top players on the 1973 
team included Carl Kravitz, Joe Mitchell and Rich 
Birmingham. 

Other standouts on Newton High teams since 
1962 have included Tom Weiskal, Jack Bagronsky, 
Mike Fradkin, Larry Nelson, Ron Matloff, Andrew

Towards 
the end of the year she seemed to gain more 
confidence. There’s no doubt that Debbie has 
great potential, and by her senior year she'll 
be awfully tought to beat." 

Newton South's second singles player, 
junior Nancy Bornstein, had an excellent 
season, winning all 12 of her regular season 
matches Coach Wright said that Nancy "is 
the one player I really count on when the 
pressure is on. Nancy was definitely our most 
consistent player throughout the season. Her 
only problem is that she gets too angry at 
herself after she misses a shot." 

South’s third singles player, junior Emily 
Shulman, also had an undefeated season, 
winning eight matches. Shulman missed four 
matches in the middle of the season due to an 
ankle injury. Coach Wright commented, 
"Emily, in her own quiet way, continued to 
win. She keeps the ball in play and waits for 
her opponent to make the mistake. Emily's 
opponents had a tough time playing against 
her defensive style of always returning the 
ball." 

South's first doubles team of seniors 
Marcia Cohen and Faith Cail had a fine year, 
winning all but two of their 12 matches. Coach 
Wright said, "The first doubles team played 
better and better as the season progressed. 
They came on exceptionally strong in tour¬ 
nament play to play by far their best tennis of 
the season." 

Junior Carol Maltz, the team’s captain, 
and senior Ellen Stein won all 12 of their 


regular season second doubles matches.

On Monday, June 3, South won its first 
tournament match, 5-0, over Suxbury.

Last Thursday, South lost a controversial 
match to Scituate, 3-2. 

The controversy centered around the 
second singles match between Bornstein and 
Edith Brith.

Wright was upset after the match and 
remarked, "I think there should have been a 
linesman at every match, especially that one.

Q — I bought a bouse In 1954 
with a maximum loan 
guaranty of $7,500 from the 
Veterans Administration. Do I 
have more entitlement coming, 
since the current loan guaranty 
maximum Is $12,500? 

A — Yes. You still have 
entitlement equal to the dif¬ 
ference between $12,500 and 
$7,500; or $5,000 in loan 
guaranty. 

Q — My mother receives 
dependency and Indemnity 
compensation (DIC) from the 
Veterans Administration based 
on the service-connected death 
of my father during World War 
II. Is she eligible for aid and 
attendance benefits, since she 
is ill and requires almost 
constant attention? 

A — Probably yes. A $55 
monthly aid and attendance 
allowance, in addition to 
regular benefits, is available to 
widows who draw DIC, if they 
are: patients in nursing homes, 
helpless or blind, or so nearly 
helpless or blind as to require 
regular aid and attendance of 
other persons. 

Q — I received au honorable 
discharge from the Army two 
years ago, and plan to live 
abroad starting next year. A 
friend of mine told me I should 
check with the Veterans 
Administration before 
departure. Why? 

A — To be apprised of how 
residence abroad affects your 
veterans' benefits. For one 
thing, you should get a 
statement of your service- 
connected disabilities (if you 
have any) from the VA office 
which maintains your medical 
record*:. The statement and an 
application for medical 
benefits should be presented to 
the American Embassy or 
consular office in the country 
of travel or residence, should 
the need arise.

CUT WORM DAMAGE: 
Many gardeners have written 
to tell us that their tomato, 
pepper and other plants have 
been clipped off at the base. 
This is the work of a cutworm, 
a C-shaped grub that hides 
under stones and In sod during 
the day, then comes out at 
night. Cutworms are common 
in grassy or weedy areas but 
are also present in “clean " 
gardens. They cut the stem off 
directly at the base. CON¬ 
TROL: Wrap a piece of wax 
paper around each transplant 
to act as a barrier. Many 
gardeners use a card board 
milk carton (top and bottom 
cut off) and sink it in about 1 
inch in the soil, enxlosing the 
transplant. 

If the utem of your tomato 
plant is cut off at a slant, this is 
not the work of cutwprms, but 
is rabbit babbits 

always lqggp Frne stem stub 
stickia^Riout an inch or so 
ie soil, and the stem is 
ays cut at a sharp slant. Not 
*so with cutworms. They make 
their cut at the soil surface. 
Controlling rabbits is not easy. 
A snow fence stretched around 
the garden is the simplest way 
to keep them out. 

Health 
for all 

Our normal life span should 
be 100 years instead of 72, says 
one Russian scientist. But too 
many things, like retirement 
and inactivity, shorten the 
span. Not to mention cigarettes 
and" cholesterol. 

Dr. TUmitrii Cebotarev, a 
Soviet ^ysician who is 
president of the International 
Association of Gerontologists, 
reports that his country has 
more than 21,000 inhabitants — 
16,000 of them women — who 
have reached the age of 100 . 
The United States, in fact, has 
just as many. 

One part of the explanation 
may be genetic, says Dr. 
Cebotarev. But another, he 
believes, is uninterrupted 
physical activity. Farming 
regions like the Ukraine have 
high percentages of older 
people. One man who recently 
died at the age of 165 continued 
working on the land until his 
last days. 

"We can't reverse the 
process of aging,” he says, 
"but we can slow down 
premature aging." Among 
possible aids, he cited multi¬ 
vitamins to increase' the 
metabolism and facilitate 
certain chemical processes. 
Adding antioxidants to milk 
and butter might help; studies 
show these substances prolong 
the life of mice from 10 to 15 
percent longer. 

Inactivity may hasten aging, 
as the doctor believes. So does 
poverty, lack of attention to 
diet, poor housing, feeling 
isolated from people, and 
inadequate medical care. And 
there is no question that, 
cigarette smoking shortens the 
lives of 300,000 Americans 
every year.

Some people say that 
buckwheat flour sprinkled on 
plants and around them will 
repel rabbits. Others use a 
highly scented (and inex¬ 
pensive) talcum powder to 
repel rabbits. The powder is 
dusted around plants. Hot 
pepper will also keep them 
away. 

Hanging baskets: Why not 
grow herbs and tomatoes In 
your hanging baskets? Hang 
them on your patio or in the 
kitchen. Best soil for a hanging 
basket is equal parts of soil, 
sand (perlite or vermicullte) 
and peatmoss, with some 
compost added. For an 8 to 10 
inch diameter pot, use two 
plants or so, In the center, and 3 
or 4 trailing plants on the 
outside. Good drainage Is 
important. 

Water the basket thoroughly 
immediately after planting. 
There are scads of flowering 
plants you can grow in hanging 
baskets. * For shade, try 
Artillery plant. Asparagus 
fern, boston fern, browallia, 
caladium, Christman cactus, 
English ivy, Grape ivy, im- 
patiens, coleus, pothos, 
petunias, tradescantia, 
tuberous begonia and Zebrlna. 

Green Thumb Clinic: "Snails 
have started working on our 
plants. I heard that salt 
sprinkled on them is sure death 
for snails. Is that true? 

Ans: Yes, many gardeners 
take a salt shaker and 
flashlight in the garden at 
night. A pinch of salt sprinkled 
on a snail quickly finishes it off.

PROPER MANNER OF 
DISPUTING THE FLAG 

Theie are certain fundamental 
rules of heraldry, which If under¬ 
stood genet ally, would indicate 
t lie proper method of displaying 
the Flag of the United States of 
America. Tile matter becomes a 
very simple one if it is kept In 
mind that the Flag represents 
I he living country and is itself 
considered as a living thing. The 
union of the Flag Is the honor 
point; the right arm is the sword 
arm and therefore the point of 
danger and hence the place of 
honor. 


» 1. The Flag should bo displayed 

* only from sunrise to suaset, or 
4- between such hours as may bo 
designated by proper authority. 
However, the Flag may be dis¬ 
played at night upon special oc¬ 
casions when it is desired to pro¬ 
duce a patriotic effect. It should 
be hoisted briskly, but should be 
lowered slowly and ceremoni¬ 
ously. The Flag should be dis¬ 
played on all National and Slate 
holidays and on historic and spe¬ 
cial occasions. (However, being 
the emblem of our country, it 
ought to fly from every flagpole 
every day throughout the year, 
weather permitting.) Special 
care should be taken to see that 
the Flag is displayed on the fol¬ 
lowing days: New Year’s Day, 
January 1; Inauguration Day, 
January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, 
February 12; Washington's 
Birthday, February 22; Easter 


Armed Forces Day, third Satur¬ 
day in May; Memorial Day (half 
staff until noon), May 30; Flag 
Day, June 14; Independence Da^ 
July 4; Labor Day, first V 
in September; CMrcn0gi Day, 
September 17; Cptmnbus Day, 
October 12;J4Rerans Day, No- 
vemberJl(EThanksgiving Day, 
foupy^Thursday of November;

ch other days as may be pro¬ 
claimed by the President of the 
United States; the birthdays of 
States (dates of admission); and 
on State holidays. The Flag 
should be displayed daily, weath¬ 
er permitting, on or near the 
main administration building of 
every public institution. The 
Flag should be displayed in or 
near every polling place on elec¬ 
tion days and, during school 
days, in or near every school- 
house. 

2. When carried in a proces¬ 
sion with another flag or flags, 
the Flag of the United States of 
America should be either on the 
marching right, i.e., the Flag's 
own right, or when there is a 
line of other flags, the Flag of 
the United States of America 
may be in front of the center of 
that line. 




3. When displayed with anoth¬ 
er flag against a wall from 
crossed staffs, the Flag of the 
United States of America should 


be on the right, the 
right, and its staff should 
front of the staff of the 
flag. 

4. When a number of flags of 
States or cities or pennants of 
societies are grouped and dis¬ 
played from staffs with the Flag 
of the United States of America, 
the latter should be at the cen¬ 
ter or at the highest point of the 
group. 

5. When flags of States or 
cities or pennants of societies are 
flown on the same halyard with 
the Flag of tho United States of 
America, the latter should al¬ 
ways be at the peak. When flown 
from adjacent staffs tho Flag of 
the United Slates of America 


should bo hoisted first nnd low¬ 
ered Inst. No such flag or pen¬ 
nant flown in the former posi¬ 
tion should be placed above, or 
in the latter position to the right 
of the Flag of the United States 



of America, i.e., to the observer’s 
left, except during church serv¬ 
ices conducted by naval chap 
lains at sea, when the church 
pennant may be flown above the 
Flag during church services for 
the personnel of the Navy.

On Me¬ 
morial Day, May 30th, the Flag 
is displayed at half-staff from 
sunrise until noon and at full 
staff from noon until sunset; for 
the Nation lives nnd the Flag is 
the symbol of the living Nnllon. 
Crepe is used on the flagstaff 
only by order of the President. 

13. When used to cover a cas¬ 
ket, the Flog should be placed 
so that the union is at the head 
and over the left shoulder. The 
Flag should not bo lowered into 
the grave nor allowed lo touch 
the ground. The casket should 
be carried foot first. 

14. When the Flag Is In such 
a condition that it is no longer a 


general. 

8. Do not fasten the Flag in 
such manner ns will permit it to 
be ensily torn. 

9. Do not drape the Flag over 
the hood, lop, sides or back of a 
vehicle, or of a railway train oi 
boat. When the Flag is displayed 
on a motor car, the staff should 
be allixed firmly to the cnassts. 
or clamped to the radiator cup. 

10. Do not display the Hag on 
a float in a parade except irom 
a staff. 

11. Do not use the Flag as a 
covering for a ceiling. 

12. Do not carry the Flag Hal 
or horizontally, but always aiott 
and free. 

13. Do not use the Flag as a 
portion of a costume or oi an 
athletic uniform. Do not em¬ 
broider it upon cushions or nnnd- 
kerchiefs nor print it on paper 
napkins or boxes. 

14. Do not pul lettering of any 
kind upon the Flug. 

15. Do not use the Flag in any 
form of advertising nor fasten 
iui advertising sign to a pole 
from which the Flag is flown. 

16. Do not display, use or store 
the Flag in such a manner as 
will permit it to be easily soiled 
or dumaged. 

17. The Flag should never be 
used as a receptacle for receiv¬ 
ing, holding, carrying, or deliver¬ 
ing anything.

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The real difference between the Bruins and Celtics

What made it sweeter was that both 
names were on television at the same 
time. 

It enabled everyone to see for them¬ 
selves the real difference between the 
Celtics and the Bruins. Both teams had 
just lost heartbreaking games in the last 
seconds of play; the Celtics by one point in 
overtime, the Bruins in sudden death. 
When the afternoon ended, the Celtics 
were the new N.B.A. champions, while the 
Bruins went down another game in their 
losing series with the Flyers. It was there, 
as it has always been there. The difference 
between the Celtics and the Bruins is 
really a fundamental one—it is called 
character. 

Let it be said here that I am not a 
Bruin hater. As a longtime Boston sports 
fan, I root for the Bruins and I think Bobby 
Orr and Phil Esposito aro extraordinary 
hockey players. I am not here to debate the 
quality of the Bruins or the Celtics. I 
merely wish to make some observations 
about the real fiber of the two teams. 

I,et's look at this thing-eharacter. 
What is it? It, like love or beauty or class, 
is a hard thing to define. Perhaps it was 
best described by a prominent United 
States Senator trying to define an im¬ 
peachable offense. "I don't know what it 
is. I’ll just know it when I see it.” Why does 
one see it in the Celtics and not in the 
Bruins? 

First, look at the managements of the 
two teams. In the last fifteen years, the 
Celtics have had three coaches—Red 
Auerbach, Bill Russell and Tommy 
Heinsohn. The Bruias have had that many 
coaches in the last five years. As for 
general managers, the Celtics have had 


one real boss, Mr. Auerbach. The Bruins 
front office stability is best typified by 
Harry Sindcn coaching, quitting, talking to 
Sports Illustrated, and returning as major 
domo of the team. As for Milt Schmidt 
fiasco, the less said the better. Charac¬ 
ter—you know it when you see it. 

I^et's move to the players. 

Where the Bruins have stories about 
Mike Walton walking through glass doors 
and Derek Sanderson popping off every 
other week, the Celtics just go about their 
business. The W.H.A. has lured people like 
Teddy Green, John Mackenzie and Gerry 
Cheevers with little difficulty. 

There has never been even a rumor of 
a Celtic going to the A.B.A. As for 
cooperation with the press, the difference 
is even more startling. Where John 
Havlicek and Dave Cowens are always 
available and willing to the press, Bobby 
Orr and Phil Esposito dress in the training 
room and are virtually inaccessible for 
post-game interviews. 

As for their performance on the ice, has 
anyone every seen a Bruin get called for a 
penalty without a verbal attack for the 
referee and a poignant slam of the penalty 
box door? In the same vein, has anyone 
ever seen a Havlicek or Cowens rant and 
rave over every infraction? Let’s put it 
another way, who would you want your 
child to emulate—Wayne Cashman or 
John Havlicek? Character—you know it 
when you see it. 

The question now remains—why are 
the Boston fans so devoted to the Bruins? 
Why is ten thousand fans considered a 
“good" crowd for the Celtics, when twenty 
short of capacity is a disaster for the 
Bruins. Part of the reason has to be the 
nature of the game. 


In violent, fast-moving times, hockey 
is a much more violent fast moving game. 
Part of it, I suspect, is a racial factor. That 
discussion, however, is for another 
column. Much of it is rooted in the media. 

The hockey columnists in this town fall 
just short of hero worshipping when 
describing the Bruins. While the Celtic 
writers are certainly not impartial, they 
do not write with the same reverence and 
partiality toward their home team's 
players. With virtually every Bruin game 
on the tube, we all know Shep, Espie, and 
Hodgie and remember with fondness Pie, 
Shaky, and Cheesie. Is it any wonder that 
when one does get an interview with a 
Bruin Star, it feels like an audience with 
the Queen. . 

Talking to Dave Cowens is like talking 
to an old friend. Character. 

One final note on the Boston media. 
Some nights we were blitzed by television 
commentators, exclaiming what a great 
team the Celtics are and how much 
classier they are than the Bruins. They 
then tell us what a disgrace it is that the 
Bruins get all the publicity and recognition 
in this town. Who do these T.V. stars think 
give all the publicity to the Bruins? These 
are the same people who tell us what a 
disgrace hockey fighting is to sports- 
saving their verbal lecture until after the 
third replay of an O'Reilly-Shultz fight. 

So now the Celtics are champions and 
the Bruins are in serious trouble. The 
bandwagon jumping is in full swing. If you 
play it smart, you stick with the players 
and teams with character. As for all you 
longtime Celtics lovers, don’t let these 
late, fair weather fans bother you. 
Hypocrisy is something else you know 
when you see it.

Letter explains tennis controversy 


Editor's notes: 

In the May 23, 1974, edition of "The 
Newton Graphic," Bob Low wrote an article 
about the Newton North boys' tennis team. 

In describing a match between Newton 
North and Newton South, Low wrote, "Using 
a vastly shifted line-up, South came up with a 
narrow 3-2 victory... After the match, it was 
pointed out that Newton South had shifted six 
of their seven players from the day before 
when they had played Acton-Boxboro. It was 
also indicated that the rules state that a 
team’s best two players must play first and 
second singles. 

Ill-feeling appears to have arisen from 
the suggestion that Newton South may have 
used an illegal line-up. George Jessup, coach 
of Newton North, has asked to clarify cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding this match and 
Low’s article. A statement from Jessup 
follows: 

“As coach of the Newton North tennis 
team, I did not want to break a fine tradition 
of an annual meeting between the two 
schools. 

"Prior to the match, Mr. Val Cyr in¬ 
dicated one of his players was slightly in¬ 
jured. I in turn stated, 'Play any line-up, I just 
want to get the match in,' since it was the only 
available date left. 

“Newton North's tennis team is very 
much aware of the state rules concerning 
tennis which are briefly: the number one 
player must be the best player, the number 
two player must be the second best player. 
The first doubles must be the best doubles, 
and the second doubles must be the second 
best doubles. 


"Newton North lost to Newton South, 2-3, 
in a very exciting match. Both teams played 
very well and the match could have been won 
by either team. I feel that my teamed played 
beyond expectations and I should in no way 
want to protest the match or South’s line-up. 
Especially since there was a gentleman's 
agreement beforehand. 

"However, it was great to see my number 
two doubles team defeat South’s first doubles 
team (which was playing in the second 
doubles spot). North’s first doubles team lost 
in a tiebreaker (third set) against Bill and 
Tom Karol. 

“I apologize for not telling Robert Low 
(who is also one of my teennis players) about 
the agreement that Mr. Cyr and I set up 
before playing the match concerning 
placement of players. 

“Robert Low, the writer of the article, 
was correct in what he wrote with regard to 
the rules. I do feel that as coaches we must be 
able to take care of our own problems instead 
'of resorting to the printed word which at 
times can be somewhat distorted to sell 
papers (.NOT THE "Graphic," though). 

“This letter is an attempt to pacify Mr. 
Val Cyr since I do believe his feelings and 
prestige were hurt by the article written by 
Robert Low, a student reporter. 

"I honestly feel (and I feel bad about 
thinking this) that the Newton North-Newton 
South tennis tradition should be terminated if 
such a hassle as this takes place again.”

Goes On 


NORWOOD-The car that 
started the small car 
revolution in the United States 
25 years ago is alive and well 
and will continue to be sold 
here indefinitely, according to 
Lester Lee, General Manager 
of Herb Anderson Volkswagen, 
authorized Volkswagen sales, 
service and parts facility at 
1210 Providence Highway. 

“There are no plans to stop 
production of the Beetle,” the 
local VW official said, "and 
rumors that our new series of 
water-colled, front-wheel drive 
cars will replace it are without 
foundation." The Beetle, he 
noted, is presently the world's 
best-selling model and the 
most-produced car in history. 

“You don’t scrap a winner," 
he said. 

Since 1957, Mr. Lee pointed 
out, there have been persistent 
reports that the Beetle was on 
its way out. 

"That," he explained, "Is 
due to the fact that it’s more 
newsworthy to report the 
possible end of a love affair 
than the continuation of one.. 


And anything that’s been 
selling year after year without 
any major changes in ap¬ 
pearance • and still looks 
current - is not likely to make 
headlines by coming out again 
next year, but rather only by 
not coming out." 

According to Mr. Lee, 
today’s Beetle is the best built 
"’bug” ever to roll off the VW 
factory’s Wolfsburg, West 
Germany, assembly line.

the past six years the car 


manufacturers have forecast 
an increase in the demand for 
smaller-sized car and have 
steadily increased the per¬ 
centage of production of 
compacts and subcompacts. 
Had it not been for advance 
planning, the car factories 
would not have been able to 
convert five major assembly 
plants from the production of 
standard-sized cars to smaller 
cars in less than six months 
after the outbreak of the war in 
the Mideast. 

The cost of converting a 
plant is staggering. One auto 
manufacturer estimates that 
switching from production of 
standard-size cars to compacts 
at one plant cost about 675 
million. 


The retraining of people to 
new production procedures 
requires months of on-the-job 
training before the 
changeover. In one such case, 
several small cars were 
shipped to the plant so that 
workers could familiarize 
themselves with the models by 
disassembling and re¬ 
assembling them. 

A shutdown period was 
necessary for the installation, 
modification and 
rearrangement of machinery, 
during which time most of the 
laid-off employees were paid 95 
percent of their normal income 
after taxes, under the in¬ 
dustry's Supplemental 
Unemployment Benefit Plan

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Hamilton

Parking ordinance denied 


A proposed ordinance requiring provision of 
off-street parking for commercial establishments 
when their use changes was denied without 
prejudice by the Board of Aldermen Tuesday 
night. 

The proposal has been under fire by the 
business community and the Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce ever since its revival 
several months ago. IT was proposed last year by 
Rep. Peter Harrington and has been held in the 
Land Use Committee. 

Denial without prejudice allows an item to be 
resubmitted at any time. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Joseph Mc¬ 
Donnell told the Board that Planning Director 
Charles Thomas is still working on revisions of the 
proposed ordinance that would entail “substantial 
changes" and that a new public hearing will be 
required. 


Aid. Robert Tennant, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, agreed that denial of the proposal in 
anticipation of submission of another was the 
proper action, and commented on the "unease in 
the city" due to the uncertain status of the parking 
requirement ordinance. 

Another long-held item, a petition for per¬ 
missive use to continue a truck-and-trailer rental 
business at McMullin’s service station on Route 9 
in Newton Highlands, was passed with conditions 
by a vote of 17 to 7, after a parliamentary 
argument by Aid. Mark White backfired and 
brought the item to a vote. 

White argued that according to parliamentary 
procedure an item held "on the table" is dead 
unless "taken from the table" at the next meeting 
and acted upon. The McMullin measure had been 
laid on the table some time ago, when it appeared 
that it was in danger of defeat. 


White was overruled in his argument, and Aid. 
Michael Antonellis called for the vote. 

The board returned to the I-and Use Com¬ 
mittee a petition of Cramer Electronics for per¬ 
mission to extend its parking lot in Newton at 128 
industrial park into the flood plain zone. 

Aid David B. Cohen argued successfully that 
the plan could be further altered to give Cramer all 
the parking it requires without encroaching on the 
flood plain. “If I am wrong," he said, "all we've 
lost is about one month. If this proposal is wrong, 
we will irrevocably alter the flood storage capacity 
of this land." 

Cohen also said that he feels that as part of any 
board order granted for the additional parking, 
there should be a prohibition against building on 
the parking lot.

The Black Citizens of Newton (BCON) has 
charged that the Newton delegation to the June 1 
Democratic caucus in Framingham "ignored its 
responsibility" to elect a black representative from 
the Fourth Congressional District to attend the 
national Democratic Charter Convention. 

BCON will seek the appointment of a black 
through the Democratic State Committee under its 
affirmative action program. 

The caucus climaxed a series of meetings on 
ward and city levels all across the state to select 
delegates to the December convention and shaping 
policy of the Democratic Party. 

In a resolution sent to Rep. David Mofenson. 
chairman of the Democratic City Committee, the 
executive board of BCON says that the State Com¬ 
mittee's affirmative action program called for 
mailings and publicity to be directed to members of 
underrepresented groups and for contact to be made 
with organizations of minority and ethnic groups to 
encourage participation in the process of selection of 
delegates. 

BCON which has a membership of 1,000, was 
never made aware of any such efforts, the resolution 


says, and on May 28 by resolution urged that the 
Newton delegation work to elect a black to the Fourth 
Congressional District delegation. 

This was not done. BCON points out, and the 
result statewide is that not one black was elected in 
the whole state west of Roxbury. 

The actions of the 54 Newton delegates elected at 
ward meetings May 4. that led up to the June 1 caucus 
have come under severe criticism by Eugene 
Hampton. BCON chairman, and have caused a deep 
rift among stalled liberal Democrats here. 

Some of the delegates reportedly left a meeting 
chaired by William Carmen, three-time candidate for 
mayor of Newton, whom they described as trying to 
"steamroller" a Newton endorsement of Democratic 
State Committeewoman Betty Taymor of Newton. 

Hampton and others charge that endorsements of 
the four Fourth District delegates to the December 
convention was prearranged before any of the 
caucuses, and that one influential member of the City 
Committee said about Ms. Taymor and the other 
three delegates from other parts of the Fourth 
District. "This is the slate acceptable to Ted Ken¬ 
nedy." 

Hampton pointed out that the names of the four 
"elected” from the Fourth District, including Ms. 


Taymore. appeared in a Boston newspaper on the 
morning of June 1. the day on which the Framingham 
caucus took place. 

Reports of the various meetings before the 
caucus agree that would-be candidates from Newton 
were discouraged from pursuing their candidacy. 

Eugene Hampton, however, presented himself as 
a candidate at the caucus, even after receiving no 
encouragement here. He did not get enough votes to 
be elected, although he did receive a surprising 
number of votes and might have been elected with 
greater support of the Newton delegation. 

Massachusetts will have 62 delegates to the 
December policy-shaping convention to be held in 
Kansas City. Of the 62.42 were elected at the caucus. 
10 are the slate's Congressmen and U.S. Senators, 
and 10 will be appointed by the Democratic State 
Committee. 

Hampton is urging that at least one of these 10 be 
black. 

An expansion of BCON to include all of Middlesex 
County (BCOM) "will be viable by the time tie 
primary elections are held," Hampton said this week. 
The formal announcement of the expansion and the 
towns and cities included will be made this week, he 
said. 


Game show contestant still in \jeopardy'

Sometimes you get more than you were looking 
for when you track down a story. 

Such was the case of Jeopardy contestant Timo 
Philip, a social studies teacher this past year at 
Newton North High School. 

First, the happy Part; the part I expected. 

Philip appeared on four Jeopardy shows in 
mid-May and won $2,020. He calls it "the only quiz 
show on TV worth watching. 

Philip won money because he knew, for 
example, that Yogi Berra was the catcher of Don 
Iarsen's World Series perfect game. He could have 
won more money if he had known that Vespucci 
built ships for Christopher Columbus' second and 
third voyages. 

Philip admitted that he has "some bits of 
knowledge only good for winning money on 
Jeopardy," but attributed his overall success to 
being well-read. He said that he might have had an 
edge because he is a history teacher. 

Philip says that he was not nevous when he 
went on the show. To qualify for his appearance, he 
had to take a general knowledge test in New York. 


Philip can never appear on Jeopardy again. "I 
think I can only be on one more quiz show in my 
life." he noted. Philip signed a contract 
acknowledging that he had been on no other quiz 
show in the past year. 

Philip had an opportunity to win far more 
money than he did. If he could have answered all 
five questions in one category, he could have won 
bonus money. Philip made an attempt at this when 
the bonus pool reached $1,500, but he was able to 
correctly answer only four of five history 
questions. 

Winning five games could also have resulted in 
further rewards, but Philip was beaten in his 
fourth game. The man who beat him won five 
games. 

Contestants on Jeopardy do not actually an¬ 
swer questions, they ask them. A contestant might 
hear, from the movies category that "tliis man 
owned the Blue Parrot in Casablanca." The con¬ 
testant might then answer, "Who was Sidney 
Greenstreet?"

Sen. Irving Fishman will run for 
reelection next fall against Sen. Jack 
Backman of Brookline in a race for a new, 
single Newton-Brookline district, created by 
senate redistricting. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1974, Newton will have 
four single-member districts for the state 
House of Representatives instead of the 
present two double districts.

They are both 
Democrats. 

Four aspirants submitted papers for the 
16th District seat, now occupied by Paul 
Guzzi, who is running for Secretary of State.

State Senator Jack H. Backman (D— 
Brookline), chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Social Welfare, Thursday announced that 
he will seek reelection in the Newton- 
Brookline senatorial district. 

Backman will host an open house at his 
Brookline headquarters at 229 Harvard St., 
from 3-5 p.m. June 30. 

Backman served three terms in the House 
of Representatives before being elected to the 
State Senate in 1970 and reelected in 1972 by a 
20,000 vote plurality. 

Backman has been a leadrr in legislation 
such as minimum income for the elderly, 
children's rights, rent control, truth in- 
lending, handgun control, women’s rights, 
environmental protection, consumer 
protection, prison reform, housing and 
transportation. 

In 1970, Backman was the lone legislator, 
other than the sponsor, to publicly endorse 
and testify on behlaf of the "Shea-Wells bill," 
which tested the constitutionality of the 
Vietnam War and he authored the brief for 
the sponsor of the legislation before the 
United States Supreme Court. 

He also was the only state legislator in the 
Commonwealth to run and be elected an at- 
large delegate to the Democratic National 
Convention in Miami, Fla., pledged to 
McGovern. 

In 1973 Backman filed legislation to 
provide Massachusetts with a guranteed 
adequate income for the elderly, blind and 
disabled. Backman's bill was enacted into 
law, making Massachusetts first in the nation 
in economic security for the elderly. 

This year he has extended the concept of 
a minimum adequate income to children and 
his bill which would grant annual cost-of- 
living increases to families with dependent 
children, as well as to veterans, has been 
given final approval in the State Senate. 
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After certification of signatures on the 
nomination papers, candidates must file the 
papers with the Secretary of State's office by 
5 p.m., June 25. 

Candidates for statewide office and 
candidates for U.S. Congress must submit 
nomination papers to local election officials 
by June 25 and file them with the Secretary of 
State by July 2. 

Nomination papers have been issued to A. 
Jefferson Cornell, an insurance executive 
with offices in Newtonville, for congressman 
from the Fourth Congressional District. An 
independent, Cornell would run in the regular 
election against the winner of the Drinan- 
Rotenberg primary and the Republican 
candidates.

Research chemist Arthur S. Obermayer 
of 239 Chestnut St., West Newton, was 
scheduled to be arraigned at noon Wednesday 
in Middlesex Superiod Court. 

Two weeks ago, the Middlesex County 
Grand Jury handed down indictments 
charging Obermayer with assaultand battery 
with a dangerous weapon (a truck) and illegal 
use of a motor vehicle.

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Fishman bill opens credit reports 


Massachusetts consumers 
will be the first in the nation to 
have direct access to in¬ 
formation held in their credit 
files if a bill sponsored by Sen. 
Irving Fishman (D-Newton) 
becomes law. It has been 
passed in the Senate and is now 
before the House. 

The bill (S-1628) is based in 
part on two earlier Fishman 
coasumer credit bills and was 
shaped by the Committee on 
Banks and Banking, chaired by 
Sen. Fishman. 

"The Fair Credit Reporting 
Act, landmark consumer 
legislation which successfully 
fought for in 1971 does not go 
far enough in protecting the

rights of individuals," 
Fishman said. Sen. Fishman is 
also a member of the Special 
Legislative Commission on 
Privacy, 

Currently consumers 
seeking information contained 
in their records are given only 
summary statements by credit 
reporting agencies. They do 
not have any direct access to 
records. 

Under Sen. Fishman's bill 
any consumer will have the 
legal right to see "the nature 
contents and substance of all 
information, except medical 
information" held in his or her 
credit reporting acency file at 
the time of the request. Fur¬ 
thermore, consumers will have 
the opportunity to receive 
photocopies of all information 
contained in their reports. In 
place of the code identification 
used in transmitting fin- 
formation to and from credit 
reporting agencies, the names 
of the users of the credit in¬ 
formation (e.g., department 
stores) which correspond to the 
code identifications must be 


disclosed to the consumer. 

Under Sen. Fishman’s bill, 
consumers would not be 
required to make a personal 
appearance at a credit 
reporting agency in order to 
find out what is in their files. 
They could request and receive 
“by certified mail, return 
receipt requested, deliver to 
addresses only," copies of their 
credit reports in un¬ 
derstandable language. For 
this service consumers would 
only be required to pay for the 
postage. 

Furthermore, Sen. 
Fishman's bill would require 
that as a prerequisite for doing 
business in Massachusetts 
every consumer reporting 
agency that issues in¬ 
vestigative consumer reports 
must register with and file 
annual reports to the Com¬ 
missioner of Banks. 

The Commissioner of Banks 
would have the right to in¬ 
vestigate and inspect the 
records and procedures used 
by each registrant, and make 
rules and regulations designed 


to protect consumers from 
industry abuses. 

Under Fishman’s bill 
violations of the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act by credit 
reporting agencies could result 
in their being barred from 
doing biLsiness within the state 
and subject to other legal 
action. 

Sen. Fishman explained that 
"as good as the Fair Credit Act 
was in 1971, experience now 
indicates we need these 
amendments to further protect 
the consumer." 

Fishman discussed the bill at 
a recent consumer credit 
conference in Boston. At the 
conference former Consumer 
Council Chairman Dermott 
Shea described Fishman as 
"the principal architect of 
truth-in-lending in 
Massachusetts and a leader in 
every major consumer battle 
in the legislature." 

"Massachusetts leads the 
nation in consumer credit and 
consumer protection laws, 
largely becuase of the efforts of 
Sen. Fishman," Shea said.

The 
further government decisior 
making is removed from publie 
scrutiny, whether hidden in a 
bureau in Washington or ir 
Boston, the more this essential 
principle is eroded. We believe 
that this right can only be 
restored by returning decisior 
making to the local level by 
maximizing the use of local 
institutions of governmenl 
where the voices of the people 
can be heard and where 
solutions to problems can 
properly be tailored to the 
needs of the people."

Mann heads Criminal 
Justice Training Council 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
was sworn in Tuesday as 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
Criminal Justice Training 
Council by Governor Francis 
W. Sargent at ceremonies in 
Boston. 

The Criminal Justice 
Training Council was 
established by law to meet the 
training needs of all those 
engaged in criminal justice. 

Justice Franklin Flaschner, 
Chief Justice of the District 
Courts and presiding justice at 
the Newton District Court, is 
also a member. 

In remarks at the ceremony 
Mayor Mann said, “As a 
mayor, I am highly aware of 
the ultimate goal of improved 
training to provide better 


services to our communities. 
We must provide more ef¬ 
fective crime prevention, 
apprehension and 
rehabilitative programs. Now 
that rehabilitation programs 
are moving out of institutions, 
police court and correction 
personnel have the respon¬ 
sibility of considering the 
needs of the total community 
and the demands and rights of 
individual neighborhoods, 
minority groups and local 
businessmen." 

Mann continued, "I am 
convinced that properly 
designed training programs 
can show us how to increase 
community cooperation.” 

Mann concluded his remarks 


by calling for cooperation from 
all segments and levels of the 
criminal justice field from 
patrolman to chief justice and 
stated that the council will 
encourage individuals as well 
as organizations to com¬ 
municate their training needs 
for review and action. 

"The Criminal Justice 
Training Council has a rare 
opportunity to make fun¬ 
damental contributions to law 
enforcement and criminal 
justice, for the system can only 
be as good as the people who 
make it operate.

The legislation attempts to 
eliminate any future problems

In that case, defenders of the 
jurist argued that the 
legislature had failed to 
exercise its judicial removal 
powers by the institution of the 
bill of address only after the 
Supreme Judicial Court had 
disbarred him and suspended 
him from sitting on the bench. 

Members of the commission 
would serve without com¬ 
pensation, except for reim¬ 
bursement of reasonable ex¬ 


penses, for four-year terms, 
although the initial ap¬ 
pointments would be staggered 
and abbreviated. No judges 
would be eligible to serve, 
Mofenson said. 

Rep. Mofenson, who filed 
similar legislation for the 
Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters and the 
Massachusetts Bar 
Association, said the bill 
reported out by the Judiciary 
Committee would make all 
actions of the commission 
confidential unless the com¬ 
mission reported any 
recommendations to the 
Supreme Judicial Court or the 
legislature. That report would 
be public as well as an annual 
report to the legislature.

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Committee hears 
Highlands plan

No opposition was voiced at a public 
hearing before half the members of the 
Legislation and Rules Committee last week, 
when proponents of a Newton Highlands 
“service area" explained why they feel the 
Highlands group should be recognized as a 
legal entity of government. 

Of the 65 residents of the Highlands, 10 
spoke in favor of establishment of the service 
area and council to the seven aldermen 
present, three of whom are not members of 
the Legislation and Rules Committee. 

Under the city charter adopted in 1971, a 
group may petition for recognition if 20 per 
cent of the residents of the delineated 
geographic area have indicated by signature 
that they wish to form the service area. 

Among the powers and functions of the 
service area are the communication of 
neighborhood attitudes on zoning, recreation, 
school buildings, housing and the like; the 
undertaking of self-help projects; and the 
ability to raise or accept funds from public or 
private sources, but not from the City of 
Newton government. 

Newton Highlands lies partly in Ward 5 
and partly in Ward 6. For this reason among 
others, the area to be represented by the 
service are encompasses the Hyde School 
District. 

The service area will be represented by a 
nine-member council elected by and from the 
registered voters of the area. 

Aid. Louis Egelson asked Robert Smith, 
55 Chester St., how the area group would 
differ from an improvement society. Egelson 
siad that in his opinion the main difference 
would be that "action seems centered in the 
council. I would be concerned that a small 
body not serve as representative of the whole 
community." 

Smith responded that the service area 
and council would be “broader spectrum and 
more permanent.” 

Laurance Walton, 61 Bowdoin St., added 
that the question had arisen during the 
petition drive. It appeared to him, he said, 


that an improvement society is oriented 
toward mercantile establishments, while the 
service area and council are designed to be a 
means of communication. "It doesn't replace 
an improvement society, but is that and 
more." 

Newton Highlands has no improvement 
society and an inactive merchants' 
association. 

Aid. Joan Saklad, alderman at large from 
Ward 6 who lives in the geographic limits of 
the area, concentrated on means of com¬ 
munication from residents of the area to the 
elected area council. 

She was assured by one of the founders of 
the group, Barbara Kaplan, 1090 Walnut St., 
that the council will gather opinions from 
residents by telephone, mail, and personal 
contact, as well as by public meetings. 

The service area includes 2,740 registered 
voters. 

The proprietor of a dress shop on Lincoln 
Street, Edith Michaels, strongly supported 
the concept of a service area. She described 
the shopping area as a "dark, dank place," 
but feels the Highlands is a good 
neighborhood. 

“I've been in business there three years, 
and I've only gotten two bad checks," she 
said, "and one of them was from Newton 
Centre." 

Present for the hearing were Legislation 
and Rules Committee members Joan Saklad, 
Thomas Concannon, Louis Egelson and Eliot 
Cohen (Aid. Andrew Magni, Richard 
Bullwinkle, Sidney Small of Ward 5, and 
Jason Sacks were absent). 

Other aldermen present were Ward 5 
Alderman Susan Schur, Michael Antonellis, 
at large from Ward 5, and Edward Richmond. 
Ward 6 Aldermen Ernest Dietz and Michael 
Lipof of Ward 6 were absent. 

Aid. Schur commented after the hearing 
that she is wholeheartedly behind the service 
area. "The Highlands needs to have an ef¬ 
fective liaison between the residents and the 
city government. The area council will be in 
more regular contact with the residents than 
any one alderman can ever be."

Recreation Commission votes 
tennis rule change, lessons

The Newton Recreation 
Commission this week voted to 
change its rules regarding who 
can use tennis courts after 5 
p.m. and granted permission to 
Harvey Harrison to give ad¬ 
vanced tennis lessons. 

It tabled a request to have 
the city's ban on non-resudent 
guests playing tennis. 

Young people had been 
complaining about a rule that 
people under 16 could not use 
tennis courts after 5 p.m. 

Discussing the matter, 
Recreation Commissioner 
Francis Rice said that the rule 
was originally intended to 
apply to the city's clay, permit 
courts and not to all the courts 
in the city. 

Rice remarked that the rule 
would be unenforceable at non¬ 
attendant courts. 

The rule was changed to 
apply only to Newton South, 
Newton Centre and Burr, the 
permit courts. People under 16 
can play tennis after 5 p.m. at 
the other courts in the city. 

Harvey Harrison, ranked 
12th in New England, offered to 
give free advanced tennis 
lessons and the Recreation 
Commissioners voted Monday 
to accept. 

The lessons, previously 
announced, were to have 
started Tuesday. They are 
being held from 6 to 8 p.m. on 
four courts at South High 
School every Tuesday and 
Thursday for three weeks. The 
second lesson will be tonight at 
6 p.m. 

The total class is being 
limited to 32 people. 

Discussion on allowing non¬ 
resident guests to play tennis 
here with a resident permit 
holder was put off until July. 
The Recreation Commission 
decided to survey permit 
holders at the three permit 
courts for their opinions on 
charging the rule. 


Harrison, aproponent of 
changing the rule, submitted a 
survey he had taken that in¬ 
dicated most people favor 
changing the rule. 

Under Harrison’s plan, a 
permit holder could play with a 
resident guest but would have 
to give up one of his three 
reserve hours allowed per 
week. 

The possibility that the 
Recreation Department may 
be relocated in City Hall was 
raised at the meeting by the 
commission Chairman Burton 
Levine. 

In response to a proposal 
from Commissioner Lynne 
Arthur to change the com¬ 
mission's meeting date and 
place, Levine indicated that 
the department might make 
this move. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
Tuesday confirmed that such a 
move is being considered.If it 
takes place he said, the 
department would move after 
the revaluation team leaves 
the basement offices they now 
have in City Hall. 

He estimated that would be 
one year from now. 

Ms. Arthur wanted to have 
the commission meetings 
changed to City Hall, but the 
other commissioners argued 
that since the department was 
moving, they might as well 
wait until all its resources were 
relocated. 

Commissioners voted 
against moving the meetings to 
City Hall at this time. They 
voted in favor of changing their 
meeting night from the third 
Monday of the month to the 
second Monday of the month.

Penney's fate 
still unresolved 


After several weeks of aldermnnic Finance Committee 
discussion, including at least three "executive sessions" 
(closed to the press and public), and two unannounced 
meetings of the Recreation Commission, also closed the 
fate of outgoing Recreation Department head John Penney 
is still unresolved. 

Penney is being replaced on July 1 by Russell Halloran. 
whose appointment by Mayor Theodore Mann was con¬ 
firmed some weeks ago. 

The administration hopes to keep Penney as Halloran's 
assistant by the creation of a new position—assistant 
Recreation Commissioner—at a salary of 117.035 per year. 

When opposition to the new position developed in the 
Board of Aldermen, the may or limited the tenure of the new 
job to about nine months, or until tin- next budgetary 
process begins. 

By this week's Board of Aldermen meeting, tenure had 
been revised further to a half-year contract at $8,500. 

Aid, Richard Bullwinkle challenged the legality of the 
item before the Board, and asked. "If this is a new job. what 
authorized it? We are attempting to take $8,500 to add a job 
we don’t need." 

Board President F.liot Cohen answered that the City- 
Solicitor had decided that the appointment of Penney to the 
new position is not a financial item and not an ordinance 
and is therefore "a confirmatory vote." It need never have 
been before the Board. Cohen added. 

The position that Board action would be "con¬ 
firmatory" was apparently arrived at very shortly before 
Tuesday night's Board meeting as the way out of a situation 
now embarrassing not only to Penney but also to the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Bullwinkle objected to the contract as "a different 
technique to arrive at a job." and pointed out that if the 
Board had known that the notice of appointment and salary 
of the new assistant recreation commissionerwas merely 
advisory to the Board, many weeks and much talk could 
I lave been saved. 

"The Executive didn't realize it was advisory." Cohen 
replied. 

After a proposal offered by Aid. Louis F.gclson giving 
Penney a six-month term of office at $8,500 passed by a 13-11 
vote. Bullwinkle "chartered" the item, and asked for 
clarification by the City Solicitor. He was joined by seven 
other aldermen in the charter objection. 

A charter objection stops all further action on any 
measure, and when the alderman making the charter ob¬ 
jection is joined by at least three other aldermen, no vote 
can be taken until the next regular meeting of the Board—in 
this case July 2. No action may be Liken at a specially 
called meeting.

School 

Phenomenon 

Newton is facing a phenomenon it has 
not seen since the years following World 
War I. 

School enrollment has been declining 
steadily since 1968, and it is anticipated 
that it will continue to drop in the next five 
years. 

From 1948-67, enrollment in Newton 
increased by more than 7,000 students. This 
was a situation which was relatively easy 
to respond to. All the city had to do was 
build more classrooms. 

The dilemma of declining enrollment 
is not so simple. The prospect of a school 
closing frightens and angers people in the 
communities which may be affected. 

It is too early to say whether closing a 
school is the best answer to declining 
enrollment her now. Problems such as 
having to bus elementary school children 
and disrupting community identities are 
possible consequences. 

What has been obscured in all the 
furor over a possible school closing is that 
declining enrollment is not bad. Declining 
enrollment is an indication that people are 
concerned about overpopulation. 

It is unfortunate that Newton's most 
severely underenrolled schools are all in 
the same half of the city. Otherwide, 
students at schools which are in need of 
additions could be conveniently transferred 
to schools with empty classrooms. 

Newton citizens must realize that the 
era of repeated school building has come to 
an end. An obvious advantage to be gained 
from this is that fewer bonds will be 
required to finance construction. 

Someday, as a result of lower enroll¬ 
ment, the school budget may actually go 
down. 

Declining enrollment might not be so 
bad after all.

For some inexplicable 
reason, these instances occasionally arise. 

A press release is submitted. It doesn't 
get in the paper. Another is turned in. It 
doesn’t get in the paper. The editor starts 
writing “must” on the stories because she's 
aware they're not getting in the paper. Even 
this tactic doesn’t work. 

They disappear, they get lost, they get 
pulled out at the last minute, they get 
crumpled into a little ball and wind up on the 
floor. They don’t get in the paper. 


There doesn't live a more understanding 
lady than Irene Gaffin who does publicity for 
Mayflower Chapter B'nai B'rith. 

She is the Graphic’s most recent victim of 
this uncontrollable phenomenon. 

She never yelled at me and I kept 
apologizing. Somehow she seemed to un¬ 
derstand that the situation had gone beyond 
all control. I'm impressed that she never got' 
angry, always stayed cool, and just kept on 
submitting the stories and hoping for the best. 

The Boys' Club of Newton is showing 
signs of developing this very same condition. 
Its publicity people, too, have been patient 
through the ordeal. , 

The only saving grace of this phenomenon 
is that the condition does not go on forever. 


A WORD TO THE WISE 



GOP conservatives 
ignore political facts 

On the basis of the 1972 Presidential election returns, 
Massachusetts is the most Democratic and most liberal of 
the nation's 50 states. 

Political analysts in other parts of the United States, 
after studying the vote in the last Presidential election, and 
pondering the fact that Massachusetts was the only state 
George McGovern was able to carry, find it difficult to 
believe that we have a Republican Governor and one 
Republican U.S. Senator. 

They are incredulous on being told that Republican 
Governors have headed the state government in 
Massachusetts for 12 of the past 14 years even though the 
Bay State has become increasingly Democratic. 

Jolui A. Volpe won the gubernatorial elections in 1960, 
1964 and 1966. Francis W. Sargent was the Republican 
winner in 1970. The only Democrat to achieve election to the 
Governorship during that period was Endicott Peabody in 
1962, when Governors were elected to two-year terms. 

Yet, Richard M. Nixon was unable to carry 
Massachusetts at the peak of his popularity against an 
extremely weak Democratic opponent. 

John Volpe was elected three times to the Governorship 
because many thousands of Democrats of Italian descent 
championed his cause and voted for him. 

Francis Sargent was elected in 1970 because he also 
succeeded in drawing support of a substantial number of 
Democrats. 

Sargent, Volpe and Christian A. Herter were all liberal 
Republicans. A conservative Republican of the stamp of 
Barry Goldwater could not win a state-wide election in 
Massachusetts if he were given a head start of 250,000 votes 
before the race began. 

Massachusetts now is very close to being a one-party 
state. It would become one almost overnight if Francis

Sargent and Donald Dwight adopted the political 
philosophy of the conservative Republicans who seemed to 
dominate the recent unofficial GOP State Convention. 

Politically, some of the sonvention delegates, with 
whom this reporter talked, live in a world of political 
unreality. They talk as if the time were 1900 and 
Massachusetts were a safely and solidly Republican state, 
’the opinions some delegates expressed sounded as if they 
had not yet actually entered the 20th Century. 

They boohed Governor Sargent and Senator Edward W. 
Brooke, the Republican party’s two most successful 
present-day politicians in Massachusetts. 

Privately, they criticized Sargent for doing the things 
he must do to survive politically in a Democratic state, and 
they blasted both Brooke and Sargent for not being more 
loyal to President Nixon when he has been under fire from 
all sides. 

It does not seem to occur to these conservative. 
Republicans that they themselves will be just about out of 
political business, with little to quarrel about, if Sargent 
and Dwight should go down to defeat next Nov. 5, which is 
by no means impossible. 

• This observer has never ceased to marvel that some 
delegates to Republican State Conventions, both official 
and unofficial, clamor and fight for the right to attend these 
conclaves and then don’t remain at them long enough to 
vote in major contests. 

That cost Elliot Richardson the nomination for At¬ 
torney General at the 1962 convention in Worcester when 
some of his supporters left the convention hall and went 
home. Brooke stood on the platform and pleaded with his 
backers to remain in the hall. Most of them did, and he won 
on the second ballot. Republican leaders should insist that 
their party’s delegates take a pledge to remain at the 
conventions until all the business has been completed. 

Cong. Drinan explains 
his stand on abortion 

Congressman Robert F. Drinan of Newton is a Jesuit 
Priest and as such is opposed to abortions on moral and 
spiritual grounds. 

But he also opposes a proposed amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution which would overturn the Supreme Court 
decision on abortions. 

He explains his position on the abortion issue in the 
following interview: 

Q. Would you favor or oppose any proposed Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment which would overturn the Supreme 
Court decision on abortions? 

A. "I am not in favor of the amendment." 

Q. Why? 

A. "Although I am opposed for moral and spiritual 
reusuns to abortion, I feel that the proposed Amendment is 
unwise. 

"The defenders of abortion laws in the lawsuit decided 
by the U.S. Supreme Court on January 22, 1973, conceded 
that 'no case could be cited that holds that a fetus is a 
person within the meaning of the Fourteenth Amendment.’ 

"This is precisely the principle which some persons 
now desire to add to the United States Constitutioa The 
burden of proof on these proponents is very heavy. In ad¬ 
dition to the absense of any decisional law to support their 
position, those who desire to amend the Constitution have 
the burden of setting aside the Supreme Court's recognition 
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of ‘the right of the individual, married or single, to be free 
from unwarranted governmental intrusion into matters so 
fundamentally affecting a person as the decision whether to 
bear or beget a child.' 

“The Supreme Court has stated ‘that the unborn have 
never been recognized in the law as persons in the whole 
sense.’ Yhose who desire the protection of the law for fetal 
life should, in my judgement, seek to develop a case in 
decisional law. To attempt to enact a Constitutional 
Amendment without such support seems very ill-advised, 
indeed virtually impossible. 

"In addition, those who desire to protect fetal life by 
amending the Constitution should remember the ad¬ 
monition of Justice Holmes that the Constitution ‘is made 
for people of fundamentally different views.’ 

“It is seldom appropriate for one group within a society 
to seek to insert their moral beliefs, however profoundly 
held, into a document designed for people of ‘fundamentally 
different views.’ ” 

Q. Does this represent a change from any previously 
stated position by you? 

A. (by Father Drinan)—“No." 

(Ed note: In answering these questions, Congressman 
Drinan requested only that his statements be printed in full 
so that everyone would understand specifically what his 
position is. His statements are published in their entirety.) 

Primary picture cloudy 
until early in July 

Not until almost the Fourth of July will we know exactly 
who will be running against whom in the Democratic and 
Republican primaries on Sept. 10. 

Indications are that one or two candidates expected to 
run will fade quietly off the political stage at the deadline 
for filing nomination papers and that there may be one or 
two surprise entries at the 11th hour. 

It appears ther will be primary fights for every place on 
the Democratic State Ticket except the nomination for 
State Auditor. 

Barring only a totally unexpected development, State 
Auditor Thaddeus Buczko, who is completing 10 years on 
the job, will have a free ride in the primary and is virtually 
certain of reelection to another term next Nov. 5. 

Even such sturdy and strongly entrenched Democratic 
office-holders as State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane and 
Secretary of State John F. X. Da voren will be challenged in 
the primary. 

Charles Mark Furcolo, son of former Governor 
Governor Foster Furcolo, will oppose Treasurer Crane, and 
Representative Paul Guzzi of Newton will stand against 
Secretary f State Davoren in September. 

As the campaigns move into the warm weeks of sum¬ 
mer, the greatest public interest, of course, will center on 
the fights for the Democratic and Republican nominations 
for Governor. 

Adversaries for the right to run as the Democratic 
candidate for Governor are Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn of Dorchester and former State Representative 
Michael Dukakis of Brookline. 

Their fight is likely to prove a bruising one before the 
primary voles are counted on the night of Sept. 10.

Governor Sargent will easily beat back the challenge of 
former State Commerce Commissioner Carroll Sheehan in 
the Republican primary. 

The political analysts will be watching that contest 
closely to make their judgement on whether Sheehan's vote 
is large enough to reflect any weakness on the part of 
Governor Sargent. 

No matter how small Sheehan’s vote is, some experts 
will interpret it as spelling disaster for Sarge in the 
November election. 

Actually, however, the primary contest should improve 
Governor Sargent’s chances of winning reelection in 
November—if Mr. Sheehan doesn't change his mind and 
fold up his campaign tents. ., 

It will give Sarge an opportunity to review his ad¬ 
ministration as Governor and remind the voters of what he 
did and tried to do during his six years at the head of the 
state government. His big asset at the moment in 
Dembcratic Boston and the citq of Springfield is that ae at 
least tried to prevent forced busing of school children 
although he has not maintained a check rein on the State 
Board of Education to the extent that he should have. 

How many of the contenders will remain in the free-for- 
all scramble for the Democratic nomination for Attorney 
General is a question which will not be answered until after 
the deadlines for filing nomination papers and for with¬ 
drawing from the race. 

The probability is that the field will be narrowed down 
to some extent. If it remains as large as it is now, that 
should benefit former Lieutenant Governor Francis X. 
Bellotti and former State Representative George Sacco who 
appear to be the two best known candidates. 

On the Republican side of the political fence an in¬ 
teresting three-way contest for the Republican nomination 
for Attorney General will be waged between former Deputy 
Governor William I. Cowan of Newton, former Republican 
State Committee Chairman Josiah A. Spaulding of Man¬ 
chester and Charles Cabot of Dover, chairman of the State’s 
Outdoor Advertising Board. 

Cowin was the only one of the three who went before the 
Republican Convention, and, of course, he received its 
endorsement. That will help him to some extent, but not as 
much as if it were an official convention. 

An element of uncertainty exists as to whether Ron 
Burton of Framingham, former running back for the New 
England Patriots, will oppose State Senator John M. 
Quinlan of Norwood for the Republican nomination for 
Secretary of State in the Sept. 10 primary. 

Burton dropped out of the contest at the unofficial 
Republican State Convention when he saw that Quinlan had 
the votes locked up to obtain its endoresment. The guessing 
is he will not run in the primary. 

A number of Republicans, who did not attend the GOP 
Convention, have written in requesting information about 
Erna Ballantine who was endorsed for State Treasurer and 
Charles Geer who was backed for State Auditor. 

Ms. Ballantine is a black woman, a former chairman of 
the Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination and 
a civil rights militant. Her home is in Roxbury. She is a 
lifelong Republican and is active in the bankieg field. 

The sponsor of much progressive legislation, she is 
credited with getting the Commission Against 
Discrimination off the ground before she was succeeded by 
Mrs. Glendora Putnam of Needham after three years of 
service. 

Before being named chairman of the MCAD, she was 
the department head for life insurance at the Boston Five 
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Dear editor:

However, notwithstanding 
the error of underestimating 
dissident strength, the proven 
fact is that Governor Sargent 
won the convention's over¬ 
whelming endorsement as Mr. 
Colbert notes. This fact cannot 
be minimized. 

But it is imperative that the 
GOP of Massachusetts pull 
itself together and work in 
unity to make the most of its 
weakened resources. As the 
weeks pass and common sense 
takes hold, we should strive for 
an in-gathering of support 
within the party as well as 
from the general community. 

The impulse to do this 
springs from the very nature of 
our political structure. City 
and town committees of a 
party are not just for 
philosophical exercises. Their 
primary function is to organize 
for the purpose of winning 
elections for the party, and 
members elected to such 
committees usually respond to 
this basic purpose when the 
chips are down. 

Perhaps we will help our 
cause more effectively if we 
learn how to cope with the 
Watergate hysteria and not 
overreact to it. Rather than 
take it out on others, within and 
without the party, who 
disagree with us, rather than 
become overly-defensive, we 
should adopt a calmer, more 
confident stance and place 
emphasis on positive ac¬ 
complishments. 

There is not need to become 
neurotic about what is hap¬ 
pening and to assume a 
defensive, bitter mood, turning 
on friend and foe alike. The 
national administration has a 
massive record of almost 
miraculous achievement on 
which we can rest out national 
claims. This involves: 

a. the difficult and what was 
* thought to be an impossible 

withdrawal of U.S. Forces 
from Vietnam under honorable 
conditions; 

b. the return of our prisoners 
of war; 

c. the easing of our 
relationships with the Soviet 


Union and the Republic of 
China; 

d. the progress in the 
negotiations for control of 
nuclear weapons; 

e. the negotiations and 
peace-making among the 
nations of the Mideast. 

There are other major 
achievements, not the least 
being the transition from a 
time of warfare to peacetime 
living. What the administration 
has accomplished will remain 
in the memory of man long 
after Watergate is forgotten. 

The time has come for us to 
let go of these intricate 
national matters and turn to 
pressing responsibilities here 
in our home areas. 

Editorials in various 
newspapers have urged 
Republicans in Massachusetts 
to address themselves to the 
urgent needs of their home 
state — to get down to the basic 
hard work of electing 
Republicans to the legislature, 
and by so doing to preserve the 
two-party system. Is it not time 
that we pay heed to such ad¬ 
vice? 

If we continue to vent our 
frustrations on office-holders 
who have proben their capacity 
to win elections, we will hasten 
the demise of the party. How 
much better to turn our 
energies to programs for the 
recapture of seats in the 
ligislature. Such efforts will 
give full play and ample testing 
to the wide range of philosophic 
differences that are part and 
parcel of our society. 

Such constructive efforts will 
leave little time and op¬ 
portunity for petty bickering 
and intra-party division. 

Let us reread what President 
Eisenhower states in "Man¬ 
date for Change” and take 
counsel: 

"I wanted to .. . strengthen 
our appeal to sensible 
Democrats and independents, 
to get away from constricting 
— and largely meaningless — 
labels like 'liberal' and 'con¬ 
servative,' and to destroy the 
concept that the Republican 
Party belonged to a minority 
which, though the party might 
be a wreck, was determined to 
‘own the wreckage.'" 

It seems that General 
Eisenhower’s words have 
special meaning for many of us 
today.

Parking ordinance tramples rights 


To the Editor: 

In recent weeks the local 
press extensively reported 
controversy over the City of 
Newton's Licensing Board 
approval of a common vic- 
tualer's license for a proposed 
McDonald's Town House 
Restaurant, 

Incidentally, a dozen firms 
have left Newtonville alone 
within the past 18 months 
because of difficulties in trying 
to do business in Newton. Four 
more Walnut street area firms 
are also planning to leave. 

Some aldermen have chosen 
lhis issue to exploit and upset 
Newtonville residents and 
businessmen alike with dire 
predictions of increased taffic, 
noise, congestion, youth 
problems, etc. This is the 
standard argument against 
any change in Newton, whether 
it is for low income housing, for 
a new business operation or 
even a public facility. 
Opposition was advanced with 
the help of a restaurant owner 
whose pending transfer of 
ownership was felt to be 
threatened. 

They very same people who 
say that they want more off- 
street parking for McDonald's 
would again, as they have in 
the past, oppose any per¬ 
missive use by the Board of 
Aldermen for business 
property owners to extend 
parking adjacent to business 


zones. Yet you can't have it 
both ways. 

One cannot escape the fact 
that the legal notice for the 
Licensing Board’s second 
formal vote was only placed in 
one newspaper on the very 
evening before their vote. This 
unusual advertising practice 
created a legal situation 
whereby no building permits 
will be issued in any area of 
Newton by the City "without 
peril to the owner" while the 
proposed parking ordinance 
languishes before the Land Use 
Committee. 

All substantial property 
improvement in Newton 
business districts has ef¬ 
fectively been halted. Thus the 
sweeping ordinance made and 
rejected in 1973 (having been 
held in committee since that 
ime) suddenly surfaces, is 
dusted off and trotted out by a 
few aldermen as a panacea to 
parking. 

Stron citywide business and 
citizen opposition to such a 
vague and ambiguous or¬ 
dinance has stressed the 
unrealistic approach with a 
cleaver to solve a delicate 
localized problem that could be 
solved by bringing together the 
concerned individuals and 
groups. As a result of all of this, 
McDonald's has abandoned its 
plans. Another tenant which 
had been engaged has also 
found it impossible to get a 


permit "without peril." Some 
aldermen have correctly 
characterized these events as 
intimidating and creating 
concern to even try to apply for 
a building permit. 

At the very least, it is in¬ 
teresting to note the posture of 
the city in falling to work with 
the business community to 
develop a reasonable approach 
to parking problems. 

Recently, several attempts 
have been made to reduce the 
issues of parking and zoning to 
"ad hominem" attacks against 
organizations and individuals. 
Such saracstic and in¬ 
flammatory remarks from 
elected officials on the Board of 
Aldermen are an enlightening 
and altogether fascinating 
commentary in revealing bias 
and prejudice. Particularly, 
the gratuitous statement that 
the matter is "I^nd Use” 
business, not Chamber of 
Commerce business ispting as 
well as incorrect. Most people 
feel that any business facing 
the City of Newton in an official 
way is public business. 

There are serious business 
problems in Newton, as there 
are elsewhere in 
Massachusetts. Those elected 
official who are off on Cloud 9 
when it comes to an impartial 
approach to a legitimate 
business problem should'iie a 
vital concern of every citizen. 

This anti-business, anti¬ 


community ordinance should 
be defeated, voters and 
business persons alike are 
reminded that the present 1963 
zoning ordinances arc the 
result of the Chamber of 
Commerce's efforts to effect a 
workable and reasonable 
approach to the parking 
problems. 

Tne years later, it appears 
that the City of Newton wants a 
fresh look at the parking and 
zoning relationships. Fine. The 
Chamber of Commerce is very 
willing to work with the City of 
Newton in a serious and 
comprehensive study of 
parking needs and 
requirements. Likewise, those 
city official and department 
heads concerned should also be 
willing to sit down with the 
representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce to 
develop something more 
satisfactory to all. 

In the meanwhile, the per- 
sor-1 rights and finances of 
many persons are being un¬ 
justly assailed. The long-range 
effects of this capricious and 
damaging ordinance now 
before I .and Use Committee 
will seriously disturb and 
destroy elements of the whole 
community, not merely the 
business sector.

Open letter on disabilities budget 


Defeat S294 


To the editor: 

The Newton Chapter, 
American Red Cross urges the 
Newton Community to con¬ 
sider carefully the implications 
of Senate Bill 294 now pending 
in the State Legislature. 

If you then agree that the all- 
volunteer donor program 
sponsored by the American 
Red Cross is a superior 
program to the one outlined in 
S. Bill 294, please let your 
opinion be known by contacting 
the Honorable Chester G. 
Atkins or your state 
representative. Senator Atkins 
is the sponsor of S. Bill 294. 
Following is a listing of per¬ 
tinent information which the 
Red Cross feels will help you to 
make an informed decision. 

Senate Bill 294 would 
authorize the Department of 
Public Health to pay up to $40 
to any person who takes time 
off from a normal workday to 
donate white cells, platelets, or 
plasma to any cancer research 
treatment center or hospital 
treating cancer patients. 

The Massachusetts Red 
Cross Blood Program (MRCB- 
P) presently makes 150 ran¬ 
dom platelets a day for 
hospitals in this state, plus 
phereses eight individuals 
daily which results in an ad¬ 
ditional single donor platelets. 
This program has proven its 
capability of meeting white 
cell, plasma and platelet needs 
in this state on a total volunteer 
basis. This is being done 
without placing an additional 
burden on the taxpayer as S. 


Bill 294 would do. Additional 
monies would have to come out 
of taxes to support S. Bill 294. 

Senate Bill 294 would make it 
necessary for people to take 
time off from a normal 
workday, thus making it im¬ 
possible for everyone, who 
may wish to do so, to donate 
blood. 

The Red Cross, on the other 
hand, maintains a very flexible 
schedule for blood donations. 
More than eight bloodmobiles 
are scheduled daily across the 
state. There are seven fixed 
donor centers which are open 
for the public’s convenience 
seven days and seven nights a 
week. It is obvious that this 
type of scheduling ac¬ 
commodates anyone unable to 
give blood during his or her 
working day. 

In short, the Massachusetts 
Red Cross Blood Program is 
already meeting the demands 
of hospitals, treatments cen¬ 
ters, and the like, and they are 
able to do this on a more 
flexible scheduling system 
than Senate Bill 294 would be 
able to do. 

Add to this the fact that blood 
from volunteer donors has 
proven "safer" for the 
recipient and we feel sure that 
you, too, will agree the 
Massachusetts Red Cross 
Blood Program is the superior 
program. Please make your 
opinion known to your state 
representative. Now is the time 
to act before the legislation is 
passed!

Your statements at the June 
10 School Committee meeting 
at Day Junior High School, to 
the effect that the proposed 
learning disabilities budget as 
prepared by Dr. Grimes, 
coordinator of the Learning 
Disabilities Program had been 
approved by the School 
Committee as submitted by Dr. 
Grimes, is not supported by the 
facts. 

A public document is 
available to any citizen for 
inspection (The proposed 
Newton Public Schools Budget 
for 1974-1975, P-18, Learning 
Disabilities Program) which if 
you will examine it will show a 
difference of $50,486 between 
what Dr. Grimes requested for 
1974-1975 and what the 
superintendent of schools 
recommended to the School 
Committee. Minutes of the 
School Committee concerned 
with budgets show that the 
School Committee voted to 
support the superintendent's 
recommendation and not Dr. 
Grimes’ proposed budget for 
1974-1975. 

It also should be noted that at 
the time of the budget 
hearings, many parents of 
learning disabled Newton 
children beseeched the School 


At this point in time, it may 
prove illuminating too the 
public to provide the nature of 
the specific requests Dr. 
Grimes proposed, that were 
cut, and the specific reasons 
the superintendent had for 
recommending denial of these 
requests.

Dear Sir: 

lam very much disturbed by 
attitudes that seemed implicit 
not only in much that occured 
in the May 29 hearings before 
the Street Traffic Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen but also 
are infecting other parts of the 
state and nation. 

It distresses me that citizens 
must repeatedly appear before 
members of their government 
to ask for what should be their 
well-guardtfd rights. Central to 
much of this seems to be the 
impersonal conviction of the 
near divinity of commerce 
whose interests must be served 
before those of humans. 

Traffic must be kept moving 
through residential areas even 
at a rate that produces ac¬ 
cidents and deaths among 
those whose community is used 
as a convenient route for non¬ 
local interests. 

Chestnut Street residents are 
threatened with the loss of the 
right to leave their cars in front 
of their own homes. They 
report frequent traffic ac¬ 
cidents. Those who live on or 
near Route 9 and must cross it 
for shopping or public tran¬ 
sportation do so, ns has been 
pointed out in various petitions 
and protests, at the risk often 
of their lives.

The $2500 salary a learning 
disability teacher earns is 
abysmal by any criteria, all the 
more so in an affluent suburb 
such as Newton. The harsh 
reality is that $2500 is ap¬ 
proximately the amount the 
Newton School Committee 
pays for the first year, on the 
basis of a 14-hour starting 
teaching load per week, 35 
weeks per year, at the rate of 
$5.27 per hour. The actual 
figure works out to be $2582.30 
per year. This data is also a 
matter of record. 

The important point which is 
not generally understood is 
that $2582.30 is the base star¬ 
ting salary for a learning 
disability teacher in the 
Newton Public Schools this 
year.

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Feedback for the body 


Biofeedback may be one way 
to teach our bodies new ways to 
cope. The technique is now 
being tried with asthma 
patients, according to the 
Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Association. 

At Denver's National Jewish 
Hospital and Research Center, 
researchers arc working to 
help patients modify or gain 
control over bodily functions 
that were once considered 
automatic. Electrodes are 
connected to the forehead, 
where they detect electrical 
activity in the muscles just 
above the eyebrow. A com¬ 
panion instrument transforms 
the signals into loud clicks. 

If the patient Is relaxed, so 
are the forehead muscles; little 
electricity races through the 
muscles. The patient hears 
only a slow series of clicks. But 
when the patient is tense, the 
forehead muscles knot up, and 


the clicks sound like machine- 
gun bursts. 

Pcitures of flowers, trees, 
fields of grass, dust — 
whatever triggers an allergic 
asthma attack in the patient — 
is flashed onto a screen. And 
when the patient hears his own 
wild clicks, he or she knows an 
asthma attack may be in the 
making. In some unexplained 
way, the patient learns after 
several sessions to keep the 
bursts coming at a slow rate by 
keeping tension down. 

In time, patients learn to 
relax even without the benefit 
of the sounds. Dr. Robert A. 
Kinsman at the Hospital 
doesn't see biofeedback as "an 
end-all to the treatment of 
asthma, but rather it is another 
passible adjunct which might 
help the patient feel that he is 
back in the driver's seat.” 

Variations on biofeedback 
technique are being used to 


help patients lower blood 
pressure, cope with chronic 
pain, prevent strokes, and 
ward off migraines. 

There are, of course, more 
conventional ways to treat 
asthma. To find out about a 
physical conditioning exercise 
class for asthmatic children 
that the Lung Association is 
planning call 326-4081 or write 
745 High Street, Westwood, 
Mass.

In 1972 Senator Backman authored the 
legislation that created theiOffice for 
Children, also a first-in-the-nation agency 
that is the advocate and coordinator of all 
children’s programs. Another piece of 
legislation eliminated corporal punishment in 
public schools. 

In 1972, Backman was the first legislator to 
propose handgun control in Massachusetts, 

He was Joined by Newton Rep. Peter 
Harrington, Sheriff John Buckley and a host 
of citizens in demanding responsible 
legislative action. 

A long-time environmental advocate, 
Backman authored the annual state ob¬ 
servance of Earth Day and co-sponsored 
legislation which allows citizens the right to 
sue in regard to pollution actions. He was also 
a member of the Air Pollution Commission, 
and it was his bill which sought to ban SST's 
from Logan Airport. This latter legislation 
became federal aviation policy. 

Backmanaseeks to have real estate taxes 
paid directly to cities and towns, rather than 
to banks in an effort to make more money 
available to the communities and reduce tax 
rates. He is fighting for legislation to have the 
state assume the full burden of special 
education costs of cities and towns and for 
increased state funding of all education costs 
of municipalities, both of which will reduce 
property taxes. 

He also was the successful co-sponsor of 


legislation to have the state reimburse SO per 
cent of MBTA costs to the cities and towns. 

Sen. Backman is now a recognized leader 
for reform in the field of community and 
mental health. His legislation for sheltered 
employment for the handicapped and yearly 
evaluation of institutions for the retarded 
became law in 1973. 

On the consumer protection front, 
Backman filed the Truth-in-Lending 
legislation which is now law. He is also the 
legislator who authored the creation of the 
"911" emergency telephone service, and was 
co-sponsor of the bill which established the 
Poison Information Center in the Department 
of Public Health. 

This year, among his consumer 
protection bills, Backman has filed legislation 
to establish a patient’s bill of rights so that all 
persons will be treated as first-class citizens 
at all health facilities. 

Backman has fought to eliminate useless 
agencies and expenditures wherever possible 
and to bring sound business principles into 
government. 

He was the author of "price tag" 
legislation that now requires a cost estimate 
to be placed on all bills calling for new 
programs before enactment and has called 
for new budget procedures which would open 
all budget practices to public hearings, 
comment and publication in understandable 
form. 


As chairman of the State’s Special 
Commission on Drug Abuse, Backman led the 
fight for reform of our outdated laws. 

In his community Sen. Backman has been 
president of the Baker Parent-Teacher 
Organization; president of Putterham Civic 
Association; a director of Temple Emeth; 
member of the Regional Council of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare; state director of Citizens for Par¬ 
ticipation in Political Action (CPPAX); 
member of Americans for Democratic 
Action; member of Common Cause; chair¬ 
man of the Minority Affairs Committee of the 
Jewish Community 'council; campaign 
member of the Combined Jewish Philan¬ 
thropies and Israel Bonds; and a director of 
Humanity House. 

Commenting on his intention to seek 
reelection Backman said, "My goals in the 
legislature have been many, but I have been 
moving in a direction which will provide us 
with the type of society which allows children 
to develop to their full potential, regardless of 
physical, emotional or social disability . . . 
which allows senior citizens to live in peace 
and dignity . .. which allows us to walk the 
streets of our neighborhoods without fear ... 
to provide adequate housing for all people... 
and to make Massachusetts a model for the 
rest of the nation to follow. I believe these 
goals are within our reach."

Chief William F. Quinn, in an 
appeal to parents and citizens, 
requests that people par¬ 
ticipate in the suppression of 
fireworks. 

Chapter 142, Section 29, 
Massachusetts General Laws, 
states, "No person shall sell, or 
keep or offer for sale, or have 
in his possession, or under his 
control, or use, or explode, or 
cause to explode, any com¬ 
bustible or explosive com¬ 
position or substance, or any 
combination of such com¬ 
positions or substances, or any 
other article, which was 
prepared for the purpose of 
producing a visible or audible 
effect by combustion, ex¬ 
plosion, deflagration or 
detonation. 

“For the purpose of this 
section fireworks shall include 
compositions, substances or 
other articles to include the 
following: blank cartridge, 
roman candles, toy cannons (in 
which explosives are used), 
sparklers, toy baloons (in 
which explosives are used), 
fountains, firecrackers, mines, 
cherry bombs, rockets, silver 
salutes, wheels, M-80’s, colored 
fires, torpedoes, serpents, and 


sky-rockets, or other fireworks 
of like construction or any 
fireworks containing any 
explosive or flamable com¬ 
pound, or any tablets or other 
device containing any ex¬ 
plosive substance. 

"Any officer may arrest, 
without a warrant, for the 
following violations: any 
person found selling, or 
keeping for sale, fireworks in 
violation of this section; any 
person who offers for sale such 
fireworks in violations of this 
section. The mere offering for 
sale is a violation - no sale is 
necessary. 

“The term "fireworks" shall 
not Include the following: toy 
pistols, toy canes, toy guns, or 
other devices in which paper or 
plastic caps containing twenty- 
five hundredths grains or less 
of explosive are used, provided 
that the hand cannot come in 
contact with the cap when it is 
in place for the explosion, or 
toy pistol paper or plastic caps 
which contain less than twenty- 
hundredths grains of explosive 
mixture, the sale and use of 
which shall be permitted at all 
times." 

The Chief reminds parents, 
citizens and particularly the 


young citizens of Newton, that 
in the past there were many 
serious injuries and deaths 
attributable to fireworks. 

"Each year at this time 
illegal fireworks have been 
smuggled into this area and 
their use would continue until 
we had a tragedy. 

"This year it is our hope that 
all will cooperate by calling 
244-1212 with information about 
illegal sales or even con¬ 
fidential letter to Chief William 
F. Quinn, Box 911, West 
Newton, Massachusetts, 
02165." 

Quinn continued, "with 
community cooperation we can 
avoid a serious injury that 
usually accompanies the 
firework season."

leads to the unexpected part of the story. 

Philip has been a teacher In Newton for two 
years, but his contract has not been renewed for 
next year. Philip says that he is bitter about this 
and called it "insidius racism." Philip is black. 

When asked to clarify his charge, Philip said 
that there has been "an unwillingness and inability 
of the administration here to recognize and un¬ 
derstand the conflicts which may arise when they 
hire a black teacher to teach in an almost all-white 

I school system." 

Philip remarked that he was informed that his 
style did not "fit in." He said that this "makes not 
much sense to me." 

Philip said that he did not know if the ad¬ 
ministration had an pre-conceived notions about 
what he would be like, but "they were un¬ 
comfortable with what they got." 

Philip said, "I'm not into clarifying kids’ 
values; I’m into seeing that they read and write 
well enough to do well enough to get into college." 

He explained that no one in the administration 
actually said that he made them feel un¬ 
comfortable. He noted that the key thing in his 
evaluation was that he did not show enough written 
planning. 

"I teach because I like it, not because I can’t do 
anything else," Philip said. He added that he would 
like to write a book about black comedians. 

Philip said that his plans included applying to 
Jeopardy for a job as a writer-researcher. He 
pointed out that the show has a need for better 
researching since one question may have two 
possible correct answers, depending on what 
source is used. 

So Philip is at least temporarily away from 
those unreal Jeopardy categories like "Odds and 
Edns” or "First Letter S." He is in a category 
which he shares with a lot of other people: looking 
for a job.

not be construed as permission to do anything else 
with the land, he said. 

In other action, the board accepted the report 
of the Street Traffic Committee to deny the Traffic 
Commission's recommendation on a ban of 
parking on Chestnut Street from Austin Street to 
Route 9. A public hearing had shown residents 
opposed to such a ban, which they felt would 
remove the only deterrent to speeding. 

Aid. Susan Schur convinced the board to 
overturn the Street Traffic Committee recom¬ 
mendation to accept a plan for a footbridge over 
Route 9 east of the MBTA bridge and to vote in¬ 
stead for the plan (D-l) locating the footbridge 
west of the bridge. 

Ms. Schur said she had spoken to residents of 
UMPPER Falls, who said despite their vote in 
favor of the easterly footbridge at a public hearing 
that they would not object to the other plan. Ms. 
Schur feels the westerly footbridge would be more 
likely to be used by Upper Falls residents crossing 
to the Eliot MBTA Station. 

A two-year-old recommendation for an in¬ 
crease in incinerator rates to $12 per ton and a 
minimum of $3 for 500 pounds or less was ap¬ 
proved. The incinerator will be shut down Jan. 1.

Every year more families look forward to balmy days 
when they can move outdoors to combine fresh air with the 
unbeatable taste of meat or fish cooked over hot coals. 

Backyard cooks are generally imaginative because 
barbecuing is variety cooking at its best. Just count the 
many ways to barbecue chicken, hamburgers or hot dogs! 
Don't settle for one favorite marinade — try different 
sauces each time for new flavor variety. 

If you've never tried shish-kabobs before, you’re in for 
a treat. Put meat alone on the skewer, or combine meat 
with vegetables, fruit or both. Make all pieces uniform in 
size, so they’ll cook or heat through uniformly, and be sure 
that meat is tender through the marinade process so that 
you won't have undercooked meat and overcooked 
vegetables. 

The Japanese-inspired hibachis lend themselves 
perfectly to kabobs and you'll find kabob skewer cookery 
quite easy if the following tips are kept in mind: 

Flare-ups during grilling can be reduced by arranging 
the coals in parallel rows in the firebox. On the grill, 
stagger the skewers so that they rest directly over the rows 
without charcoal. Dripping fat will not land on the coals. 

Kabobs are easier to turn during grilling if the skewers 
have a flat ring or ornament on one end. To make the 
cooked chunks of food easier to remove and washing 
simpler, treat the skewers with the new silicon spray that 
prevents foods from sticking, even barbecue sauce and 
grease. 

When threading the skewers, try to pierce each chunk 
of food through its center of gravity. This will prevent the 
pieces from flopping when the skewer is turned. Tomatoes 
and other soft vegetables should be cut in sizable chunks. 
Thin pieces of green pepper and onion will stay put if firmly 
secured between cubes of meat. 

Plan the food for each skewer so that each component 
will be done at the same time. If using Pork, parboil it first 
to reduce cooking time on the grill. 

MUSHROOM AND MEATBALL KEBABS 
2 pounds lean ground beef 
4 cup soy sauce 
2 tablespoons cooking oil 
2 tablespoons water 
4 teaspoon ground ginger 
4 teaspoon garlic powder 
4 teaspoon ground black pepper 
M> pound medium-sized fresh mushrooms or 1 ( 6-8 oz.)

Shape beef into 14 inch balls (makes about 24); place 
in plastic bag or bowl with snug fitting lid. Combine soy 
sauce, oil, water, ginger, garlic powder and black pepper. 
Pour over meat. Cover or seal and marinate for 1 hour. 
Reserve marinade. Meanwhile, rinse fresh mushrooms; 
pat dry and trim, or drain canned mushrooms. Seed green 
peppers and cut them into 1-inch squares. Arrange 
mushrooms, peppers and meatballs alternately on skewers. 
Place over hot charcoal fire or in a preheated broiler oven if 
you’re doing the cooking indoors. Cook for 15 minutes or 
until done, turning frequently and brushing with reserved 
marinade. Serves 4.

Is anybody listening? In spite of repeated warning from 
dermatologists over the past few years, ail a person has to 
do is look around at the ever present sun worshipers to 
realize that all too many still haven't taken the message 
seriously. 

Each year the warm sun comes almost like a joyful 
miracle after a long winter and men as well as women 
worship a sun that can be their worst enemy. 

According to skin specialists, harmful utlraviolet sun 
rays can damage skin, causing it to become dry, 
prematurely aged and painfully sunburned. The drying 
effect can leave skin lined and patchy with sun-spots. 

If you haven’t already found this out by experience, 
those of Celtic origins, such as the English, Irish and Scots, 
are most susceptible to sunburn. They are fair, light 
complected individuals who will never tan, and always 
burn, no matter what. And, all of us should be aware that 
certain drugs can cause a photosensitivity that otherwise 
wouldn't be a problem. Check with your doctor or phar¬ 
macist for potential reactions to the sun. Identifying sun 
sensitivity is half the problem ... the rest is good common 
sense. 

Just because you're under a beach umbrella doesn’t 
mean you're protected from the seaside sun rays — tests 
have shown that you can still develop a sunburn from the 
reflected rays while sitting under an umbrella or cabana 
because sand and concrete are excellent reflectors of 
utlraviolet light. 

And wearing a light shirt or voile cover-up can’t fool the 
sun either . . . anything you can see through allows 
penetration of the sun's rays. Very often a T-shirt won't 
protect children from further sunburn . . . particularly if 
they are wearing it while swimming. It becomes even more 
transparent when wet. It’s wise to choose cover-up fabrics 
with this in mind. 

Know how your skin reacts to the sun, how to keep it 
from burning, and how to help it stay soft and smooth while 
you achieve a light golden tan. 

Are you dark or fair? Dark skin tans more easily than 
light skin. How thick-skinned are you? Thick skin is more 
tolerant of sun than thin skin. Is your skin dry or oily? Oily 
skin burns faster than dry skin. 

Tiie sun is strongest between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
Remember to count your swimming time as sunning time; 
remember that sand reflects sunlight to give you almost a 
double dose of ultra-violet radiation. Even on cloudy days 
and hazy days you can still add to your tan or receive a bad 
burn. And, did you know that the sun is stronger in the 
mountains because of the thinner atmosphere? 

The golden rule is to limit the exposure time. Start with 
the maximum of 15 minutes and increase the time by five 
minutes daily. Be sure to use an effective sunscreening 
lotion to protect the skin — there are many sunscreen 
agents available. 

How to choose the right product? If one tans easily, it’s 
wise to use a tanning lotion with a moderate amount of 
sunfilter in it. If a person always burns, she probably will 
never tan and could have serious skin damage with 
repeated exposure to ultraviolet rays. A total sunscreen or 
sunblockers will provide extra protection. 

After a day in the drying sun, be sure to use a 
moisturizer to help replace the skin's natural oils and 
moisture. There are many excellent brands on the market. 

If you do manage to get a sunburn and you are un¬ 
comfortable, a cool bath is quite relaxing and soothing. If 
your burn is severe; accompanied by chills, headache or 
nausea, get medical attention as soon as possible. If your 
skin is reddened and painful, go into a dark, preferably cool 
room and spread the skin with a soothing cream such as 
Noxzema. 

At bedtime if the sunburn is still uncomfortable, try 
sprinkling some powder (any kind will do) between the 
sheets... it makes them feel satiny and will make the night 
more restful. 

L There's an inexpensive liquid, available in every drug 
Store, you should have in your medicine closet or on your 
^BWty table. It's called “witch hazel." Botanically 
setting, the liquid is obtained from the hard fruit of the 
HanHwelis Virginiana and was widely used in bygone days 
by the American Indians as a “miracle” drug. Currently, 
the plants are so coveted that they are shipped to France 
where the juice is triple-distilled, then incorporated into 
special creams and lotions. Following are some sum¬ 
mertime suggestions using this inexpensive wonder¬ 
worker: 

Astringent: Pat dean face briskly with a cotton wad 
wrung out in witch hazel which has been poured over an 
ice cube. If your skin is sensitive, use more ice cubes and 
less witch hazel or prepare an ever-ready astringent by 
combining 3 parts witch hazel u ith 1 part water. Store in 
refrigerator in a glass bottle CLEARLY LABELED. 

Summertime special: When you feel uncomfortably 
warm, cool down by splashing wrists, temples, base of 
throat, back of neck and knees, inner elbows with chilled 
witch hazel. Try it and see. . _

3 tablespoons mayonnaise 

14 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
14 teaspoons prepared mustard 
2 tablespoons minced onion 
2 tablespoons chopped pimiento 
2 cans (74 oz. ea.) minced clams 
Salt, pepper 
Assorted crackers 

Mix softened cheese, mayonnaise, 
Worcestershire sauce and mustard until 
smooth. Stir in onion, pimiento and drained 
clams. Season to taste with salt and pepper. 
Chill several hours. Serve with crackers. 
Makes about 2 cups. 

PINEAPPLE CHEESE RING 
2 pkgs. (3 oz. ea.) lemon flavor gelatin 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 cups boiling water 

1 can (20 oz.) crushed pineapple, un¬ 
drained 

2 tablespoons cider vinegar 

14 cups small curd cottage cheese 
One-third cup thinly sliced or chopped 
celery 

4 cup coarsely shredded pared carrot 
4 cup chopped green pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped pimiento 
Crisp lettuce 
Mayonnaise 

Dissolve gelatin and salt in boiling water; 
stir in pineapple and vinegar; cool. Measure 
out 14 cups of the gelatin mixture and stir in 
cottage cheese; let stand at room tem¬ 
perature while preparing bottom layer. Cool 
remaining gelatin quickly, by placing pan in 
ice water, until slightly thickened. Fold in 
celery, carrot, green pepper and pimiento, 
and turn into oiled 6 -cup ring mold. Set mold 
in ice water until almost firm. Spoon cottage 
cheese mixture over clear layer and chill 
several hours or overnight. When ready to 
serve, unmold and serve on crisp lettuce with 
mayonnaise. Serves 8 . 

Question: Many years ago, I had a recipe 
for Apricot Bran Muffins. The muffins were 
excellent and I think there were raisins in

FRUIT ’N BRAN MUFFINS 
Two-thirds cup unsifted all purpose flour 
24 teaspoons baking powder 

2 tablespoons sugar 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 egg, beaten 
4 cup milk 

3 tablespoons shortening, melted 

14 cups Bran Flakes or Raisin Bran 

4 cup seedless raisins 

4 cup chopped dried apricots 
Mix flour, baking powder, sugar and salt. 
Combine egg and milk, add to flour mixture 
with shortening, and mix only enough to 
dampen flour. Fold in cereal and raisins. Fill 
greased muffin pans about two-thirds full. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 15 to 20 minutes. 
Makes 8 medium muffins. 

Question: When we were very small, I 
recall my mother serving a delicious dish of 
zucchini with noodles. It’s been many years 
since I’ve tasted the dish and I wonder if you 
or one of your readers has this recipe. — Mrs.

Answer: The following recipe is not 
especially "old” but it seems to contain the 
zucchini and noodles and I do hope it's the 
recipe you’re looking for ... perhaps one of 
our readers will come up with another one. 

ZUCCHINI WITH NOODLES 
4 medium zucchini 
4 cup minced fresh parsley 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
4 teaspoon salt 

Dash pepper 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
4 cup water 

Cooked medium noodles, drained 
Parmesan cheese 

Wash the zucchini carefully. Slice peeled 
vegetable directly into saucepan. Add minced 
parsley, garlic, salt and pepper. Add olive oil 
and water and stir carefully. Allow to simmer 
over medium heat for about 15 minutes until 
zucchini is tender. Pour freshly cooked (hot) 
noodles in a bowl; top with zucchini mixture 
and sprinkle with grated Parmesan cheese. 
This is a good dish to serve with meat or fish.

The catalyst used In this case is 
a combination of platinum and 
palladium metals which are 
coated on small beads or a 
honeycomb structure, 
dependingon the type used. 
When the exhaust gas passes 
over the beads or through the 
honeycomb, a chemical 
reaction occurs that causes the 
hydrocarbons and carbon 
monixide to combine with air 
or oxygen and form water and 
carbon dioxide. 

The catalyst is coated on the 
beads or honeycomb to in¬ 
crease the surface area that is 
exposed to the exhaust gases, 
surface area of pellets 
lined in a six and one-half 
inclwguare box is equal to 
more xMn 59 footaball fields. 

Governltent regulations 
require tha^te catalyst be 
designed to funotafor 50,000 
miles or five yearahefore It 
"wears out.” When it 
replacing, the caSfcst 
material can be removed fi 
the converted and new 
material inserted. It will not be 
necessary, under normal 
conditions, to replace the 
entire catalytic converter. The 
catalyst material can be 
replaced without removing the 
converter. 

Crucial to the life of the 
catalyst is the use of unleaded 
fuel, since lead will destroy its 
effectiveness. Most 1975 model 
cars will be equipped with a 
smaller gas tank filler neck to 
accommodate smaller-sized 
service station fuel pump 
nozzles used to dispense the 
unleaded fuel. This will help 
insure use of the correct fuel 
and contribute toward cleaner

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Dr. Douglas E. Wax 


Dr. Douglas E. Wax, former 
resident of Waban, assistant 
professor of psychology at the 
University of Michigan 
Medical School, Ann Arbor, 
died of leukemia Thursday, 
June 13, at the age of 33 in 
University Hospital, Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. 

He joined the Department of 
Psychiatry in 1972 as a clinical 
instructor and a staff member 
of Children's Psychiatric 
Hospital, and was promoted to 
assistant professor in 1973. 

“Dr. Wax’s career, though 
painfully brief, was brilliant," 
said Dr. Albert J. Silverman, 
chairman of the department. 
"He loved his work and even 
after becoming very ill, he 
conducted seminars and other 
meaningful teaching exercises. 

“Recently he wrote with 
wonderful insight about doc¬ 
tors as patients, and I believe 
this work may well become a 
classic.

Q. I am a high school dropout 
and have been reading over the 
literature of several vocational 
training schools. How can I be 
sure I will get a job if I attend 
one of these schools? 

A. You cannot be sure. Some 
schools are high on promises, 
low on job referrals. The 
Federal Trade Commission 
suggests all prospective 
vocational school students to 
check the State Employment 
Office, prospective employers 
and qualified guidance 
counselors to find out 1) who 
hires graduates of the school 2) 
whether the schools training 
helps in getting a job 3) what 
are the starting salaries of its 
graduates. 

Q. I own my own home and a 
car. Will these items bar me 
from supplemental security 
income from the Federal 
Government? 

A. Not so. The Social 
Security Administration says 
you may own your own home, 
household furnishings, per¬ 
sonal effects and a car and as 
lo g as they are of reasonable 
value they will not be counted 
as a resource to bar you from 
benefits. They suggest you file 
at your nearest Social Security 
Office if you are 65 or older, 
blind or disabled. 

Q. I am disabled and will not 
be able to work again. Someone 
told me I would have to be 
destitute to qualify for Social 
Security's supplemental 
security Income. 

A. That’s not a fact: A person 
who is single (or married but 
not living with his spouse) can 
have assets - things he owns - 
worth up to (1,500 and still get 
Federal payments. The 
amount for a couple is (2,250. 
Not everything owned counts 
as an asset. Social Security 
suggests you file at their 
nearest office to find out for 
sure. 

Q. I live in a part of Boston 
that has suffered a high in¬ 
cidence of vandalism. It has 
been necessary for me to 
collect Insurance for losses 
suffered to my property. Will 
the Government refuse to sell 
me Federal crime Insurance 
because I have had losses or 
will it refuse to renew my 
policy if I have too many 
losses? 

A. Federal crime insurance 
intended for those who need 
insurance. Those who 
have had losses obviously have 
the greatest need for this 
important protection. The 


Federal Insurance 
Administrate has guaranteed 
to renw all crime insurance 
policies. 

Q. A few weeks ago I pur¬ 
chased some underdeveloped 
land. Because of articles I have 
read in newspapers and 
periodicals, I was aware of the 
Federal Property Report and 
asked the salesman to see one. 
He advlBed me it was Illegal to 
give me the Property Report 
before I signed a contract. This 
seems in conflict with what I 
have read. Is it? 

A. Absolutely. As a matter of 
fact, the law requires that you 
be given a Property Report 
before or at the time of signing 
the contract. If you did not 
receive a Property Report 
before signing the contract, 
you may void the contract at 
any time. 

Q. My lifelong ambition has 
been to buy and live in a real 
lighthouse. How do I go about 
finding one? 

A. Lighthouses themselvs 
rarely come on the market for 
disposal. The Coast Guard is 
automating them as funds are' 
available and occasionally 
releasing some of the adjoining 
land area with improvements 
such as the lightkeeper's house * 
and outlying buildings. Under 
the disposal laws the public 
bodies such as the State, 
county and community have 
first refusal on these offerings 
so the man-in-the-street is able 
to buy one via the sealed bid 
procedure only infrequently. 

Q. I have a 16 ft sailboat for 
which I have bought a small 
outboard motor (a kicker) to 
get me home when I get 
becalmed. My neighbor claims 
I must number my boat. Is he 
right? 

A. He certainly is. According 
to the Boating Safety Division 
of the First Coast Guard 
District you’ll have to register 
and number that sailboat. The 
law says all sailboats equipped 
with auxiliary or outboard 
motors used only in 
emergencies or docking must 
be numbered. 

Q. I am a disabled veteran 
and plan to travel throughout 
Europe this summer. I won’t 
have a mailing address. What 
do you suggest 1 do about my 
monthly compensation check 
from the VA? 

A. Make arrangements with 
your bank (usually by simply 
giving them power of attorney) 
to deposit your checks to your 
account. Then tell the VA office 
that has your records to have 
your monthly check mailed to 
your bank.

David J. Lucey, registrar of 
Motor Vehicle, calls to the 
attention of motorists the 
following laws: 

Now in effect - 
Chapter 24 prohibits the 
wearing of headphones while 
operating a motor vehicle. 
Effective July 8, 1974. - 
Chapter 96 provides that the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
may suspend or revoe a cer¬ 
tificate of registration of a 
motor vehicle if a certificate of 
title thereto has been 
suspended or revolked. 
Effective July q5,1974 - 
Effective July 15,1974 - 
Chapter 119 provides that 
each school bus shall be 
equipped with front and rear 
red signal lamps which shall 
flash alternately and which 
shall be left flashing when 
children are entering or 
leaving such bus. No person 
who operates such a bus shall 
permit the boarding or 
discharging of passengers 
therefrom unless the school 
bus is stopped as close as is 
practicable to the right-hand 
curb or edge of the way.

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Local 800 walkout over Wednesday

A two-day walkout by the 528 members of 
Local 800 of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees ended early 
Wednesday, at least temporarily. 

The employees of the city’s Street, Sanitation, 
and Water departments stayed out of work to 
protest the negotiations on their new contract. The 
old contract expired in May. 

Municipal employees are forbidden by law to 
strike. The city on Monday obtained a restraining 
order against union officers and members from 
Middlesex Superior Court 

The union originally asked a 15 per cent wage 
increase. The city countered with an offer of 7 per 
cent for the first year of a new two-year contract, 
with an additional 4 per cent at the'beginnlng of the 
second year and 3 per cent later that year. 

Present wage levels for most Street Depart¬ 
ment employees run between $3,92 per hour for the 
lowest classification of full-time, permanent 
laborer to $4.92 per hour for a working foreman, 
with many other classifications between, ac¬ 
cording to the Street Department 

The two-year contract seems to be the main 
source of contentioa The union is holding out for a 
one-year contract while Mayor Theodroe Mann 


strongly favors a two-year contract for all city 
employees with bargaining units. 

Both the city administration and the union 
have admitted that no hard negotiating was done 
until the work stoppage occurred on Monday. 

Mayor Mann was in San Diego when the 
walkout took place, attending a conference of 
mayors. He was in touch with City Hall by phone 
Monday and Tuesday and was expected to return 
Wedesday evening. 

Local 800 has traditionally been the group in 
the city to negotiate, and City Hall Associates (the 
clerical work force In City Hall), the Police 
Department and the Fire Department receive the 
same increase as that given to Local 800. 

City Hall Associates briefly supported the 
Local 800 walkout Monday. By a vote of 69 to 6, the 
group voted not to cross Local 800 picket lines, and 
many did not return to City Hall after the lunch 
hour. 

The sympathy move was shortlived, however, 
after the restraining order was announced, and the 
validity of the vote was questioned. 

Mayor Mann, reached by phone in San Diego, 
Colo., commented that "there can be no 
meaningful discussion until the men go back to 
work—that’s the first thing they have to do.” 

Local 800 President Louis Rufo at the begin¬ 
ning of the walkout asked rhetorically, “Why is the 


mayor against labor people?" Rufo and other 
members of the union feel that the dty has not been 
bargaining in good faith. 

Some union officials believe that the city is 
delaying settlement of negotiations beyond July 1 
in order to avoid having to pay the increase 
retroactively. Under new state law, retroactive 
pay increases may not be given for any period In 
the previous fiscal year. The new fiscal year begins 
July 1. 

Another sore point is the widely circulated 
report that a negotiator for the city referred to 
union officers as "animals.” 

During the work stoppage, no emergency 
service was provided, such as maintenance of 
sewer pumps and repair of water pipes. Several 
Incidents have been reported of sewer packups and 
basement flooding. 

Police were posted at the city yards during the 
walkout 

By 9 a.m. Wednesday some city trucks were 
seen at work, and the incinerator was already back 
in operation. 

Rufo was not available after the Wednesday 
decision for comment on whether the union may 
walk out again soon. 

James Salter, the mayor's chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, said Wednesday that the city 
is ready to renew negotiations at any time, and 
hoped that they would start up again Wednesday 
night.

The Legislation & Rules Committee approved a petition 
to establish a Newton Highlands “neighborhood service 
area and council" as a sub-unit of dty government. 

The full Board will vote on the matter July 1. 

The petition did not go through unchanged. Several 
additions, such as requiring an annual report and financial 
statement and reiterating the open meeting law, were 
written into the resolution although they are already 
covered by the dty charter and by state law. 

The resolution gives the neighborhood area council 
"advisory but not substantive authority” and stipulates 
that the council undertake large-scale polling of area 
residents to ensure that at least a 20 per cent response has 
been obtained before the council reports any consensus to 
dty officials. 

The nine-member neighborhood area council will be 
elected sometime in the fall. Meanwhile, the initiating 
group may begin drafting bylaws for approval by the 
residents at a meeting after the council election. 

The Planning Department and the dty solldtor will be 
closely Involved in most adions of the council, at least in 
the beginning, according to discussion at the Legislation & 
Rules Committee meeting. 

Unanimous approval with one abstention by the 
committee may presage an easier passage through the 
Board of Aldermen than had been expected. Board 
President Eliot Cohen, originally skeptical of the feasibility 
of the neighborhood area concept, voted yes at the com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Present at the meeting were Aid. Cohen, Thomas 
Concannon, Louise Egelson, Andrew Magni, Jason Sacks, 
Joan Saklad, and, intermittently, Richard Bullwlnkle. L&R 
Committee member Sidney Small was again absent 

Ward 5 alderman Susan Schur was present although 
not a member of the committee. Ward 6 alderman Ernest 
Dietz was absent Both ward aldermen will be members of 
the neighborhood area council.

Chapter 766 

$60,000 sought 
for health services

Two aldermanlc committees heard 
discussion last week of an appropriation 
reequest of almost $60,000 for medical and 
health services required under Chapter 766. 

The Finance Committee decided Thur¬ 
sday night to hold the item until more in¬ 
formation has been received from Health 
Department and School Department officials 
about how the money will be used. 

Chapter 766 requires that public school 
systems provide services for all children with 
special needs between the ages of three and 
21 . 

According to Dr. John Athans of the 
Health Department, the $59,789 fund request 
is for the evaluation and care of substantially 
disableed children. He said that physicians 
must be hired tor evaluation, and that per-

Fishman to 
run again 

State Senator Irving Fishman (D- 
Newton) today announced his candidacy for 
reelection to the Massachusetts Senate. He 
will run in the newly created Newton- 
Brookline district. 

Fishman, the first Democrat elected to 
the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
from his district in 1962 served four terms in 
the House before being elected to the Senate 
in 1970 and 1972. 

Acclaimed as the leading consumer 
protection advocate in the Massachusetts 
legislature, Sen. Fishman has been in the 
forefront of the consumer protection 
movement since he created the first in the 
nation Truth-in-Leding bill that became law 
in 1966. 

Fishman has also been a leader in such 
legislative areas as property tax relief for 
homeowners, rent control, campaign finance 
reform, equal rights for women, en¬ 
vironmental protection, energy conservation, 
housing, civil liberties, education, mental 
health, elderly benefits, and the right of 
privacy.

sonnel is needed for providing medication and 
physical therapy for children during school 
hours. ’ 

Expenditures under Chapter 766 are 
supposed to be reimburseable from the state, 
but Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small expressed concern over whether 
reimbursement will actually be gained. Small 
said that he would like to bill the School 
Department for the costs of Chapter 766 which 
come out of city money. 

Dr. John Cullinane, director of pupil 
personnel services and special education, 
said this week that the state has no new 
money for Chapter 766. He explained that 766 
reimbursements are to come out of Chapter 
71 funds, which are designated for general 
reimbursement. Cullinane said that he 
“doubted very much” that Newton will not be 
paid back for Cahpter 766 expenses. 

Cullinane noted that the formula for 
Chapter 766 reimbursement is that a city is to 
receive 100 per cent of excess costs over what 
it normally costs to educate a student, up to a 
certain ceiling. 

Theoretically, if the cost of educating a 
child with special needs is $1,800 compared to 
a cost of $1,200 for other students, the city 
would receive $600 reimbursement for that 
student. Hie catch in this formula is that no 
city is to receive more than 110 per cent of the 
state wide average for educating a child with 
special needs. 

Newton is guaranteed that it will receive 
no less reimbursement for special education 
in each of the next five years than it will be 
receiving for the 1973-74 school year. 

Several aldermen have questioned 
whether the Health Department should be 
budgeting special education costs instead of 
the School Department. Cullinane reported 
that approximately $51,000 (50 per cent) of the 
Health Department's special education ex¬ 
penses have been returned to the city in each 
of the past two years through reim¬ 
bursements from the state. 

According to Cullinane, the City Charter 
requires the Health Department to provide 
health services in the schools. 

Cullinane told the Public Health and 
Safety Committee Wednesday night that 
Newton will be “serving whole new 
populations of kids who have never been in 
public schools before" next year. He noted 
that the School Department has had "good 
working relations" with the Health Depart¬ 
ment, and that Athan's appropriation request 
"is our best estimate of what we will need." 

A major role of the Health Department 
under Chapter 76C will be to set up evaluation 
teams to examine children with special 
needs. Cullinane said that a "corp evaluation 
team will meet to develop a plan which makes 
sense for a kid." 

Cullinane explained that "Chapter 766 is 
not a compulsory integration law; a child will 
be integrated to the degree that it makes 
sense." 

According to Gerald Peterson, supervisor 
of special education, labels such as 
"moderately retarded," "emotionally 
distrubed,” etc. are going to disappear next 
year, and all such kids will become "children 
with special needs." Peterson said that he 
expects an increase next year in the number 
of kids who are presently called children with 
learning disabilities.

How efficient is 911? 


Aid. Richard McGrath, chairman of the 
aldermanic Public Health and Safety Com¬ 
mittee, asked Police and Fire Department 
officials last week for feedback on the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the Emergency 911 telephone 
call system. 

Police Chief William Quinn said that "911 
Is probably the best thing for responding to 
emergencies” that he had seen in his career. 
Quinn called the 911 system “entirely suc¬ 
cessful." 

Quinn reported that in December there 
were 152 911 calls, compared to an average of 
110-120 calls a month recently. Police have 
expressed pleasure with the discrimination 
people have shown in using the 911 number. 
Quinn noted that emergency calls are still 
received on the regular police phone lines. 

In providing background on 911, McGrath 
said that it was decided that the Police 
Department would receive the emergency 
calls because it handles 90 per cent of the 
emergencies in Newton. 

Quinn explained that every 911 call which 
comes to the Police also lights up at the Fire 
Department. When the word "fire" is men¬ 
tioned in a 911 call, the Fire Department is 
supposed to be notified immediately so it can 
go into action. 

Assistant Fire Chief Harvey Preble said 
that "we feel we should deal directly with 
people who are reporting a fire.” 

Fire Lt. Francis Howley claimed "there 
is a definite delay. He gave as an example a 
911 call which the Fire Department heard 
only the end of, In which a person said "come 
quick." Howley said that there was a delay in 
tracing the call so the Fire Department could 
get the address of the caller. 

Preble noted that in Quincy, the minute a 
911 call is dialed a buzzer and light goes on at 
the Fire Department. The Fire Department 
monitors 911 calls and if one does not pertain 
to fire, a button is pushed and it is discon¬ 
nected. 

Joseph Whalen of New England 
Telephone said that the Quincy system has to 
be specifically designed for individual 
switchboards. Such a system could be set up 
in Newton. 

Whalen pointed out that the Brookline 
Fire Department found the monitoring of 
calls to be more of a bother than an aid, 
although "Quincy is happy with the system 
the way it is." 

Quinn said that he would not object to the 
Fire Department monitoring calls. He 
suggested, though, that civil rights people 
might object to the Fire Department hearing 
all 911 calls. Quinn noted that the Fire 
Department can plug in and listen to calls 
now. 

Quinn remarked that the problem of 
delays has not been brought to his attention in 
department head meetings. 

McGrath said that he knew of one in¬ 
stance where a 911 call reported a fire in an 
apartment and the caller was told that police 


would inv estigate before the Fire depart¬ 
ment would be notified. 

McGrath commented that "I think there 
is a sense of a problem.” He suggested that 
"maybe the two departments can get 
together" to work out the 911 situation. 

Whalen told the committee that telephone 
exchanges do not correspond exactly with 
city boundaries. Consequently, people in 
911—see page 6

The Newton Youth Center 
has Just completed another 
successful year. The Youth 
Center, in conjunction with the 
Newton Recreation Depart¬ 
ment, opened five centers this 
year for teenagers in various 
locations throughout the city. 

These centers were in West 
Newton, Newton Highlands, 
Meadowbrook, Upper Palls, 
and Newton Centre. They of¬ 
fered a wide variety of ac¬ 
tivities such as indoor sports, 
trips, ping pong, pool, camping 
trips, drop-in centers, and 
dances. Through these ac¬ 
tivities, the program served 
over 1,500 students during this 
school year. 

The Youth Center program is 
designed to enable both young 
people and adults through 
neighborhood committees to 
participate in developing and 
guiding the program.

A compromise plan is 
being sought by the Con¬ 
servation Commission and 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation to 
enable the commission to 
uphold the Wetlands Protection 
Act and yet not delay NCDF 
construction. 

NCDF has asked to have 
the Wetlands Protection, or 
Hatch Act, hearings waived. 

Stating that time is critical 
to their project, Marc Slotnick, 
a member of the advisory staff, 
said, "The specific way the 
Hatch Act is written puts a 
hardship on us ... we are not 
concerned about the substance, 
merely the procedure." 

After obtaining a building 
permit, which they do not yet 
have, NCDF would have to file 
notice of intent and would have 
to wait 60 days before begin¬ 
ning construction. In that 
period the hearings would be 
held and they would have to 
enforce conditions that might 
be imposed on them. Right 
now, their concern is that they 
not lose this construction 
season, which because of rising 
costs, could be expensive. 

The commission is 
reserving action on this matter 
until consultant Paul Nyquist 
reviews NCDF's plans. 

NCDF is a nonprofit 
organization which came back 
to life as a result of an 


agreement between the city 
and the Chestnut Hill Towers 
Trust. A building permit was 
withheld from the trust unless 
it committed itself to helping 
provide subsidized housing In 
Newton. The Towers chose to 
contribute to NCDF. 

The Towers has made an 
initial cash payment of $37,500 
to NCDF and has agreed to 
invest additional funds up to 
$275,000 depending on how 
much interest in the foundation 
it is permitted to purchase. 

In April, the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency approved a 
mortgage commitment to 
NCDF. Under the agreement 
terms, NCDF Is to receive 
1125,000 after the mortgage 


financing is complete. Right 
now, the push is to finish the 
detailed drawings so that a 
building permit may be ob¬ 
tained. 

However, even with so 
much money so close and even 
though they have $20,000 in 
their coffers, NCDF finds it has 
to raise an additional! 25,000 by. 
the fall to help pay for com-; 
plete architectural drawings 
"of all aspects of the 
townhouses, detailed 
engineering of utilities, 
foundations and site work,, 
mortgage and tax payments, 
staff and office expenses." 
Much of this will be reim¬ 
bursed by MHFA after con¬ 
struction begins. 


Chief warns against fireworks 


Fire Chief Frederick A. 
Perkins reminds everyone in 
Newton that it is illegal to have 
fireworks under any con¬ 
ditions. 

"Whoever sells or keeps for 
sale or offers for sale any 
fireworks shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $ 1,000 or by im¬ 
prisonment for not more than 
one year, or both," state law 
reads. 

"Whoever has in his 
possession or under his control 


or shall use or explode or cause 
to be exploded any fireworks 
shall be subjected to a fine of 
not less than $10, nor more than 
$100,” it also says. 

All fireworks including 
"sparklers" are illegal under 
the law, Chief Perkins said. 

"We in the fire service have 
seen the results of injuries and 
burns resulting from the use of - 
fireworks and hope that this 
Fourth of July will be a safe 
and accident free holiday," he 
also said.

Regional Refuse District seeks 3-year extension

The Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse District 
. should stay in existence for the 
next three to eight years while 
working toward state im¬ 
plementation of a regional 
resource recovery plant in the 
area, the two co-chairmen of 
the district have said. 

In a letter from Aid. David 
Jackson of Newton and City 
Councilor Jack Koutoujian of 
Waltham to the mayors and 
legislative bodies of the two 
cities, the co-chairmen are 
asking extension of the life of 
the district, due to expire Aug. 
31, until Aug. 31, 1977. 

The request to amend the 
existing agreement between 
Newton and Waltham will be 
presented July 10 to the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, 


sitting informally as a Com¬ 
mittee of the Whole. 

Waltham approved the ex¬ 
tension of time at its City 
Council meeting this past 
Monday night. 

Jackson's and KoutouJIan’s 
letter, which still needs con¬ 
firmation by the district 
committee, according to 
Jackson, says that at the end of 
August, 1974, there will remain 
unspent between $ 10,000 and 
$20,000 in the district budget. 

The original grant from the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency for the establishment 
of the regional disposal district 
was for $112,500, plus "services 
in kind" to be given to the 
district by both cities 
amounting to $37,500. 

The co-chairmen have been 
assured, they say, that state 
funding for secretarial ser¬ 


vices will be available if the 
EPA will not grant an ex¬ 
tension of time in which to use 
the remaining money. 

The district, which is 
essentially a planning board to 
investigate the feasibility of a 
refuse disposal region, has 
issued a report prepared by its 
consultant, Camp Dresser 4 
McKee, that recommends 
against the upgrading of either 
the Newton or the Waltham 
incinerator. Both will have 
been shut down by the end of 
the year. 

The report finds that either 
individually or together 
Newton and Waltham should 
adopt as the short-term 
solution to disposal problems a 
transfer-haul method or 
modular incineration until a 
regional resource recovery 
plant is in operation.

Transfer haul requires the 
construction of a facility, 
probably at the Rumford 
Avenue landfill site, or the 
conversion of the incinerator 
building to compact the rub¬ 
bish before it is put into large 
trailers to be hauled out of the 
city. 

The use of modular in¬ 
cinerators requires the con¬ 
struction of up to 20 small units 
at two or more sites in the city. 
The town of Wellesley has just 
begun using the small units and 
has encountered problems only 
with the unloading of rubbish 
and the capacity of the road¬ 
ways around the facilities. 

CDM has issued requests for 
proposals for the handling of 
the rubbish, and a contract 
must be awarded by July 23 in 
order to comply with a 
schedule approved by the state 
Department of Public Health. 

The letter from Jackson and 
Koutoujian differs in one 


outstanding point from the 
conclusions reached by Camp 
Dresser Mckee in their report. 
CDM has said there are two 
processing and two disposal 
sites (all located in Waltham) 
that would be available for a 
regional resource recovery 
plant. 

Jackson and Koutoujian feel 
that short life span, 
topographic difficulties, 
deficiencies of access, and 
extreme difficulty in 
acquisition would rule out the 
four sites selected, and 
recommend another site 
nearby but not in either of the 
two cities. 

An economically viable 
region would require the 
participation of several other 
communities, the letter says, 
including Watertown, Weston, 
Brookline, Needham, 
Wellesley, Natick, Wayland, 
Lincoln and Lexington.

Vera Gershenson, who presented 
material on Dolan Pond, affectionately 
called by students “the swamp,” ex¬ 
plained that in the beginning “in the state 
the area was in, it was not immediately 
recognizable as being worth preserving." 

But the students held out great hopes 
they could restore the swamp to its natural 
state. There were a few obstacles in their 

way such as a burned out shack which took 
them one and a half weeks to clean out. Not 
only were they removing small debris, but 
also larger debris such as a washing 


machine, lawn mowers, seeven, tires, 
twenty, and a cement mixer. 

To aid them in their efforts, they 
solicited neighborhood assistance. Miss 
Gerenshon said, "there is a problem 
because the neighborhood kids find the 
place a great place to drink and smoke, 
periodically burning down the shack." 

Some 10 truckloads of trash were 
collected by the students, but they report 
more trash remains in the drainage trench 
and in the middle of the pond. They urged 
the city to dredge the trench. 

The students strongly recommended 
the placement of trash cans at the ends of 
the streets leading to Dolan Pond.They felt 
the “no dumping" law shoud be more 
strongly enforced and that a public 
relations effort should be made with the 
neighbors and children. They suggest 
pamphleting the neighborhood with 
literature about the wetlands and 
initiating a unit on wetlands for fifth and 
sixth graders "who are most likely to 
Utter." 

Reporting on the Webster Con¬ 
servation Area, Bruce Saxon told of efforts 
to mark and clear the trails as weU as 
remove trash, including an old Studebaker 


car. Saxon said the students made and 
posted large, visible signs at three major 
entranxes to inform visitors where the 
traUs are, how long the trails are and 
where they lead to. The three main trails 
are at Temple Mishkan Tefila, Suffolk 
Road and Warren Street. 

The students saw the area as one of 
natural beauty, "unknown and un¬ 
publicized." They recommended 
acquisition of the MDC and Temple land 
by Newton. 

Saxon stated that “inadequate funds 
were spent on the upkeep of the area” and 
noted also that a great amount of debris 
existed around Temple land which had to 
be cleaned up. 

Accompanying Miss Gershenson, and 
Mr. Saxon were student BUI Whynot and 
faculty members Jack Luskin and Ann 
EUiott. 

Chairman Dennis Ditelberg thanked 
the students “for the marvelous things you 
have done in a short time ... we ap¬ 
preciate your advice and suggestions and 
wUl keep in touch with you." He also 
promised the youngsters that the com¬ 
mission "will do something to preserve the 
area and acquire Dolan Pond.” 


Beaconwood contract 
signing July 2 

The Newton Housing Authority expects to sign a con- 
,, tract on July 2 for the construction of 20 low-income famUy 
duplexes on Beaconwood Road. Groundbreaking is ex¬ 
pected to follow shortly thereafter. 

The contract was awarded to the Concrete Construction 
Co. of Everett who came in with the second lowest bid of 
$898,500. The contract was originally to go to P. J. Stella 
Construction Corp. of Wakefield whose bid was $874,700. 

However, delays caused by the Department of Com¬ 
munity Affair's dilemma over the high per-unit cost 
resulted in the NHA’s losing out on this bid. The D A 
resolved its problem by instructing the authority to request 
$150,000 from city funds for site development. The Board of 
Aldermen approved this appropriation on June 3. It was 
then fel that rebidding would be too costly and so, with DCA 
approval, the authority turned to the next lowest bidder. 

' In addition to this project, the NHA is also investigating 
an offer to sell two buildings made by Frank E. Ciccone. 
According to Frank Quinn, executive director of the NHA, 
the buildings contain seven apartments, one office and 
some empty storerooms and would cost $165,000. 

The NHA is awaiting reports from the building in¬ 
spector, since Quinn says, "We have no money yet and can't 
go to a funding agency unless we have more information 
about the feasibility of the project" 

Quinn also voiced concern over the problems of 
:: relocation and the the advisability of "relocating some for 
i others... that’s why our ultimate goal is new housing."

Neighbors object to 
Newton North site plan

The Newton School Committee voted 
no action this week on a controversial 
parking plan for Newton North High 
School. 

John L Simmons of the Newton 
Planning Department presented a plan 
which Included 296 on-site parking places 
for faculty and visitors. The traffic flow 
indicated by the plan is for cars to enter 
the Newton North campus at Lowell 
Avenue and Elm Road, and for them to 
exit on to Walnut Street via a new street 
just south of Russell Court. 

The plan calls for much of the parking 
lot at Newton North to be adjacent to the 
mall at the school. The eastern half of Elm 
Road would be eliminated and replaced by 
athletic field. 

Simmons said that the "location of the 
lot represents the least impact on the 
residential community." He added that it 
is almost in the center of the Newton North 
site. 

The plan would allow for numerous 
athletic fields, although School Com¬ 
mitteeman Herbert Regal was concerned 
about the closeness of the baseball 
diamond to the parking area. 

The plan also calls for a median on 
part of Elm Road and a rectangular ex¬ 
tension of the main parking area from Elm 
Road down next to Kimball Terrace. An 
exit from the Parking area, and possibly 
another entrance, would be located on the 
' new road which would feed into Walnut 
Street. The main entrance to the lot would 
be off Elm Road. 

Regal was worried that there would be 
a lot of traffic near Claflin School with this 
plan. It was explained to Regal that Claflin 
starts at 8:45 a.m. while much of the high 
school traffic would arrive before 8 a.m. 

Superintendent of School Aaron Fink 
said that "the traffic pattern is no different 
now than it would be under the plan." 

Dennis Becker of 63 Elm Rd., later 
disagreed with this assertion, noting that a 
good portion of the traffic to Newton North 
now comes from Walnut Street to Elm 
Road. 

School Committee member Mrs. 
Dorothy Reichard commented that there 
are presently about 500 spaces on site 
while the new plan calls for barely 300. 
"Students are going to have to look on side 
streets for spaces," she pointed out. "I 
don’t think they are going to use Elm Road 
as frequently as now." 

During discussion of the athletic area, 
Newton North Principal Richard Mechem 
said that "we know how squeezed the 
situation is; a long range solution may be 
busing of the baseball team.” Mechem 
remarked that he liked the compactness of 
the parking lot. 


Harry Portnoy of the School Com¬ 
mittee’s buildings advisory committee 
expressed concern about the location of 
the parking area damaging the aesthetic 
value of the mall at Newton North. 

Mrs. Gene White, new president of the 
Claflin PTA, spoke to the School Com¬ 
mittee in bchnlf of Claflin Principal 
Charlotte Howard. Mrs. White said she 
wanted to emphasize the narrowness of 
Lowell Avenue and the congestion of 
traffic in the area. She called it "a terrible 
area." 

Becker, a neighbor of Newton North, 
claimed that several of five alternative 
plans allowed 400 on-site spaces without 
limiting the athletic fields. Becker said 
that with these plans, "you can get traffic 
in more safely, more conveniently, and 
you can keep the athletic fields in the 
design. 

Becker remarked that the proposed 
plan would create exit problems, as 
several streets feed into Walnut Street 
close to one another. 

"I think its clear that there is a need to 
diffuse the traffic patterns," Becker said. 
He added that posting does not work as a 
means of limiting on-street parking, and 
that the traffic in the area "become our 
problem." 

Becker noted that the plan is a safety 
hazard. "We are terribly frightened for the 
kids on Lowell Avenue," he said. 

"There is a better solution," Becker 
added. "I request that you don't choose 
this one. On the basis of logic, I don't see 
how you can approve this." 

Simmons was asked several times if 
an evaluation has been made of the traffic 
flow in the Newton North area. He replied 
once that records would have to be con¬ 
sulted, and suggested that the planning 
director be called. 

One member of the audience said that 
he was "bothered by the complete un¬ 
willingness to consider other alternatives 
and the unwillingness to involve citizenry" 
in developing a plan for Newton North. 


School Committee Chairwoman Mrs. 
Eleanor Rosenblum replied that alter¬ 
natives have been considered and rejec¬ 
ted. 

Another man in the audience com¬ 
mented that "the center of gravity of the 
high school has been shifted toward Lowell 
Ave." 

In response to an earlier suggestion 
that widening of Walnut Street could 
provide some on-street parking, Judith 
Godfrey of 7 Gibson Rd„ said that she 
thought parking on Walnut Street would be 
“suicidal." She noted that there is poor 
vision coming out of side streets. 

"You have to supply enough parking 
on site for kids or say they can't drive," 
Ms. Godfrey commented. 

Attorney Robert Freeto, representing 
Henry O'Connor of 83 Elm Rd., suggested 
that land taking could expand the Newton 
North site. He said that o'Connor would be 
willing to sell two pieces of land at fair 
market value, and that he understood 
other abuttors had a similar attitude. 

Mrs. Rosenblum said that this "has 
been considered, but is not recommended 
by the Planning Department at this time." 

Becker remarked at the end of the 
meeting that he is an abuttor "not in favor 
of land taking." 

Mrs. Reichard said after lengthy 
discussion that suggestions should be 
referred back to City Planner Charles 
Thomas and Simmons for further con¬ 
sideration. 

Mrs. Reichard noted that parking for 
faculty, providing adequate athletic 
facilities, responsibility for the safety of 
children in the neighborhood, and insuring 
the privacy of people in the neighborhood 
must be kep in mind. 

Mrs Reichard made a motion of no 
action on the plan. An amendment was 
added suggesting that "the Planning 
Department look at possible solutions with 
potential landtaking." The motion was 
passed.

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Political Highlights

Sargent and Brooke 
on collision course 

Relations are chilly between the two top Republicans in 
Massachusetts, and the likelihood is they will get more 
frigid rather than warmer. 

Confllciting political ambitions have placed Governor 
Francis W. Sargent and Senator Edward W. Brooke on a 
collision course. 

.... Both men want to be the Republican nominee for Vice 
President In 1976. There will be room for only one of them on 
the GOP national ticket. 

If Francis Sargent is reelected Governor next 
November, a fight inevitably will develop between Sargent 
and Brooke in 1976 for control of the Massachusetts 
delegation too that year’s Republican national convention. 

Sarge would stand out nationally as the Republican who 
twic won election to the Governorship in Democratic, 
liberal Massachusetts — the one state Richad Nixon was 
unable to carry in his 1972 Presidential contest with George 
McGovern. 

If Sarge is defeated In November, It probably would end 
his political career and certainly would knock him out of 
consideration for a place on the 1976 Republican national 
ticket There would be no way he could make a comeback 
before '76. 

Brooke, the first and only Black elected to the U.S. 
Senate since Reconstruction days, does not come up for 
reelection until 1978, and he can stand back out of harm’s 
way as he waits for the 1976 Presidential campaign. 

You night assume that Governor Sargent and Senatorr 
Brooke, two Republican liberals in a strongly Democratic 
state, would find an accomodation which would help assure 
the political survival of both men. 

But political ambitions do strange things to men. 
Neither Sargent nor Brooke is willing to agree to step aside 
for the other in 1976. Many of Brooke’s problems would be 
solved if Sargent is toppled next November. 

And some of the top members of the Sargent camp are 
suspicious of Brooke's political motives and actions even 
though they will not say so for publication. 

They can’t afford to be openly critical of Brooke at this 
point in time, but 1976 will be anotoher matter if Sarge 
survives next autumn’s election. 

As the chairman who presided over the recent unof¬ 
ficial Republican State Convention, Brooke was publicly 
neutral in the contests waged at the conclave. He was too 
neutral to suit some of Sarge’s strategists and advisers. 

One of the reasons former State Commerce Com¬ 
missioner Carroll Sheehan polled more votes against 
Governor Sargent than had been predicted was that he 
unexpectedly received the support of a number of Brooke 
delegates. That did not excape the attention of the watchful 
Sargent lieutenants. 

Now there is no reason delegates known too be friendly 
with Senator Brooke and responsive to his views and wishes * 
should be prohibited from voting for anyone they chose at 
an unofficial Republican convention. 

But delegates who share Brook’s views and political 
philosophy ordinarily would not vote forr an arch- 
conservative such as Carroll Sheehan. Governor Sargent 
was criticized by conservative Republican delegates for 
walking away from President Nixon in his time of great 
trouble. Brooke has been even more critical of Nixon than 
has Sarge. 

The number of Brooke people, who unexpectedly turned 
up on Sheehan’s rickety bandwagon, which obviously is 
going nowhere, coupled with Brooke's surprise blast at 
Governor Sargent's proposal for using voluntary busing 
instead of forced busing to reduce racial imbalance in 
Boston public school have caused some misgivings in the 
Sargent ranks about just how much help the Governor will 
get from Brooke in next November’s election. Brooke 
already has indicated his intention of sitting out the 
primary contest between Sargent and Sheehan. 


Political candidates 
in summer doldrums 

Candidates for high public offices now are in the 
summer doldrums. They have entered the period when it is 
most difficult to attract the attention or arouse the interest 
of the voters. 

The period in which nomination signatures could be 
gathered has ended. Schools have closed until after Labor 
Day. 

Many families have gone to vacation resorts for the 
summer. Others are planning vacations for shorter periods. 
Few are looking to political eampainging for any part of 
their summer entertainment 

Most people will turn their attention back to the 
politicians and the politicking after the kids go back to 
school next September. 

The trouble is that there will be almost no time for 
campaigning for primary nominations after the school bells 
ring and the youngsters return to their classrooms at the 
summer's end. 

The primary is scheduled for Sept. 10, only eight days 
after Labor Day. 

Some candidates will show up at clambakes and outings 
to shake hands and bore listeners with their election 
messages. 

About the only way they will be able to reach the voters 
is through the newspapers.

Clinic surveyed468 abortion patients 


The Charles Circle Clinic in Boston 
released statistics this week compiled in a 
survey of 468 abortion patients that visited the 
clinic In April. 

I thought it might be interesting to relate 
the clinic’s statistics here and give you an 
opportunity to check them against your own 
theories about who is having abortions and 
why. 

The youngest patient, the clinic reported. 


was 14 and the oldest patient was 46. Of the 
total, 59 per cent of the women who had 
abortions were single, and 58 per cent of the 
total used no method of birth control. 

According to age statistics, abortions 
were most frequently done for women ages 
23-26. This figure was 107. Of the 468,83 were 
19 or 20, 78 were 21 or 22, and 65 were 27-30. 

Of the women surveyed, 87 had had 
previous abortions and 178 had had babies. 



Women responding to the questions 
dicated that 229 or 49 per cent were Catholic] 
124 or 26 per cent were protestant, 14 or 3 ] 
cent were Jewish, nine or 2 per cent 
"other," and 92 or 19 per cent did not i 
to the religious question. 

The Clinic's survey also stated that 56 per 
cent of all women over 30 used no birth control 
and 76 per cent of the women under 18 used no 
birth control.

Polls indicate Sarge 
in political trouble 

Governor Sargent is in deep political trouble if a 
professional poll made for the Globe correctly reflects the 
thinking of Massachusetts voters. 

The poll indicated that either Attorney General Robert 
Quinn or former State Representative Michael Dukakis, the 
two candidates for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, would defeat Sargent and that Dukakis would 
win by a larger margin than Quinn. 

Most political observers, including this one, believe 
Quinn would be a stronger candidate against Sargent than 
would Dukakis. They also are not yet prepared to write off 
Sargent But they do have great respect for Globe polls. 

This writer made a poll at the height of the gasoline 
shortage last winter, when automobile-onwers were fuming 
at the inept handling of the situation and the necessity of 
wasting gasoline, driving from one filling station to another 
in search of a pump which was in operation. 

That survey indicated that Governor Sargent and other 
Republicans were headed for defeat and disaster in next 
November's election. Subsequently, it appeared there was 
an upswing in Sarge's strength and that he was able to get 
back on the right political course. 

Now the Globe poll seems to foretell serious problems 
for the Governor in his campaign to win reelection to 
another four-year term. 

To be sure, the important November election is four 
months away. Great changes can occur in the strength of 
the various candidates as issues are aired and charges are 
exchanged. 

Historically, however, a Governor almost always loses 
strength In a campaign for reelectiou. He very rarely gains 
support because his administration is the big issue. 

One factor clearly militating against Governor Sargent 
is that his popularity has eroded durng the past four years. 

He has faced tough problems, made difficult decisions 
and committed his share of mistakes. They all have com¬ 
bined to cost him public support. 

Every test of voter sentiment has shown that Governor 
Sargent Is not nearly as strong today as he was In 1970 when 
he defeated Boston Mayor Kevin H. White who almost 
surely would topple hime next Nov. 5 If the two were 
engaged In a return match. White simply decided he didn't 
want to be Governor. 

Persons close to Governor Sargent are not all per¬ 
suaded that his cause is hopeless. They declare that 
professional polls which have been made for the Governor 
showedd him to be in good shape. 


They assert that both Dukakis and Quinn will be 
vulnerable to attack and that the one who wins the 
Democratic nomination for Governor may be battle- 
scarred when the primary votes are counted on the night of 
Sept. 10. 

The Globe poll indicated that the Watergate mess will 
be an issue in the gubernatorial election even though Mr. 
Sargent has been as far removed from that scandal as any 
Democrat. 

What it apparently adds up to Is that there evidently is a 
tremendous public feeling of unrest and dissatisfaction, 
that a Democratic tide is developing and that the storm 
signals may be flying for many Republicans and some 
office-holders in both political parties. 

Whether a big victory in the primary would give 
Governor Sargent the momentum to overcome such a 
situation is a question only time will answer. But the 
Governor definitely seems to have problems, many of them 
made by Republicnas, some by himself. 

Could Henry end war 
in Northern Ireland? 

India seems to have a strange set of values. It had 
enough money to do all the things necessary to set off an 
atomic blast but not enough to buy food for its starving 
people. 

One of our readers asks why Henry Kissinger is not sent 
to Northern Ireland to try to negotiate a settlement between 
the warring factions there. We doubt that Henry would be 
welcomed by either side or that he could accomplish 
anything. That probably is a bit out of his line. 

Chuck Colson might have avoided much of his trouble if 
he hadn't, as he puts it, thumbed his nose at Harvard. He 
turned down a full scholarship at Harvard because be 
wanted to say "no” to Harvard and went Instead to Brown. 
It was at a Brown alumni gathering that Colson met fellow 
alumnus E. Howard Hunt, Jr. 

What’s in a name? Governor Salmon of Vermont, while 
attending tlie recent Governor’s Conference in Seattle, went 
fishing in Puget Sound for a bit of relaxation. He proved a 
skillful angler and caught three large salmon. 

Clifford Irving, who was paid (650,000 for a fake 
autobiography of billionaire recluse Howard Hughes, and 
his wife, who spent 14 months in a Swiss prison, are united 
in New York. While in jail, Mrs. Irving said she would 
divorce her husband, but Irving, who served almost 18 
months for fraud, apparently talked her out of it He has a 
new job. 

Experts on iutematlofial affairs are speculating on 
what will happen to Yugoslavia when strong man President 
Joseph Tito lx no longer able to bead that nation’s govern¬ 
ment Tito Is now 82 but is itill a power In the Communist 
world.

A vi Nelson had right 
to speak for Sheehan 


Some Republican politicians believe radio talk-master 
Avi Nelson took advantage of his position when he seconded 
the nomination of former State Commerce Commissioner 
Carroll Sheehan at the unofficial GOP State Convention. 

We disagree. We can't see that Avi Nelson's action was 
improper in any way. We do concur in the opinion that Mr. 
Sheehan is making a futile fight against Governor Sargent 
for tthe Republican gubernatorial nominatioa But that 
isn't the point 

Avi Nelson Is a conservative Republican. He is 
probably slightly to the right of the late President 
McKinley. He Is in conflict with Governor Sargent on many 
issues. 

Mr. Nelson is so conservative that his talk shows on 
radio station WHDH, on nights when there are no Red Sox 
baseball games, at times are entertaining although a 
listener may wonder whether he has been carried on smoe 
magic carpet back to the 19th Century. 

Rumors were circulated at one point during the past 
spring that Mr. Nelson might challenge Lieutenant Donald 
Dwight in the Republican primary. Some newsmen 
suspected at the time that the reports were promoted by 
Dwight in the hope that he would have a primary warmup to 
help prime him for the final election campaign. 

This writer, incidentally, does not take seriously the 
claim by Nelson that Robert Caulfield, one of Governor 
Sargent’s top political advisers, called the operations 
manager at WHDH the day before the Republican Con¬ 
vention and attempted to have Nelson taken off the air. 

Persons familiar with the setup at WHDH express the 
opinion that if Caulfield, former news director for television 
station WHDH-TV, had tried to get Nelson fired, Avi would 
now be looking for a job. 

In other words, Caulfield has strong enough ties at WH¬ 
DH hr put a crimp in Avi Nelson’s political activities and 
probably to have him fired if that were his desire. 

Caulfield says be merely called a friend at WHDH to 
find out what Nelson was going to do at the GOP convention 
the next day. All the evidence indicates Caulfield Is telling 
the truth. 

We would point out most respectfully too the critics of 
Avi Nelso that no objection was raised when Michael 
Dukakis served as moderator of the TV show, "The Ad¬ 
vocates", on Channel 2, after he had made it known he 
would be a candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor.

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Unknown facts 
of electricity 
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To the Editor: 

I should like to make a few 
comments on the costs of 
eleectricity citing a few facts 
which are available In public 
records but not widely 
publicized. Until 1970, when the 
cost of oil was $1,70 a barrel, 
the cost of electricity did not 
rise, since increased 
productivity and technologic 
improvements offset rises in 
the cost of labor, materials, 
equipment, taxes, and interest 
on borrowed capital. 

Indeed, in 1973, even though 
the cost of oil rose to $4.65 a 
barrel, the cost of electricity to 
the consumer was less than in 
1963. The increased cost of fuel 
was because of legislation 
requiring the utilities to burn 
low sulfur fuel. 

Electric utilities are 
regulated by the state as to 
what they may charge for their 
product. Because of fluc¬ 
tuations in the cost of fuel, a 
law was passed many years 
ago requiring companies to 
charge separately for the fuel 
excluding fuel costs from the 
base on which the price of 
electricity was calculated. 

This allowed for reductions 
as well as advances, as fuel 
costs fluctuated: it prevents 
the companies from making 
windfall profits on fuel, as well 
as providing a flexible method 
of reimbursement (without 
going to the D.P.U. constantly 
for permission to change rates) 
for rising fuel costs (fuel must 
be paid for by utilities within 10 
days). 

The cost of fuel is now $12.45 
per barrel; and this is passed 
on as a fuel adjustment charge, 


not figured into the company's 
profit or loss bases. Other costs 
that do affect the cost of 
electricity per kilowatt-hour 
have also risen — especially 
taxes (almost 20 percent in¬ 
come goes out to state and 
municipal tax collectors), 
equipment (generators, tur¬ 
bines, trucks, etc.), labor, and 
interest on borrowed capital (it 
costs over $500 million dollars 
to build a power plant), to say 
nothing of miles of wire, 
cables, poles, etc. 

Nuclear energy is a safe and 
less expensive and non¬ 
polluting source of electricity. 
Daniel Ford has personally 
decided that this is not a safe 
method, going against almost 
all students of nuclear 
engineering in this country, 
and throughout the world — 
most countries are going more 
and more into nuclear power. 
When nuclear power is used, oil 
is spared, and the charge for 
fuel is omitted accordingly. 

At present Mr. Ford has 
succeeded in an intervention 
that has cost, thus far, $30 
million in oil costs, passed on 
directly to users, since the 
Pilgrim Nuclear Power Plant 
at Plymouth, Mass, has been 
prevented from operating 
directly as a result of his views. 

We who work for utilities 
realize the complexities of 
these problems. We hope that 
the spread of factual 
knowledge will reduce some of 
the emotions that high prices 
engender, so that our mutual 
probleems may be resolved in 
reason.

Reply on learning disabilities 


Editor’s note: This Is a copy of 
the letter sent In response to a 
letter printed last week. 

Dear Dr. Clancy: 

I find the statements in your 
letter of June 15 completely 
misrepresent the facts. 

1. The amount recommended 
by the Superintendent of 
Schools for the Learning 
Disabilities Program for the 
budget of the Newton Public 
Schools for 1974-75 was $292560. 
The figure of $343,046 
represents an initial estimate, 
one of many departmental raw 
requests submitted to and 
reviewed in the normal course 
of events by John Culllnane, 
director of Pupil Personnel 
Services and Special 
Education, and by Henry 
Atkins, assistant superin¬ 
tendent for program, prior to 


submission of the proposed 
budget to the superintendent of 
schools. 

The recommended amount of 
$292,560 was reviewed with Dr. 
Grimes prior to submission to 
the Superintendent; the 
Superintendent and Central 
Staff confirmed the recom¬ 
mendation and submitted it to 
the School Committee for final 
approval. This final approval 
was given with no alterations 
and very little discussion. 

2. The implications of your 
statement about "the $2500 
annual salary a learning 
disability teacher receives in 
Newton in exchange for her 
services" are entirely 
misleading. $2582.30 represents 
the minimum salary, at a rate 
of $5.27 per hour for 14 hours 
per week for 35 weeks per year, 
during a period of closely 


supervised training. In 1973-74 
the hourly rate for Learning 
Disabilities tutors ranged from 
$5.27 per hour for the training 
year to $8.06 per hour in the fith 
year. The average rate for the 
Learning Disabilities tutors 
during 1973-74 was $7.10 per 
hour; the average number of 
hours per week was 19 and the 
average salary was $4908.33 
with the maximum salary for 
the year at $7350. 

3. In regard to your 
statement that "perhaps the 
School Committee and the 
Superintendent do not truly 
value the Learning Disabilities 
Program and will allow the 
effectiveness of the program to 
be eviscerated by such ex¬ 
pediencies, etc." the 
Superintendent has recom¬ 
mended and the School 


Committee has approved in¬ 
creases in the Learning 
Disabilities Program budget 
from approximately $35,000 in 
1969 to $292,046 in 1974-75. 

This is for the tutorial budget 
only and does not include the 
salary of the director of the 
program, nor the services of 
the psychologists and other 
personnel involved. This 
means the budget for the 
coming year will be more than 
eight times what it was five 
years ago, despite a decrease 
in the total school enrollment of 
8.9 percent, and a decrease in 
the elementary school 
enrollment, where the bulk of 
the services have been 
provided, of 12.4 percent. 

This seems to me to be an 
incontrovertible indication of 
the commitment of the School

Fishman has shaped much 
of his legislation through his 
leadership positions in the 
Senate. He Ls chairman of the 
Committee on Banks and 
Banking and vice-chairman of 
the Committee on Urban 
Affairs. He is a member of the 
Special Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy and 
Chairman of the Special Senate 
Committee to Investigate the 
Energy Shortage in 
Massachusetts. 

Fishman was the first 
Massachusetts legislator to 
publicly oppose the Vietnam 
War, speaking at the first anti- 
Vietnam War rally on the 
Boston Common in 1965. He 
helped found and shape the 
peace movement nationally 
and in Massachusetts. 

This year he filed the 
Senate resolution calling on the 
Massachusetts Congressional 
delegation to vote for the 
impeachment of President 
Nixon. Fishman's resolution 
was adopted, making the 
Massachusetts Senate the first 
state legislative body to for¬ 
mally urge presidential im¬ 
peachment. 

Fishman filed his 1974 
legislative package without 
fanfare. It covered many 
categories, emphasizing 
banking reforms, consumer 
protection, women's rights, 
property tax reform and 
elderly benefits. To date, more 
than a dozen of Sen. Fishman's 
bills have been signed into law 
by the governor. And more 
than another dozen of his bills 
stand a good chance of passage 
in this session. 

Asked to explain his high 
degree of effectiveness as a 
legislator, Sen. Fishman ex¬ 
plained that ‘‘the legislative 
process is a complex labyrinth. 
In a forum of 40 senators 
simply filing bills or attracting 
publicity is not enough, 
legislation must be nurtured 
and shaped in cooperation with 
others. You cannot do it 
alone," Sen. Fishman said. “A 
good legislator must have the 
respect of his colleagues, a 
sense of timing, and an ability 
to rank his or her legislative 
priorities.” 

In the four years that Sen. 
Fishman has been Chairman of 
the Committee on Banks and 
Banking he has worked to 
transform the Committee from 
an apologist for the banking 
industry to a vehicle for con¬ 
sumer protection. 

Fishman successfully 
sponsored a bill which 
abolished interlocking bank 
directorates; and other 
banking reform legislation,

now law, requiring banks to 
pay interest on tax escrow 
accounts. 

Property tax relief con¬ 
tinues to be a high Fishman 
legislative priority. This year 
he sponsored a legislative 
amendment to the 
Massachusetts Constitution to 
provide an exemption for land 
occupied by the owner as his or 
her domicile from the real 
estate tax. 

Fishman is the leading co¬ 
sponsor of Common Cause 
legislation. This year he filed 
bills designed to strengthen 
and reform laws regulating 
lobbyists, conflicts of interest, 
and financial disclosures. He 
seeks to create a state Ethics 
Commission and pass other 
laws designed to open up 
government to the people. 

Fishman is an active 
member of the Special 
Legislative Commission on 
Privacy. He is a leader in the 
investigation of computer 
technology's inherent threat to 
privacy and individual con¬ 
stitutional rights. Fishman is 
working hard to develop 
legislative safeguards 
designed to protect individuals 
from the assault on their 
privacy from both public and 
private institutions. 


Newton and Brookline are presently 
collaborating in setting up a nursery school 
program for children with special needs. As 
of January, 31 children had been found for 
this program. 

Children who are presently in private 
Institutions may be returning to the public 
schools next year as part of Chapter 766. 
Cullinane said that he "would guess that there 
might be 40 kids In outside private institutions 
returning to the city." 

Cullinane noted that "our philosophy is 
not to get Involved with paying for kids in 
private schools," but added that there are 
"some ldds you cannot provide for" in the 
public schools. 

Members of both the Public Health and 
Finance Committees questioned the rate of 
$5Wiour which is to be paid to physicians for 
evaluation of students. Small remarked, 
however, that "if the School Department did 
it, they would pay the doctors $90-hour." 

Aid. Susan Schur suggested that Newton 


doctors might volunteer their services to the 
city. 

The Public Health Committee expressed 
concern over whether the requested 160,000 
will be adequate for the evaluation and care 
which is going to be required. 

Cullinane explained that a "thorough 
medical examination will not be necessary 
for all children; many can be done by school 
physicians." According to Peterson, there 
will be a full corp evaluation for children who 
are out of the classroom more than 25 per cent 
of the time. 

Peterson said that physical education 
teachers and classroom teachers can be 
trained to work with children with special 
needs. 

School Physician Dr. Stephen Frawley 
has reportedly been working on evaluation of 
children sicnce May 20, and has not been paid. 
Small questioned whether he can be paid out 
of the budget beginning July 1 for services 
performed in May.

some parts of Newton will get Waltham, 
Weston, Brookline, or Boston Police when 
they dial 911. Whalen said that these people 
were notified by letter that they should call 
244-1212 to reach Newton Police. 

Quinn stated that burglar alarms are 
sometimes connected to the 911 lines. 

Aid. Joan Saklad questioned Whalen 
about when 911 will be charge free from pay 
phones here as it is in Connecticut. Whalen 
replied that this has been discussed as a goal, 
but that it might be dependent on getting state 
or federal funds. He said that it would be an 
"expensive proposition." Only 15 per cent of 
the cities and towns in Massachusetts have 
reportedly adopted the 911 system. 

The Public Health and Safety Committee 
also discussed a request from the Health 
Commissioner for the salary of an additional 
sanitary inspector. 


Harlan Kingsbury told the committee 
that increased responsibilities have created a 
need for an additional inspector. It was 
pointed out that the normal inspection staff is 
already down from three to two men, and that 
vacations will leave only one Inspector during 
the summer. 

The city is presently waiting for a new 
civil service list to be issued so it can fill the 
vacancy that now exists. There is one person 
on an existing list, but this person was 
deemed unacceptable. 

The Public Health Committee expressed 
approval for an addition of a sanitary in¬ 
spector. The amount of money needed for the 
new position is yet to be determined since it is 
not known when the addition will be paid. 

Aid. Susan Schur suggested that part- 
time people might be hired to serve as in¬ 
spectors. 


Child care deduction 
legislation approved 


Legislation that would 
provide a tax deduction to 
working parents for child care 
expenses incurred to allow 
parents to be gainfully em¬ 
ployed was approved this week 
by the state House of 
Representatives. 

State Rep. Lois Pines, 
sponsor of the bill, explained 
"a tax deduction would be 
permitted against 
Massachusetts income to a 
family where the parent or 
parents work and expenses are 
incurred for the care of 
children under age 15. 

"A deduction would be 
available whether the parent 
or parents work part time or 
full time." 


Rep. Pines also explained 
that a deduction would be 
available to the family where 
one spouse is physically or 
mentally disabled and in need 
of additional care in the home 
in order to permit the other 
spouse to work. 

The full Massachusetts Lax 
deduction would be available to 
families where the adjusted 
gross income does not exceed 
118,000 a year. In the income 
range of )18,000 to $27,500, a 
deduction of 50 cents would be 
available for each f 1 expended 


to allowed the taxpayer to be 
gainfully employed. 

The maximum annual 
deduction is set at $4,800, Mrs. 
Pines said.

hazy outlines of government and a desire to 
replace the 'Machine-Type' politician with a 
true representative of the people and restore 
the fundamental concepts of truly 
representative government to the hands of 
the people where it properly belongs. 

"In my own case, it has been suggested 
by my opponents that since I am not a cog of 
any political machine, I should drop out of 
this fight and make way for a stereotyped 
candidate. This 1 have refused to do, and let it 
be known that even though it has been said 
that this attitude could cost me the election, I 
am in this race to serve the people and not the 
machine." 

"I have been asked whether I am a liberal 
Democrat or a conservative Democrat," she 
said. "Let me clarify this if I may. I like to 
think the labeling of a person is as dangerous 
as trial without a jury." 

“If you must label me, call me a liberal- 
conservative Democrat, and let it be known 
that as in my practice of law, I will represent 
all of my people. 

"Consistent with this 1 have beenasked 
my position in certain specific areas. Let me 
briefly summarize some of my replies. 

"On the subject of abortion, who is better 
qualified to speak on the subject of childbirth 
than a mother? One thing about this whole 
issue bothers me. As well as being a mother 
and a widow, I am a practicing attorney and 
my moral and legal training rebel at the 
generalization of the issue. 

"Each case is an individual one and must 
be decided on its own merits and needs. This 
brings to mind another question asked of 
me—amnesty! My position is exactly the 
same as on abortions, and I am compelled by 
my legal training to state each case should be 
tried on its merits with judgement rendered 
by a jury of a man's peers. 

“I have a high respect for the intelligence 
of the people and their decisions are good 
enough for me.

The announcement by Mrs. Helen Doona 
that she plans to run for state representative 
has resulted in the loss of her Job as an 
assistant city solicitor in Newton. 

According to City Solicitor Howard 
Irvine, Mrs. Doona did not discuss her 
political plans with him before making her 
announcement. When he learned of her in¬ 
tentions, he told her that she would have to 
choose between running for office or being a 
member of the Law Department. 

Levine was notified on Tuesday by Mre. 
Doona by certified mail that she plans to 
continue her candidacy for office. She refused 
to resign, Levine said, and her job has been 
terminated. 

' tvine gave several reasons for his 
refusal to allow Mrs. Doona to run for office 
while an assistant city solicitor. 

When he took office about a year ago, he 
said, in effect he rehired all those then em¬ 
ployed as assistant city solicitors and made it 
clear as a prior condition of employment that 
the Law Department was to be strictly 
nonpolitical. "The office must be above 
politics," he said. 

He has also ruled that there is a conflict of 
interest when a member of the Law Depart¬ 
ment is involved in seeking office: "You can't 
be objective in writing opinions if you have 
political ambitions, nor can the opinions be 
beyond question by others if there is any hint 
of politics involved."

Decision on Staniford St. appealed 


The 3-2 decision of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals to deny a 
petition to build 140 units of 
low- and moderate-income 
housing on Staniford Street, 
Aubumdale, has been appealed 
to the Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs Housing 
Appeals Committee. 

Sought in the appeal is a 
comprehensive permit, which 
includes permissive use and a 
building permit, subject to 
Hatch Act (wetlands) ap¬ 
proval, conformance to the city 
building code (BOCA), and 


improvement by the developer 
of the presently unimproved 
portion of Staniford Street. 

The appeal filed with the 
Housing Appeals Committee 
by lawyer Lawrence Shubow 
on behalf of the developer, 
John R. Mclsaac, charac¬ 
terizes the decision of the ZBA 
as manifesting "a continuing 
determination on the part of 
the City of Newton to resist and 
frustrate the policy of the 
Commonwealth mandating 
provision of a minimum supply 
of low and moderate income 
housing."

The city relied, the 
statement charged, “on any 
available pretext, whether 
supported by credible evidence 
or not, to Justify the op¬ 
position" to building housing 
on the 10-acre site. 

The ZBA decision was 
reached on May 31, after about 
two months of meetings and a 
public hearing. 

The decision had been based 
on Inadequate access to the 
rear portion of the parcel, 
violations of the flood-control 
goals of the local ordinance on 
floodplains, objections to the 
site for preservation of open 
space." 

The Mclsaac appeal also 
asserts that the decision 
ignored provisions of a local 
ordinance allowing roadway 
construction and recreational 
uses within a flood plain, 
ignored expert testimony on 
flood plains, rejected expert 
opinion that proposed traffic 
circulation was viable, ignored 
expert opinions of municipal 
planning officials that the site 
is appropriate for housing in 
the amount planned by the 
developer, and — the key issue 
— "failed to take account of the 
regional need for low and 
moderate income housing and 
to lawfully balance this need in 
a manner consistent with local 
needs" according to Chapter 
774. 

A Planning Department 
memorandum of May 26,1974, 
on the Staniford Street land, 
said, "The City of Newton has 
not met any of the criteria 
which would make it exempt 
from the operation of the law" 
(Chapter 40B, Secs. 20-23, 
which is Chapter 774). 

Criteria are that 10 per cent 
of existing housing units be for 
low- or moderate-income 
persons, that 1.5 per cent or 
more of buildable land be built 
on with low- or moderate- 
income housing, and that the 
application being considered 
would result within a year in 
the construction of housing on 
more than 10 acres of land or 
three-tenths of the buildable 
land, whichever is larger.

GOP declares 
concern for 
children 

Recognition of the rights of 
children won a place in the 
platform declaration of the 
recent Republican Convention 
of Massachusetts thanks to the 
efforts of Newton delegates. 

Submitted to the platform 
committee by Maudyea 
Campbell, chairman, Newton 
Republican City Committee, 
the amendment on "Children’s 
Rights” was drafted by former 
Newton Alderman Harry 
Walen who, in 1973, served as 
vice-chairman of the New 
England Conference on Quality 
of Life for Youth. 

The statement adopted by 
the Republican convention 
declares: 

“Aware as we are that in our 
modem complex society the 
child being a pre-political 
individual, cannot speak here 
for his own interests, the 
Republican Party declares its 
concern for the child in our 
society - the citizen of 
tomorrow . . ." 

The declaration proposes 
consideration for all matters of 
education, protection in 
divorce situations, op¬ 
portunities in occupations, and 
recreation. Day care, health 
services, and other public 
needs are Included in the 
statement’s expression of 
concern for the rights of 
children.

Tbe Aldermanic Land Use 
Committee met this week and 
voted on several items that 
should be reported to the full 
board at its next meeting. 

Committee members voted 
7-1 In favor of denying the 
request from developer 
Edward M. Levitt to build 10 
townhouses on land on 
Florence Street. Under present 
zoning, Levitt could build eight 
duplexes on the site, but needs 
aldermanic permission to 
construct townhouses. 

Neighbors have maintained 
they want nothing built on the 
site that is not in accordance 
with its zoning. 

The aldermen on the com¬ 
mittee also voted in favor of 
giving Freeport another one- 
year permit. 

The request for a small 
nursery school at 44 Davis 
Ave., may face a charter ob¬ 
jection from Ward 3 Aid. 
Richard J. Bullwinkle at the 
board meeting next week. 

Maria Kreeft’s petition for 
the nursery school in her home 


was discussed with Bullwinkle 
urging the request be turned 
down due to neighborhood 
opposition. 

When a vote favoring denial 
failed in the committee, Aid. 
Richard J. McGrath added the 
conditions that not more than 
10 children be permitted to 
attend, that not more than two 
fulltime staff be present and 
that the school would be 
allowed to operate for a 
maximum of six weeks and 
must end by Sept. 1. 

The school's operators were 
planning on opening July 1, but 
if Bullwinkle exercises his one- 
man charter objection, the 
matter could not be voted until 
July 22. 

Bullwinkle maintains that 
the board has never approved 
of a nursery school in a home 
when there has been opposition 
in the past. 

The committee voted 5-3 in 
favor of the proposal as 
amended by McGrath. 

Cramer Electronics' plan for 
expanding parking will also go 
back to the board for a vote. 


Incinerator increase 
to be reconsidered 

Aid. Richard McGrath has filed a motion for recon¬ 
sideration of the increase in incinerator fees voted last 
week by the Board of Aldermen. 

McGrath's motion will be voted on at the July 1 meeting 
of the Board. The increase raised the rates for outside 
contractors from $6 to $12 per ton with a minimum of $3 for 
500 pounds or less. 

He filed for recondiseration, McGrath said, becuase he 
found that the city's compost area has been closed to 
gardeners with grass clippings and leaves. They are being 
directed to the incinerator, he said, further adding to 
burning problems there. 

McGrath also charged that the leafshredder at the 
compost area is faulty, a statement that has been denied by 
Street Department officials. 

A spokesman for the mayor said that the composting 
program has “not been abandoned.” The program is part of 
the whole solid waste problem, and what is to be done in 
that area will probably be decided in July, when the bids 
solicited by the Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse Disposal 
District Committee are received. 

Gardeners often bring in brush and other non- 
compostible material, the spokesman said, and since the 
leaf season is over the area has been temporarily closed. 

Reconsideration means that the Board will first vote on 
whether to reconsider and then vote on the item itself.

Newton Police Chief William 
F. Quinn has issued the 
following advisory message to 
parents and children: “School 
is closed, and pedestrian and 
play patterns will change.

In ad¬ 
dition, parents should super¬ 
vise, closely, after dark 
riding.” 

The Chief concluded, "A 
little vigilance and a little 
prudence can result in a 
pleasant, accident free sum¬ 
mer."

The Green 
Thumb

CARS & PLANT GROWTH: 
Did you knov that the 
automobile af'ects plant 
growth In your flower boxes, 
gardens or greenhouse? How? 

By forming ozone, a bad posion 
made by automobile exhaust 
ana sunlight. Internal com¬ 
bustion engines of automobiles 
give off nitrogen oxides and 
unburned hydrocarbons 
through the tail pipe. Sunlight 
causes a splitting of the 
nitrogen oxides to form atomic 
oxygen, which combines with 
nitrogen to form the poisonous 
ozone (03), which not only 
causes damage to poants, but 
also to man and animals. 

This bad poison (ozone) is 
not restricted to main traffic 
areas, but is distributed into 
your home and garden, by air 
movement (wind). Depending 
on air speed, ozone con¬ 
centration may spread eight 
miles or so from the highway. — 

We don't have information on 
how ozone affects people, but 
with plants it causes 
"flecking" on leaves. The 
flecks are dead spots in which 
chlorophyll has been killed off. 
Ozone enters the plant's leaves 
through gates called Stomata. 
When the gates (stomata) are 
closed (at night time or during 
dry conditions), no fleck injury 
can occur from Ozone because 
the pollutant can't get into the 
leaf. 

Another type of ozone Injury 
besides “flecking" is smaller 
flower size, change in flower 
pigmentation (coloration), 
reduced crop production, and 
altered maturity dates. One 
research found that blossom 
size on blue Lavender petunia 
plants was reduced by 40 per 
cent, and this occurs with no 
visible injury to the plant’s 
leaves. 

Other types of injury Include 
bronzing, stippling, and 
bleaching of leafy surfaces. If 
close examination does not 
reveal the presence of these 
pests — mite, red spider, aphid 
or leaf hopper injury — then 
there’s a good chance affected 
plants may be injured by ozone 
exposure. Ozone injury looks 
exactly like that of these in¬ 
sects. 

Petunia, geraniums, mor¬ 
ning glory, tomato, bean, 
squash, cucumber, pumpkin, 
and maple are some of the 
more sensitive plants. 

CHECK FRUIT TREES: 
Some nurseries sell fruit trees 
with wired labels. If the wire 
has not been removed it can 
girdle a limb or trunk of tree 
and even kill it. Check your 
trees to see if any wire is 
girdling the trunk or branches. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
"We cut down a walnut tree. 
Will it continue to poison the 
plants nearby, even though the 
tree has been cut?" 

Ans: No, once the tree has 
been cut down, it no longer 
produces the poisonous 
Juglone secretion. Also, 
sawdust or wood chips from 
walnut will not produce 
Juglone.

You'll love 
the one that Mrs. D.R., Walpole sent in — our thanks for this 
fine textured chocolate poundcake! 

OLD FASHIONED CHOCOLATE POUNDCAKE 

4 cup unsweetened cocoa 
1 cup milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup (‘A pound) margarine 
2V 4 cups sugar 

5 eggs 

3 cups all purpose flour 

4 teaspoon spit 

■a teaspoon baking powder 

Cream margarine until light and fluffy. Add sugar very 
gradually, creaming well. Beat in eggs one at a time — 
allow to beat for 3 minutes scraping down the sides of the 
bowl occasionally. Combine flour, salt, baking powder and 
cocoa; sift twice. Add dry ingredients alternately with 
milk, beating Just until blended. Stir in vanilla and turn into 
a greased and floured 10-ineh tube pan. Bake at 325 degrees 
for 1 hour and 40 minutes, or until a toothpick inserted 
comes out clean. Allow cake to cool for 15 minutes before 
turning out on rack. Serves 12-14. 

Question: Would you have a good recipe for a Sauce 
Vinaigrette? — Mrs. A., Weston 

Answer: Not only will we give you the Vinaigrette but 
also a marvelous recipe for French Potato Salad which 
calls for 4 cup Sauce Vinaigrette — both are from June 
Crosby and Ruth Bateman's "Serve It Cold!" cookbook: 

SAUCE VINAIGRETTE 
(French Dressing) 

4 1 teaspoon salt 

1 clove garlic, crushed with salt (optional) 

Pinch dry mustard, optional 

3-4 tablespoons wine vinegar 

•? i cup salad oil or olive (or a mixture of both) 

Generous grinding black pepper 

You may combine all ingredients and shake vigorously 
in jar until blended, but we like to beat it with a wire whisk 
to a soft creamy emulsion. The flavor seems richer, 
mellower. With whisk, beat salt, garlic (if used) and 
mustard into the vinegar, then beat in oil, in small portions, 
until sauce is smooth and lightly thickened. Season with 
pepper. Use at once or store in bottle and shake vigorously 
before using. Makes 1 cup. 

FRENCH POTATO SALAD 
(The French trick of pouring a little white wine or stock 
over warm potatoes before adding the dressing Ls a good 
one to know. Less oil is absorbed by potatoes, they arc 
lighter, more flavorful.) 

2 pounds small boiling potatoes 
Salt 

2 tablespoons dry white wine 
2 tablespoons light consomme 


4 cup Sauce Vinaigrette 

2 teaspoons Dijon mustard 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh tarragon and chervil, mixed 
(or 1 teaspoon dried mixed herbs) 

2 tablespoons nilneed shallots or green onions 

1 tablespoon minced parsley 

Cook potatoes in boiling salted water until Just tender. 
Drain, peel while warm and slice about 4-Inch thick. Mix 
wine and consomme and pour over them. Let stand until 
liquid is absorbed. Beat vinaigrette into mustard until 
smooth. Add herbs. Sprinkle shallots (or green onions), 
parsley and dressing over potatoes. Toss gently until 
mixed. Taste and adjust seasonings. Cover and chill only 
until flavors blend. Serve cool, but not Icy, in a pretty glass 
bowl. Sprinkle with more parsley if you wish. Serves 4-6.

Perhaps it all happened back in ancient days when a 
young maiden, after dining on wild strawberries, gazed at 
her reflection in a pool and decided that the scarlet lip color 
enhanced her beauty. From that time on cosmetics have 
been a necessity for most women. 

In great-grandma’s day every woman had her own 
recipes for home-made beauty preparations and they were 
sensible down-to-earth concoctions. If you’re anxious to cut 
down on your cosmetic expenses and if you can follow a 
recipe, you can begin making cosmetics and toiletries right 
^in your own kitchen. 

Those with skin allergies are advised to go easy on 
testing these back-to-nature cosmetics. 

CLEANSING CREAM 
Mi peach washed, cubed, but not peeled 
Mi teaspoon ascorbic acid powder 
1 tablespoon sour cream 
1 tablespoon vegetable shortening 

Put all ingredients into a blender and process at low 
speed until chopped, increase speed to liquefy (hi) and 
process until smooth. Smooth on face and nedc and allow to 
remain on for 15-20 minutes; rinse off with luke warm 
water, followed by cold water. This treatment should 
cleanse and soften the skin. 


PEACHES 'N CREAM MASQUE 

Mi peach washed, cubed but not peeled 

1 egg white 

2 teaspoons cream 

Put all ingredients in your blender and process until 
chopped (low); increase speed to high and whirl until 
smooth. Smooth on face and allow to dry; rinse with warm 
water and follow with ice water. (This softens and tightens 
the skin.) 

Eileen Ford, author of "A More Beautiful You in 21 
Days” suggests a facial that will cleanse and refine pores, 
tighten facial muscles and stimulate circulation. Her recipe 
ingredients to? the facial can be found in any kitchen 
cabinet: 

"Cleanse skin first with Spry or Crisco and tissue off. 
Reapply and leave on skin for a few minutes. During this 
time try to touch your tongue to the tip of your nose 20 
times. Though you will not succeed, the exercise will 
tighten the muscles under your chin. Tissue off second 
application. Use cotton pads saturated in warm water 
mixed with a teaspoon of vinegar to remove residue of 
shortening. If skin is sensitive, use warm water alone. Next. 
apply a mask to close pores and tighten the skin. To make 
the mask, combine otmeal and honey into a paste and 
spread it on your face, or beat up one egg and let it set for 15 
minutes on your face. Then rinse off with lukewarm water, 
followed by cool water.

1 broiler fryer cut up or desired chicken

1 teaspoon onion powder

Combine barbecue sauce ingredients in a 
bowl; coat chicken parts with mixture and 
place in baking pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 1 
hour. (This recipe may be doubled or tripled). 

It doesn't have to be "extra-fancy" .. .

While your mask is on, place over your eyelids cotton 
pads which have been soaked in witch hazel and wrung out. 

Finally, go over your entire face with a few slices of 
cucumber.” 

Tomatoes have been suggested as a face peel. Rub ripe 
tomato slices into clean skin, concentrating on any areas 
with blackheads. After 15 minutes, rub skin gently with a 1 
washcloth. Dead skin should come off. 

Strawberry-sour cream cleanser: Combine a small 
amount of sour cream and a few strawberries and mash. 
Smooth on face and allow to remain for 15 minutes. Remove 
with warm water, then cold. 

Skim milk night cream: Mix one teaspoon skim milk 
and an equal part of water. Shake in small jar until you 
have a smooth liquid; apply and allow to dry. 

If you have a dinner date and have arrived home from 
work exhausted, try this: shower; separate an egg — beat 
the egg white slightly and apply generously to the skin as a 
masque; let it dry and then put on another coat. Lie down on 
your bed and elevate your feet on your headboard (or 4 or 5 
pillows); place either: used tea bags (saved in the 
refrigerator), cucumber slices, slices of raw potato or 
cotton pads soaked in witch hazel and wrung out, over 
closed eyelids. Rest for 25-30 minutes. Rinse off egg white 
and rub a thin film of cream over face to offset the 
masque’s drying effect. (You’ll feel fine!) 

Watermelon is a great moisturizer—cut thin slices and 
cover your face with them for 4 hour. To make lip wrinkles 
look less conspicuous, try rubbing them with half a lemon 
daily, followed with a castor oil massage using your index 
finger to bring up the circulation. Follow this with a few 
wipes with an ice cube. 


Dr. Irwin I. Lubowe, in The Modern Guide To Skin Care 
Beauty, Dutton & Co., suggests the following as a 
regimen for the middle and later years: 


1. Keep the skin clean — reasonably clean is enough. 

2. Cleanse with mild, superfatted or clear soap — non- 
detergent, or with cleansing cream or lotion; use mildly 
warm water and face cloth, and then cold. 

3. If your skin is dry, as it may be, lubricate it with 
natural vegetable oils like sesame, olive, peanut, apricot 
kernel, safflower, or avocado oil. The drugstore has them, 
but so does the supermarket. 

4. By day, use moisturizing cream before applying 
makeup. 

5. At night, remove the makeup with soap, cleansing 
cream or mineral oil (Albolene). Then apply moisturizing 
and emollient creams. Leave them on all night and in most 
cases they will be absorbed. 

6. For impurities arising on the skin due to air pollution, 
wash well with a good antiseptic soap. 

7. It is desirable occasionally to use an astringent, such 
as witch hazel or diluted alcohol, to tone the skin and 
temporarily reduce the pores. 

8 . When the facial skin is exposed to the sun during the 
working day, use a foundation lotion or cream which con¬ 
tains a sunblocking agent. 

Most important of all, if you're waging a war against 
wrinkles and aging skin beware of overexposure to the sun. 
For years, dermatologists have been warning people not to 
sunburn excessively. So be sure to wear a hat and a 
protective lotion to screen out harmful rays.

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^ Bow riding 
is a killer

The scene: A family out for a 
happy day's voyage on the.tr 
cabin cruiser. As they course 
through the water, the three 
children climb up on the bow, 
where the sea spray dashes 
over them. It’s exciting to sit 
up there, legs dangling, with 
the whole, endless ocean 
rushing to meet them. They 
taught, and shout to their 
mother behind the wheel, and 
their father laying out lunch on 
the stern. Hot dogs and 
watermellon! A whole 
coolerful of lemonade! What a 
wonderful day! 

For years grief-stricken 
parents asked themselves 
countless times the unan¬ 
swerable question, “Why?" To 
them, the “How" never 
mattered. Whether it was a 
wave a little larger than the 
rest, or a slip caused by 
childish exhuberance, it didn't 
matter to them. The result was 
still the same. Their eight year 
old son had fallen right beneath 
the bows of their boat, and 
although the mother had cut 
the engine instantly, 
somewhere beneath that boat 
he’d died. 

+++ 

Bow riding. Thousands of 
boaters each year engage in 
this nautical Russian roulette. 
To adults who do it it's ex¬ 
citing, and if the danger is 
apparent to any of them, well, 
a little danger makes it more 
exciting, doesn’t it? Those 
people are fools. 

Far worse, most bow riders 
are children. They're innocent. 
They don’t know any better. 
But the parents who casually 
watch their children bow ride 
are criminally negligent. 

Why is bow riding so 
dangerous? First, the most 
stable small boat in the world 
is still as impotent as a cork to 
resist the ever changing action 
of wind and wave. An unex- , 
pec ted jar, a sudden bounce 
can come from any quarter, at 
any time. Secondly, most small 
boats have no railings or 
hangrips to hand onto on the 
bow. Third, if a bow rider does 
fall overboard, he or she is in 
the worst possible position 
directly beneath several tons of 
moving boat, right in the way 
of the thrashing screw. Even if 
the boat’s operator does see the 
person go over, it would take a 
miracle for him or her to be 
able to stop or turn the boat 
away in time. 

Besides being deadly and 
foothardy (as if that isn't 
enough), bow riding can be 
very coastly financially, too. 
According to Commander 
Howard M. Viellette, Chief of 
the Boating Safety Division of 
the First Coast Guard District, 
if the Coast Guard catches an 
operator permitting bow 
riding, the operator will be 
fined up to $500.00. And with the 
Coast Guard’s Boating Safety 
Detachments patrolling all 
over the New England coast, 
there’s a very good chance of 
being caught. 

Do yourself a favor. Don't 
permit bow riding on your 
boat. Be insistent. Your friends 
and family might not thank 
you, but at least they'll 
probably return from your 
cruise alive and in one piece, 
and you win’t have your con¬ 
science ruining your deep. And 

you won’t have to face a 
$500.00 fine. 

Now, go have a safe and 
happy summer. Safe Boating is 
No Accident.

Summer Triangle of stars at 
Charles Hayden Planetarium

Summer skywatchers this 
year will be treated to the rare 
sight of an occupation of 
Venus, as well as annual 
displays of meteor showers, 
nebulae, and the Summer 
Triangle of stars. 

At the Charles Hayden 
Planetarium at Boston's 
Museum of Science, a one- 
week-only program, "Stars of 
Summer," will tell Museum 
visitors when and where to look 
to take in these celestial 
events. The program will be 
presented June 18 to 24 every 
day and on Friday evenings. 
Admission is SO cents in ad¬ 
dition to Museum admission. 

Summer begins June 21, 
when the sun reaches its 
highest point In the sky. It is 
during this month that we 
enjoy the longest days, with 
about fifteen hours of daylight. 

The month of July will 
feature two impressive 
celestial events. On the mor¬ 
ning of July 17, the moon the 
second brightest object in the 
sky, will pass in front of Venus, 
the third brightest object, 
blocking it fre-m view for 51 
minutes. This rare event will 
begin 22 minutes before 
sunrise, at 4:57 a.m., and 
continue until 5:48 a.m., when 
Venus reappears on the other 
side of the moon. As the moon 
corsses Venus, the planet will 
disappear behind the upper left 
Illuminated edge of the moon 
and pop out again on the upper 
right edge of the darkened 
moon. 

Weather permitting, this 
unusual event will be visible to 
the naked eye. However, the 
Hayden Planetarium 
recommends the use of 
binoculars or a telescope, and 
advises that even though 
sunrise will take place before 
Venus reappears, the planet is 
a bright enough object to be 
discerned in the daylight sky. 

One of two major meteor 
showers will light the sky in 
July. The Delta Aquarids, at 
their peak on the morning of 
July 29 will appear t radiate 
bright meteors and some 
fireballs from the constellation 
of Aquarius. In August, the 


famous Perseids meteor 
shower will streak across the 
sky with 50 or 60 meteors 
perhour, reaching its most 
impressive point during the 
early hours of August 12. 

Also highlighting the sum¬ 
mer sky will be several 
nebulae, including the North 
America Nebula, which 
combines bright and dBrk 


nebulae in the shape of the 
continent of North America; 
and the Lagoon Nebula, which 
features bright and dark 
Nebulae and a star cluster. The 
Summer Triangle of stars, 
made up of Vega, Deneb, and 
Altair, glows in the sky as a 
signpost for locating other 
highlights of the season. 


The Planetarium program, 
"Stars of Summer,” will 
reproduce many of these 
celestial events, and feature an 
imaginary trip to the Southern 
Hemisphere for a look at the 
Southern Cross, Alpha Cen¬ 
taur! (the closest star to the 
sun), and a variety of con¬ 
stellations not visible from the 
Northern Hemisphere. 


Almys, opening in Walpole 
in business before Civil War 


Almys, the exciting, new

It became the first 
store in Salem to use plate 
glass show windows, first to 
install a cash carrier system, 
first to install aB>assenge 
elevator, first to Jford rest 
room facilities, first to provide 
a store ventilating system, and 
first to inaugurate the 
department store idea in Essex 
County. 

An interesting side light to 
Almys history is the fact that 
W.T. Grant, founder of the 
nation-wide chain, started his 
career in Almys as a stock boy.

Newton loses soccer opener

The Newton Football Gub, defending cham¬ 
pion in the Eastern Mass. Twilight Soccer League, 
was upset by Concord, 1 to 0, in its opening game 
Monday night. 

Newton approached its opener with a 2-0-1 
exhibition record, which included a 4-0 pre-season 
victory over Concord. 

A first half goal held up for Concord as goalie 
Carl Vercollone, ticket manager for the Boston 
Minutemen, stopped It Newton shots. Newton 
goalie Gary McGrath made nine saves, including a 
stop of a Concord penalty shot. 

Newton player-coach Skip Steams explained 
that "we went into the game a bit cocky after our 4- 
0 exhibition win and lost to a team which was ap¬ 
parently very eager and could get themselves up 
for the game." 

Steams added that "we're playing a number of 
new players and we have not played together long 
enough to be able to work the bail well." 

Newton is in Division I West of the 32-team 
Eastern Mass. Twilight Soccer league. Newton 
finished second in the Division I regular season last 
year, but defeated Billerica in a play-off final for 
the league championship. The championship was 
decided by comer kicks after Newton and Billerica 
played to a scoreless tie. 


Steams, who is in his second year as coach of 
the team, was a standout for Newton High in the 
late 1960's under Gordon Elliot Steams became 
the second player in league history last year to 
score 20 goals in a season. 

Stenms captained a league all-star team last 
summer which played a Brazilian all-star team to 
a scoreless tie before a Boston Astros game. Other 
Newton all-stars, chosen by the league's board of 
directors, included McGrath, and defenseman 
Barry Harslp and Fred Whoriskey. 

Harsip was a captain of the soccer team at 
Brandeis, and was named an all-New England 
player. He graduated Brandeis in 1973. 

A swift and aggressive competitor, Harsip was 
a star for Newton High before graduating in 1969. 

McGrath also attended Brandeis and was 
named an all-New England goalie. 

Whoriskey will be a junior at Brown next year 
and played soccer at Newton High under present 
coach Mike Buzzi. 

A third former Brandeis player on the Newton 
team is defenseman Dave Goodman. A q974 
Brandeis graduate, Goodman was presented the 
Leif Ottessen Award for sportsmanship this spring 
by Brandeis soccer coach Mike Coven. Goodman 
graduated from Newton High In 1970. 

Defenseman Harry Nesbitt also played soccer 
for Newton High and graduated in 1968. He is also a 


graduate of the University of Vermont. 

Forward Jake Broderick scored four goals for 
Newton last year. He is a graduate of Newton High 
and Harvard. 

Other team members include Alf Wilson, a 
teacher at Meadowbrook Junior High, Italian bom 
Sid Mazzola, and goalie Steve Cohen. Wilson, a 
forward, is a native of England. 

Mazzola has formerly played for Sulmona In 
the Mass. Soccer league and the Newton Soccer 
Gub In the New England Soccer League. 

Abdel Berrada of Casablanca, Morrocco will 
play forward for Newton. Barrada has had semi- 
pro experience in France and Morrocco. Steve 
Hines, a halfback at Harvard, will also play for¬ 
ward. 

Willie Thibodeau, an all-star last year while 
representing Billerica, has also been added to the 
Newton roster. Thibodeau has played for Babson 
College. 

Newton's home opener will be against Lincoln- 
Sudbury on Monday, July 1 at Allison Field. Ac¬ 
cording to Steams, Lincoln-Sudbury was the only 
team to defeat Newton last year. 

Steams noted that “the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment and Jack Penney have been helpful in 
establishing ourselves here." The Newton Football 
Gub did not have a Newton home field in its first 
year, in 1972.

Team tennis is doomed to fail

Even though their season is only about 
one-fourth completed, I think it is time to 
assess the potential of world team tennis. I 
was going to wait for a while but as I was 
watching a World Team Tennis match on 
the tube with Bill Cosby as commentator, I 
decided I had had enough. Never have so 
many, written so much, about so little. 

At the outset, let it be known that I love 
tennis. I have played it since I was ten and 
have gone to as many professio¬ 
nal tournaments as I could afford. 
Although I am no expert, I do have some 
knowledge about the sport and have a 
great appreciation for Its strengths. It is 
for this reason that I am also sensitive to 
its weaknesses, The W.T.T. Is so laden 
with weaknesses that analyzing its future 
is like deciding if this is the year for-Harold 
Stassen. However, since team tennis does 
get so much publicity, let us take a close 
look at its potential (or lack of it). 

Firstly, there are some good aspects to 
the new format. It does allow tennis fans to 
see players like John Newcombe, Tom 
Okker, Billie Jean King and Evonne 
Goolagong for more than just the oc¬ 
casional tournament. Additionally, by 
allowing fans to cheer and boo, team 
tennis makes the sport more appealing to 
the masses. The criticism by some players 
that the crowd noise disrupts their con¬ 
centration is ridiculous. How about 
basketball players who must shoot free 
throws or baseball pitchers in tense 
situations - do they concentrate any leas? 

I think that above covers the strengths 
of the W.T.T. As to Its weaknesses, let's 
begin with the meet glaring ones. The 


W.T.T. claims it has most of the class 
tennis players in the world. That claim is, 
at best, questionable. Team tennis is 
missing players like Stan Smith, Rod 
Laver, Arthur Ashe, Ilie Nastase, Girls 
Evert and Margaret Court. These players 
are not what one would call "hackers.” 

It is difficult to take this format 
seriously without these quality players. 
Besides, the W.T.T. is having enough 
trouble getting the players they do have to 
show up. 

If you haven't heard about the missing 
player incidents, let me give you the bare 
essentials. The Pittsburgh Triangles - 
(That’s another thing - those names are 
just insufferable) were coming to Boston 
and the papers were promoting the ap¬ 
pearance of Evonne Goolagong, a superb 
women tennis player. One problem arose - 
Evonne Goolagong never showed up. 
Jimmy Connors followed up Evonne’s 
ghostly appearance with one of his own. 
Baltimore came to town headlining Jimmy 
Connors. The fans were left to assume that 
Connors was good - he didn’t show up 
either. Isn't that a class organization? 
What a thrill it must have been for the 
people who spent five or six dollars ex¬ 
pecting these players and sitting there 
while some second-rate players took their 
place. The thrill would be much like 
paying five dollars to see “The Sting" • and 
then findout out that Paul Newman and 
Robert Bedford were not going to appear 
that night • and that Allen Luden and 
Durwaid Kirby were going to take their 
place. 


These weaknesses, however, are not 
the real root of the W.T.T. problem for 
survival. The reason team tennis will 
ultimately die is a fundamental one - 
tennis is simply an individual sport. Its 
appeal lies in the singular performances of 
its players. Anyone who loves tennis will 
tell you about their favorite five-set match 
between John Newcombe and Stan Smith • 
or that three and a half marathon between 
Arthur Ashe and Rod Laver. These 
matches were memorable because they 
were man vs. man, with nothing to divert 
them or the fans from the quality of their 
skill. That is what tennis is all about. It 
does not lend itself to a team format. Look 
at other individual sports. 

Imagine the tension of a bowling 
tournament - or the excitement of 
following a golf team. You may now have 
some sense of what it is like sitting through 
two and a half hours of team tennis. 

Let us not, however, weep over the 
imminent demise of world team tennis. I, 
for one, am glad it is doomed to fail. Why 
did they have to make tennis a team sport 
anyway? Tennis was one of the few sports 
which retained some dignity - a classy 
game that aroused the spectator's 
aesthetic appetite without appealing to 
violence. Why was it necessary to organize 
a sport whose singular charm and grace 
was its lack of team organization? 
Couldn't we have at least one sport where 
the fans do not have to be bloodthirsty to 
enjoy It? There are, of course, those who 
swear by the W.T.T. and attend every 
match. Their only problem is where to 
park their Edsel.

By the time you arc seventy 
years old, if you're an average 
American, you will have used 
26 million tons of water. Along 
with all our other energy 
problems, the diminishing 
quantity and quality of water is 
becoming an increasing 
concern. 

Because all the products with 
which they work depend on a 
proper use of water, the people 
of the American Assn, of 
Nurserymen have a great 
interest in providing practical 
instructions for its best ap¬ 
plication and preservation. 

Most people are more likely 
to overwater their trees, 
plants, shrubs and grass than 
to provide insufficient 
moisture. The people of the 
nursery industry advocate 
thorough watering when it is 
needed, rather than frequent 
limited watering. This is much 


better for the plant, less costly, 
too—and saves water. The 
simplest way to tell when 
water is needed is to examine 
the soil at a depth of several 
inches. If it seems dry at that 
point, put on water. If it is even 
slightly moist, wait. 

The people of the nursery 
industry make another point. 
Water from your property 
travels eventually, in one way 
or another, to our rivers and 
streams and carries along with 
it soil and sediment from your 
land to add to the water 
problem. You can prevent this 
from happening by planting 
grass or attractive ground- 
covers on any sloping area 
from which water will be 
running off. 

If our water is an endangered 
resource, as the ecologists say, 
steps such as these taken by 
every individual will be a long¬ 
term investment.

Publick Theatre opens

Bring a blanket, a folding 
chair and a friend to the 
festival atmosphere of outdoor 
theater when the Publick 
Theater, 1175 Soldiers Field 
Road in Allston, opens its 
fourth season on July 4 with a 
production of William 
Shakespeare’s "The Tem¬ 
pest." 

Shakespeare’s play of 
madness, music and magic will 
be Joined by the Publick 
Theater's production of Oscar

As a result of the change, not 
only will patrons often have the 
opportunity to study and enjoy 
their books for longer periods 
but they will also benefit from 
increased library efficiency. 

All borrowers are urged to 
take note of the due date 
stamped in their library 
materials.

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J.F. White starts building 
$35 million river dam 


Construction by the J. F. 
White Contracting Company of 
the $35 million Charles River 
Dam and locks has begun. 

White bid $34,957,250 to win 
the construction contract for 
the Charles River project. 
Almost 30 per cent of that total, 
about $10 million, will be for 
labor recruited from the 
metropolitan Boston area. The 
river facilities are scheduled 
for competion in 1977. 

Supervision of the project is 
the responsibility of the New 
England Division of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, 
which held ground-breaking 
ceremonies June 17, the 199th 
anniversary of the founding of 
the Corps. Its first act was 
fortification of Breed's and 
Bunker Hills, less than one 
mile from the Dam site. The 
Corps is building the project in 


cooperation with the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission. 

Thomas J. White, chief 
executive officer of J. F. White 
Construction Co., joined with 
Governor Sargent, M.D.C. 
Commissioner John Sears, 
Colonel John Mason and James 
D. Heelan, manager of the 
Little City Hall, Charlestown, 
in the traditional earth turning 
ceremonies. 

White also participated in the 
ceremonies two hours later at 
the dedication of the Prison 
Point Bridge. 

The Dam project will include 
an earth dam, three navigation 
locks, a large pumping station, 
an overhead enclosed 
walkway, fish ladder and 
sluice gates. A future highway 
viaduct is provided for in the 
design. 

The bridge, which connects 


Charlestown and East Cam¬ 
bridge, replaces one completed 
in 1907, but which had 
detiorated badly. It was or¬ 
dered closed in 1971, when i' 
was nearly destroyed by fire. It 
will relieve some traffic 
pressure in City Square, 
Charlestown. 

During its 64 year hisjtory, 
the White Company has built 
many New England projects. 
In 1971 it completed Schaefer 
Stadium in Foxboro, home of 
the New England Patriots. 
This porject was completed in 
the record time of 11 months 
allowing the Patriots to open 
their 1971 season on schedule. 
White is presently involved in a 
$35 million sewage treatment 
plant for the city of Springfield, 
an MBTA complex in Medford 
($16 million) and other projects 
including the New England 
Aquarium and the 174-year-old 
Peabody Museum of Salem.

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Paul J. Cifrino, former 
president of Supreme Markets, 
Inc., has been named executive > 
director of The Carroll 
Rehabilitation Center for the 
Blind in Newton. 

Cifrino was president of 
Supreme Markets for 25 years. 
After his company merged 
with Purity Markets, he left 
business to serve as head of the 
United States Food Aid 
Program in India during 1970 
and 1971. Since his return from 
India, he had been a consultant 
in business management and a 
learning disabilities teacher at 
the Landmark School in 
Beverly. 

A member of the executive 
board of the Carroll Center for 
over 20 years, Cifrino's com¬ 
mitment to the agency is 
longstanding. He was a close 


personal friend of the late Rev. 
Thomas J. Carroll, for whom 
,the agency was recently 
* renamed. (Father Carroll was 
executive director of the then 
Catholic Guild for All the Blind 
for 25 years and was an in¬ 
ternationally known pioneer in 
the field of rehabilitation of 
blind people.) 

Cifrino is a native of Boston, 
and earned his bachelor of arts 
degree in psychology at 
Harvard College. He is 
married to the former Dolores 
Hayes of Newton. The Cifrinos 
have six children, two of whom 
live at home in Cohasset. 

The Carroll Center is a 
nonsectarian agency which 
specializes in the rehabilitation 
of blinded adults through both 
residential and commuter 


programs in adjustment 
counseling and courses in 
communication, mobility and 
personal management. 

In addition, the agency 
provides community mobility 
services throughout 
Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and supervises reader 
services to blind college 
students and other blind 
people. 

The agency recently 
established a regional training 
center of Optacon, an elec¬ 
tronic device which translates 
inkprint into a tactile im¬ 
pression. After Optacon 
training, a blind user will be 
able to read many materials 
heretofore unavailable to him 
— such as calculator displays, 
labels and telephone direc¬ 
tories.

Hie average automobile is 
composed of about 16,000 parts 
and each has an average of 100 
characteristics—chemical, 
metallurgical, and dimen¬ 
sional—any of which could 
present a defect. Each car, 
then, has the potential of 1.5 
million defects. 

To combat these staggering 
odds favoring defects, the auto 


companies use elaborate 
safeguards to insure the best 
possible quality. For example, 
the sole responsibility of 
thousands of inspectors is to 
spot defects before cars leave 
the assembly plants. 

Despite this precaution, 
experiments have ahown that if 
a person Inspects 1,000 units of 
a given part, 100 of which are 
defective, it is probably he will 
miss IS. 


Even if the design of a part is 
□wless, any mass production 
process carries the built-in 
probability of a few defective 
parts over a production run. 

Auto manufacturers are 
meeting this challenge in 
several ways. First, they are 
ceveloping and installing 
newly-developed machinery 
and equipment to maintain 
closer engineering 
specifications on parts. 


Secondly, they are Increasing 
their inspection of parts sup¬ 
plied by outside manufacturers 
as well as stepping up in-plant 
inspections to achieve even 
higher levels of reliability and 
quality control. 

Other methods include the 
use of sophisticated equipment 
to electronically monitor the 
accuracy of wheel alignment 
and other settings and to in¬ 
spect shielded components. 
Computers help analyze part of 
system failures, and 
laboratory and road testing 
durations have been doubled 
and even quadrupled over 
previous levels. 

In addition, auto 
manufacturers have unproved 
feedback systems from both 


dealers fly customers to 
quickly spmtrouble areas. 
Dealer serviApperations are 
evaluated awkislly and 
companies carrj^b extensive 
programs for timing and 
upgrading the Mils of 
technicians and otheimrvice 
personnel.

Study indicates television 
ads influence food habits 


"When children exert control 
over their family food pur¬ 
chase by requesting certain 
foods, it is usually those 
products they see advertised 
on television and usually foods 
with a high level of sugar," 
according to a recent study 
commissioned by Action for 
Children’s Television and 
carried out by Stephen L. 
Disson at the University of 
Pennsylvania's Wharton 
School. 

During his study, "The 
Effects of Television Adver¬ 
tising on a Child's Eating 
Habits and Control over the 
Family Food Purchase," 
Disson sampled 186 
economically, sexually, and 


racially mixed S-lJ-year-olds 
from four Philadelphia public 
schools. 

The analysis found that 95 
per cent of the respondents, all 
of whom owned at least one 
television set, saw the cereal 
they usually eat advertised on 
television, though not one of 
them reported wanting the 
product because of its 
nutritional content. Almost 
three-quarters of the parents 
yielded to their children’s 
requests to buy TV-advertised 
cereals. And, as a result of 
television commercials, nearly 
half of all the students polled 
associated the word 'sweet' 
with something good in terms 
of taste and smell.
